JOURNAL  OF  THE  COUNCIL 


St.  David's  Church, 
Cheraw,  S.  C,  Tuesday,  May  8,  A.  D.  1917. 

The  One  Hundred  and  Twenty-seventh  Annual  Council  of 
the  Church  in  the  Diocese  of  South  Carolina  was  called  to 
order  by  the  Right  Reverend  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  after 
the  celebration  of  the  Holy  Communion  by  the  Bishop, 
assisted  by  the  Deans  of  Convocation,  the  Rev.  A.  R.  Mitchell, 
Archdeacon  of  the  third  Convocation,  and  the  Rector  of  the 
Parish,  Rev.  A.  S.  Thomas. 

The  roll  of  the  clergy  as  presented  by  the  Bishop  was 
called  by  the  Secretary  of  the  last  Council.  There  were 
found  present  thirty-three  clergymen  entitled  to  all  privileges 
of  Council,  and  two  entitled  to  seat  and  voice  but  not  to 
vote — thirty-five  in  all. 

The  Secretary  called  the  roll  of  churches  and  deputies. 
Fifty-six  deputies,  representing  thirty  parishes  and  five 
missions,  were  found  present. 

A  constitutional  quorum  in  both  orders  being  present, 
Council  was  declared  duly  organized. 

The  Bishop  appointed  as  a  Committee  on  the  Roll  of  the 
Clergy :  Revs.  A.  R.  Mitchell,  T.  T.  Walsh,  Harold  Thomas ; 
and  as  a  Committee  on  the  Credentials  of  Lay  Deputies: 
W.  C.  Bissell,  H.  M.  Ayer,  H.  M.  Dibble. 

The  Bishop  also  announced  the  appointment  of  the  follow- 
ing Committee  on  the  Admission  of  New  Parishes :  Rev.  C.  W. 
Boyd,  Messrs.  J.  P.  Thomas  and  Walter  Hazard. 

It  was  unanimously  voted  to  accord  the  privileges  of  the 
floor  to  the  following  visiting  clergymen  and  layman:  Revs. 
G.  W.  Lay,  G.  L.  Tucker,  F.  M.  Osborn,  F.  M.  Crouch,  C.  L. 
Pardee,  D.  D.,  and  Mr.  B.  F.  Finney. 
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The  election  of  a  Secretary  being  in  order,  Rev.  A.  S. 
Thomas  was  nominated.  There  being  no  further  nomina- 
tions, on  motion,  the  chair  cast  the  unanimous  vote  of  Council 
for  the  nominee. 

The  Secretary  announced  the  appointment  of  Rev.  E.  A. 
Penick,  Jr.,  as  Assistant  Secretary. 

Mr.  William  Godfrey  was  nominated  as  Treasurer.  On 
motion,  there  being  no  further  nominations,  the  chair  cast 
the  unanimous  vote  of  Council  for  the  nominee. 

Rev.  A.  S.  Thomas,  Rector  of  St.  David's  Church,  Cheraw, 
extended  a  welcome  to  the  Council.  The  welcome  was 
responded  to  by  the  Bishop  on  behalf  of  the  Council. 

On  motion,  it  was  decided  that  the  hours  of  session  of  the 
Council  be  from  10  a.  m.,  with  service  at  9:30,  until  1  p.  m. ; 
from  3  p.  m.  until  6  p.  m.  and  at  8 :30  p.  m. 

The  Annual  Communication  of  the  Standing  Committee 
was  read  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Committee,  Mr.  W.  C. 
Bissell.  It  was  received  and  ordered  printed  in  the  Journal. 
(  Vide  Appendix  III.) 

The  Annual  Report  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese  was 
read  by  Mr.  John  P.  Thomas,  Jr.,  the  Secretary.  It  was 
received  and  ordered  printed  in  the  Journal.  (  Vide  Appen- 
dix IV.) 

The  Bishop  read  his  Annual  Address.  {Vide  Appen- 
dix I.) 

On  motion,  the  Reports  of  the  Finance  Committee  and  of 
the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese  were  made  the  special  order 
on  the  convening  of  Council  tomorrow  morning. 

Council  took  a  recess  until  3  p.  m.

vote,  and  they  find  the  list  correct.

Council  listened  to  an  address  by  Dr.  C.  L.  Pardee,  repre- 
senting the  American  Church  Building  Fund. 

Rev.  Francis  M.  Osborn  addressed  the  Council  in  behalf 
of  St.  Mary's  School,  and  especially  in  behalf  of  the  $250,000 
fund  which  it  is  proposed  to  raise  for  this  institution. 

The  Educational  Secretary  of  the  Province  of  Sewanee, 
Rev.  Gardiner  L.  Tucker,  spoke  on  Religious  Education  in 
the  Province. 

On  motion  of  Dr.  Logan,  it  was 

Resolved,  That  this  Council  indorse  the  action  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  * 
of  St.  Mary's  School,  Raleigh,  in  the  effort  put  forth  to  raise  ah  endow- 
ment fund  of  $250,000  for  said  school. 

Resolved,  That  the  President  of  this  Council  appoint  a  committee  of 
five  to  take  charge  of  the  campaign  of  raising  the  portion  of  the  $250,000 
that  may  be  expected  from  this  Diocese;  and  further,  that  such  campaign 
be  not  inaugurated  until  after  consultation  with  the  Bishop  and  the 
Finance  Committee  of  the  Diocese. 

On  motion  of  Rev.  F.  M.  Ambler,  it  was 

Resolved,  That  complying  with  the  request  of  the  Bishop  of  North 
Carolina,  the  President  of  this  Council  be  authorized  to  appoint  a  com- 
mittee composed  of  two  clergymen  and  three  laymen,  for  the  purpose 
of  conferring  with  a  similar  committee  from  that  Diocese  regarding  the 
matter  of  a  Negro  Suffragan  Bishop,  and  report  back  to  the  next  Council. 
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On  motion  of  Rev.  K.  G.  Finlay,  it  was 

Resolved,  That  we,  the  members  of  the  Diocesan  Council  of  the 
Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  South  Carolina,  in  session  assembled, 
in  view  of  the  urgent  need  for  conserving  our  grain  supply,  and  also 
for  the  protection  of  our  soldiers  and  sailors,  do  go  on  record  as  favor- 
ing national  prohibition  as  a  war  measure.  And  further,  that  a  copy 
of  this  resolution  be  sent  to  the  President,  the  Secretary  of  War,  the 
Secretary  of  the  Navy  and  our  Representatives  in  Congress. 

On  motion  of  Dr.  M.  P.  Logan,  it  was 

Resolved,  That  the  Rectors  of  the  parishes  within  this  Diocese  be 
requested  to  send  the  names  and  addresses  of  young  men  from  their 
parishes  who  may  have  enlisted  in  the  Army  or  the  Navy,  or  may  here- 
after enlist,  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Brotherhood  of  St.  Andrew,  Church 
House,  Philadelphia. 

On  motion  of  Rev.  T.  T.  Walsh,  it  was 

Resolved,  That  this  Council  approves  of  the  custom  of  displaying  the 
flag  of  the  United  States  in  our  churches  or  bearing  the  same  in  pro- 
cessions during  the  period  of  the  present  war,  or  longer  if  desired. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Credentials  of  Lay  Depu- 
ties was  adopted  as  follows : 

The  Committee  to  whom,  according  to  the  provisions  of  Section  3  of 
Canon  VIII,  was  referred  the  Roll  of  Lay  Delegates  to  the  127th  Council 
of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  Diocese  of  South  Carolina, 
together  with  the  Certificates  of  Appointment  and  the  List  of  the 
Treasurer,  as  required  by  Section  2  of  Canon  X,  beg  leave  to  report  as 
follows: 

That  all  the  parishes  and  organized  missions  mentioned  in  the  said 
Roll  of  Lay  Delegates  are  entitled  to  all  the  privileges  of  the  Council, 
except  St.  Andrew's,  Greenville,  St.  Alban's,  Kingstree,  St.  Paul's,  Pen- 
dleton, and  St.  Paul's,  Batesburg,  which  have  failed  to  pay  their  assess- 
ments for  Council  dues.

The  following  petition  of  certain  parishoners  of  Christ 
Church  Parish  was  received : 

PETITION  FROM  CHRIST  CHURCH. 

Christ  Church  Parish,  S.  C,  November  26,  1916. 

To  Our  Bishop  and  Council,  Diocese  of  South  Carolina: 

We,  the  undersigned  members  of  Christ  Church,  Christ  Church  Parish, 
do  hereby  renew  our  petition  of  1915  for  a  separation  from  Saint 
Andrew's  Chapel  in  Mount  Pleasant  and  present  for  your  consideration 
the  following  reasons: 

1.  St.  Andrew's  serves  a  town,  Christ  Church  serves  the  country. 
Their  interests  cannot  be  common. 

2.  St.  Andrew's  congregation  is  numerically  stronger  and  able  to  vote 
down  the  rural  congregation  on  all  questions  in  which  their  interests  are 
not  identical. 

3.  The  distance  between  the  churches  is  too  great  for  the  congregations 
to  mingle  and  to  feel  any  oneness. 

4.  All  vestry  meetings  and  parish  meetings  are  uniformly  held  in  the 
town.  Distance  renders  it  impossible  for  the  rural  members  to  partici- 
pate. If  the  meetings  were  held  in  the  Parish  Church,  distance  would 
make  it  equally  impossible  for  the  town  congregation  to  attend.  One 
vestry  meeting  has  been  held  at  the  old  Church  November  19,  1916. 

5.  The  rural  Church  has  a  Lay  Reader  and  an  active  Sunday  School. 
It  is  open  every  Sunday,  and,  being  the  only  Church  in  the  parish,  serves 
all  denominations.  Attendance  on  vestry  and  parish  meetings  in  Mt. 
Pleasant  would  close  its  doors  and  disorganize  the  rural  work. 

6.  Conditions  have  changed  since  the  days  when  the  planters  moving 
to  Mount  Pleasant  in  summer  worshiped  in  the  chapel,  and  moving 
back  to  the  country  in  winter  worshiped  in  the  Parish  Church.  Then 
it  was  one  congregation.  Now  there  are  two  distinct  congregations, 
each  permanently  resident  near  its  Church.  New  people  have  moved 
into  the  parish  who  know  nothing  of  the  obsolete  connection  between 
the  churches. 

7.  The  inevitable  friction  engendered  by  present  conditions  injures 
both  congregations.  Separation — peaceful  or  violent — must  come  even- 
tually.   Why  not  a  peaceful  separation  now? 

8.  Self-government  will  give  new  life  and  interest  to  the  rural  work. 
Responsibility  will  develop  power. 
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Condition  of  Rural  Church. 

Healthy  growth,  slow  but  steady.  Small  membership  but  excellent 
attendance.  Unanimity  in  desire  for  self-government.  Services  every 
Sunday;  by  Rector  twice  a  month,  by  Lay  Reader  twice  a  month.

Mount  Pleasant,  S.  C,  Sunday,  March  11,  1917. 

To  Bishop  Guerry  and  Council,  Diocese  of  South  Carolina. 

Honorable  Sirs:  We,  the  undersigned  members  of  "The  Vestry  and 
Church  Wardens  of  the  Episcopal  Church  of  the  Parish  of  Christ 
Church,"  beg  to  express  to  you  our  deep  desire  to  have  our  Church 
remain  as  she  has  been  handed  down  to  us  by  our  forefathers,  as  we 
consider  this  to  be  a  rich  heritage  left  us  by  them,  and  which  we  shall 
always  consider  so. 
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In  answering  a  petition  addressed  to  you  all  by  the  rural  congregation 
of  Christ  Church  Parish,  in  which  they  seek  a  separation  and  self- 
government;  we  would  first  like  to  state  that  a  similar  petition  was 
presented  to  Bishop  Guerry  in  the  fall  of  1915,  and  after  a  consultation 
with  the  Bishop  and  through  his  wise  counsel  we  addressed  a  letter  to 
each  signer  of  the  petition,  and  as  we  desire  that  you  may  know  our 
true  feelings  in  this  matter,  we  are  attaching  to  this  communication  a 
"copy"  of  the  letter  (in  which)  we  so  earnestly  endeavored  to  show 
that  our  interests  were  one.  After  you  have  carefully  read  the  "copy," 
we  are  willing  to  have  it  speak  for  itself  in  answer  to  whatever  "reasons" 
set  forth  in  the  petition  you  may  consider  it  covers.  We  will  not  take 
up  the  "Eight"  reasons  set  forth  in  the  petition,  but  beg  to  state  some 
facts  in  connection  with  our  Church  and  her  history.  The  old  Parish 
Church,  which  is  situated  six  miles  from  Mount  Pleasant,  was  almost 
completely  destroyed  by  United  States  troops,  who  were  stationed 
there  just  after  the  evacuation  of  Charleston.  After  the  wanton  destruc- 
tion of  this  sacred  edifice  by  them,  only  her  brick  walls  remained,  all 
woodwork  consisting  of  window  sash,  blinds  and  frames,  and  all  floor- 
ing, etc.,  were  taken  out  and  burnt.  In  the  year  1874  her  daughter,  Saint 
Andrew's  Chapel,  at  Mount  Pleasant,  undertook  to  rebuild  her  mother 
Church,  and  was  untiring  in  her  efforts  to  this  end.  (Right  here  we 
wish  to  state  that  we  deem  ourselves  and  our  posterity  under  a  double 
tie  to  the^  old  Parish  Church,  insomuch  as  in  the  year  1858,  when  the 
present  Saint  Andrew's  Chapel  was  built,  it  was  mostly  through  the  aid 
of  the  old  Parish  Church,  which  at  that  time  was  in  splendid  financial 
condition.) 

The  amount  of  $475.12  was  raised  by  subscription  and  through  the 
collection  of  a  balance  due  on  a  mortgage  held  by  Saint  Andrew's  Chapel 
against  the  Masonic  Lodge  of  our  town.  We,  "The  Vestry  and  Church 
Wardens  of  the  Episcopal  Church  of  the  Parish  of  Christ  Church,"  claim 
that  we  are  acting  and  serving  for  one  Church  and  not  Saint  Andrew's 
Chapel  alone,  as  we  have  been  taught  to  believe  and  love  them  as  one, 
and  we  cannot  be  made  to  believe  otherwise;  and  that  we  find  that  the 
vestry  meetings  have  been  held  in  the  Chapel  at  Mount  Pleasant  or  at 
the  home  of  one  of  the  members  of  the  vestry  continuously  since  1858. 

We  have  been  working  for  the  welfare  of  both  churches  ever  since 
the  consecration  of  the  old  Parish  Church,  which  by  way  of  history  we 
mention:  "This  office  was  performed  on  Sunday,  the  27th  day  of  Decem- 
ber, A.  D.  1874,  by  the  Rt.  Rev.  W.  B.  W.  Howe,  Bishop  of  the  Diocese 
of  South  Carolina.  The  old  Church  never  having  been  consecrated, 
although  over  150  years  old." 

We  have  never  had  any  friction  until  the  United  States  government 
paid  us  in  the  early  fall  of  1915,  for  damages  already  mentioned,  and  we 
believe  this  to  be  the  root  of  the  evil.  We  have  endeavored  to  serve  our 
Church  in  a  Christian-like  spirit  and  have  done  everything  in  our  power 
to  heal  the  threatened  breach. 

We  have  set  aside  half  of  the  money  collected  from  the  United  States 
government  to  be  used  for  the  benefit  of  the  Parish  Church,  and  had  a 
committee  of  three  members  of  our  vestry  (consisting  of  two  members 
from  the  upper  part  of  the  parish  and  the  third  from  Mount  Pleasant), 
for  the  purpose  of  erecting  a  suitable  fence  around  the  Parish  Church 
and  burying  ground,  where  we  all  have  our  loved  ones.  At  a  meeting 
of  our  vestry  held  in  St.  Andrew's  Chapel  in  the  fall  of  1915,  a  resolution 
was  unanimously  passed  that  we  should  hold  one  meeting  of  the  vestry 
a  year  at  the  old  Church,  and  in  carrying  out  this  resolution  our  vestry 
met  there  this  last  fall,  and  at  this  meeting  the  members  of  the  committee 
on  the  fence  building  stated  that  as  all  materials  were  so  high  that  they 
wanted  to  wait  until  the  war  was  over.  We  also  complied  willingly  with 
their  request  for  more  representation  on  the  vestry  and  increased  their 
number  of  members  from  two  to  three,  and  further  allowed  them  the 
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privilege  of  choosing  one  of  their  members  to  act  as  an  assistant  treas- 
urer. 

All  of  the  funds  that  we  receive  from  the  Old  Church  is  their  quota 
towards  the  Minister's  salary,  no  other  money  being  turned  over  to  our 
regular  Treasurer  nor  any  reports  made  to  us,  as  to  what  is  done,  except 
that  just  mentioned.  At  a  meeting  of  our  vestry  held  soon  after  we 
had  received  the  money  from  the  government,  by  a  unanimous  vote  it 
was  agreed  to  use  $44.00  of  this  money  (war  claim)  to  pay  for  the 
repairs  to  the  old  Parish  Church. 

At  another  meeting  of  our  vestry  a  request  was  made  by  one  member 
of  the  vestry  from  the  upper  part  of  the  parish  for  an  organ  for  the 
Old  Church.  Immediately  a  resolution  was  passed,  every  member  voting, 
to  grant  this  request,  and  the  Treasurer  was  instructed  to  pay  the  sum 
of  $80.00  out  of  the  Church  funds  (war  claim  money)  for  this  purpose. 
We  further  desire  to  direct  your  attention  to  the  fact  that  of  the  signers 
of  the  petition  for  separation,  only  the  following  are  of  age  and  members 
of  the  Episcopal  Church,  viz.:  Mrs.  P.  E.  Porcher,  S.  G.  Venning,  Mrs. 
F.  Gregorie,  F.  Gregorie,  P.  G.  Porcher,  Mrs.  Isaac  Auld,  F.  Greg- 
orie, Jr.,  Mrs.  A.  T.  Wayne,  A.  T.  Wayne,  M.  C.  Seabrook,  Chas.  S. 
Auld,  L.  C,  Gordon,  Mrs.  H.  L.  Mellichamp  and  Mrs.  Phillip  G.  Por- 
cher, Sr.    All  the  rest  are  members  of  other  denominations. 

We  have  stated  these  facts  in  order  that  you  may  know  how  we  have 
endeavored  to  perform  our  solemn  duty  as  church  men,  and  we  earnestly 
request  that  when  you  hang  out  your  balance  to  weigh  these  matters, 
that  you  mark  well,  and  find,  that  we  are  not  found  wanting.

At  a  meeting  of  the  vestry  of  Christ  Church  Parish,  held  in  St 
Andrew's  Chapel,  Mt.  Pleasant,  after  evening  service  on  October  8th, 
i915,  at  the  request  of  our  Bishop,  it  was  unanimously  resolved  to 
address  a  letter  to  each  member  of  Christ  Church  Parish  who  signed 
the  petition  addressed  to  the  Bishop,  asking  for  a  separate  organization, 
expressing  our  deep  regret  that  any  action  should  have  been  taken  look- 
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ing  to  a  separation  of  the  churches  at  Mt.  Pleasant  and  of  Christ  Church 
Parish.  We  believe  that  our  interests  are  one,  and  that  for  the  good 
of  the  Church  as  a  whole  we  should  continue  as  one  parish  with  one 
vestry,  as  we  have  in  the  past. 

We  wish  further  to  assure  you  of  our  very  sincere  appreciation  of 
your  willingness  to  contribute  your  share  to  the  support  of  the  new 
Minister.  In  view  of  this  desire  on  your  part  to  assist  in  defraying  the 
expenses  of  the  parish  in  the  support  of  a  Rector,  we  have  determined 
to  grant  you  a  larger  representation  on  the  vestry  and  to  increase  the 
number  at  the  next  Easter  Monday  election  from  two  to  three. 

We  hope  you  will  receive  this  action  of  our  vestry  in  the  spirit  in  which 
it  is  made  as  evidence  of  our  good  will  and  desire  to  heal  the  breach 
which  now  threatens  to  divide  us. 

We  further  wish  to  inform  you  that  we  have  in  bank  the  sum  of 
$559.09  still  left  from  the  appropriation  made  us  by  the  government, 
which  we  hold  in  trust  for  the  use  of  old  Christ  Church  to  be  used  for 
the  benefit  of  that  church  at  the  discretion  of  the  vestry. 

In  all  that  we  have  done  we  have  tried  to  act  conscientiously  and  for 
the  good  of  the  parish  as  a  whole. 

We  have  been  far  from  intending  to  discriminate  in  the  use  which 
we  have  made  of  the  funds  in  our  hands  against  the  interest  of  the 
people  of  Christ  Church  Parish. 

We  conceived  it  to  be  our  first  duty  to  pay  our  just  debts  and  that  in 
providing  a  rectory  for  the  Rector  of  St.  Andrew's  Chapel,  we  were 
also  providing  a  Rector  for  Christ  Church,  and,  therefore,  we  had  your 
interests  as  well  as  our  own  at  heart  when  we  took  that  action. 

We  hope  in  the  future  that  the  members  of  Christ  Church  Parish  will 
come  to  the  Easter  Monday  meetings  and  exercise  their  right  of  fran- 
chise under  the  canons  and  assist  in  the  electing  of  a  vestry. 

We  believe  that  a  more  active  participation  in  the  affairs  of  the 
church  and  freer  exercise  of  their  rights  as  members  of  the  one  parish 
will  go  far  towards  allaying  friction  and  restoring  right  relations. 

We  agree  with  our  Bishop  that  our  chief  aim  in  the  future  should  be 
to  preserve  the  unity  and  harmony  of  the  church  and  family  of  God, 
and  the  action  which  we  have  taken  has  this  sole  end  in  view. 

We  ask  for  your  co-operation  and  desire  to  assure  you  of  our  good 
will  and  brotherly  love.

On  motion  of  Mr.  Philip  Porcher,  it  was 

Resolved,  That  the  petition  of  certain  parishioners  of  Old  Christ 
Church  Parish,  above  set  forth,  be  referred  to  a  special  committee  of 
three  (3),  to  be  appointed  by  the  President,  to  consider  the  same  and  to 
report  thereon  to  the  next  Council. 

On  motion  of  Rev.  William  Way,  the  following  preamble 
and  resolution  was  adopted: 

Whereas,  In  the  history  of  camp  life  it  has  been  evident  in  the  past 
that  our  soldiers  and  sailors  have  been  subjected  to  certain  degrading 
and  immoral  influences;  and, 

Whereas,  It  is  known  that  the  Secretary  of  War  and  the  Secretary  of 
the  Navy  earnestly  desire  the  abatement  and  eradication  of  these  evils; 
be  it,  therefore, 
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Resolved,  That  this  Council  places  on  record  its  approval  and  indorse- 
ment of  their  efforts  in  this  matter  and  assures  them  of  its  earnest 
co-operation  and  support  in  the  abolition  of  the  evils. 

Council  took  a  recess  until  8:30  p.  m. 


8 :30  P.  M. 

After  preliminary  service  the  Bishop  called  for  the  report 
of  the  Social  Service  Commission,  which  was  read  by  Rev. 
C.  W.  Boyd,  the  chairman.  It  was  received  and  the  resolu- 
tion appended  thereto  adopted. 

REPORT  OF  THE  SOCIAL  SERVICE  COMMISSION. 

Social  service  connotes  the  Church's  duty  in  the  affairs  of  the  world. 
The  gospel  of  Christianity  is  first  of  all  a  declaration  of  fundamental 
religious  truths,  such  as  the  Fatherhood  of  God,  the  Brotherhood  of 
Man,  moral  accountability  in  proportion  to  opportunity,  and  the  hope 
of  immortality.  Therefore,  the  Church  must  inspire  and  enlighten  its 
own  members.  But  Christianity  being  what  it  is,  the  Church  cannot 
remain  indifferent  to  its  environment.  One  of  the  greatest  features  of 
Christ's  teaching  and  prophecy  was  the  coming  of  the  Kingdom  of  God. 
The  Church's  mission  is  not  only  to  save  individual  men,  but  to  save  the 
world. 

This  being  true,  she  will  never  be  strong  and  vital  till  she  rises  to  a 
full  conception  of  her  duty  and  opportunity.  Now,  the  unit  for  social 
service  work  is  the  parish.  No  appointment  of  commissions,  whether 
general  or  diocesan,  can  be  effective  till  the  parishes  realize  the  impor- 
tance of  the  work,  and  set  about  it  in  a  spirit  of  enthusiasm  and  earnest 
sincerity.  The  work  of  the  Commission  appointed  by  the  General  Con- 
vention, as  well  as  the  work  of  the  various  Diocesan  Commissions,  has 
heretofore  been  largely  educative,  but  no  amount  of  general  information 
can  be  effective  unless  it  is  followed  by  actual  work  in  the  parishes. 
Some  dioceses  have  a  paid  secretary,  who  visits  the  parishes,  organizes 
clubs  and  devotes  his  whole  time  to  the  work.  This  seems  to  us  to  be 
necessary  if  any  very  considerable  results  are  to  be  looked  for.  Of 
course  it  might  be  said  that  the  Rectors  of  the  parishes  ought  to  study 
the  subject,  and  inaugurate  the  work.  But  the  clergyman  of  today, 
already  overwhelmed  with  a  multiplicity  of  inco-ordinated  duties,  and 
a  growing  sense  of  his  own  inadequacy,  may  not  be  criticized  too  severely, 
if  he  hesitates  to  saddle  himself  with  additional  duties.  Social  service 
is  pre-eminently  the  layman's  work.  The  impelling  power  and  the 
leadership  should  be  his.  Though,  of  course,  the  clergyman  should  keep 
in  close  touch  and  lend  his  advice  and  assistance  when  needed. 

The  literature  dealing  with  the  subject  is  abundant  and  varied.  A 
great  deal  of  what  is  needed  for  parish  work  can  be  obtained  of  the 
Social  Service  Commission,  281  Fourth  Ave.,  New  York,  without  cost, 
by  aplying  for  it. 

This  Commission  met  in  Charleston  early  in  the  winter,  all  members 
being  present  except  one.  One  of  our  members  undertook  to  present 
certain  resolutions  of  the  Commission  before  the  Legislature  then  in 
session.  Another  undertook  to  represent  the  work  before  the  parishes. 
The  Commission  has  had  no  report  of  this  latter  undertaking,  and  is 
not  informed  if  anything  was  done. 
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Mr.  Porcher  presented  and  urged  before  committees  and  members 
of  the  Legislature  the  following  resolutions  adopted  by  our  Commission: 
(1)  That  the  Legislature  prohibit  the  importation  or  sale  of  spirituous 
liquors  in  South  Carolina,  except  for  medicinal  purposes  under  strict 
regulation;  and  (2)  that  they  provide  an  institution  for  the  care  of  the 
feeble-minded.  It  is  much  to  be  regretted  that  our  legislators,  from 
motives  of  what  we  think  was  false  economy,  did  not  provide  for  this 
institution.  We  do  not  despair,  however,  of  its  establishment.  As  soon 
as  the  people  themselves  understand  the  great  need  of  such  an  institu- 
tion, as  they  are  well  beginning  to  understand  it,  their  propulsion  will 
cause  our  lawmakers  to  act.  It  is  a  well  known  fact  that  our  legislative 
bodies,  composed  for  the  most  part  of  professional  politicians,  seldom 
inaugurate  a  reform,  or  venture  to  take  the  lead  of  popular  opinion,  but 
only  respond  to  it  after  they  are  certain  of  their  ground.  Our  State 
Board  of  Charities  and  Corrections  is  doing  splendid  work  toward 
educating  the  people  in  the  problems  they  must  face  and  solve  if  they 
are  to  elevate  the  character  of  our  citizenship,  or  indeed  prevent  its 
retrogression.  The  European  Armageddon,  and  our  final  involvement 
in  it,  has  perhaps  halted  the  work  of  social  service,  at  least  in  certain 
directions.  But  we  believe  that  this  is  only  temporary.  The  terrible 
suffering  involved  in  the  war,  so  widespread,  and  cataclysmic,  has  to 
some  extent  confused  and  blunted  our  sympathies.  The  immediate 
crying  need  of  the  stricken  populations  of  Europe  has  drawn  our  eyes 
away  for  the  time  from  the  need  at  home.  But  interest  will  return, 
we  believe,  fourfold.  The  war,  we  believe,  after  all  allowances  have  been 
made  for  mixed  motives  and  conflicting  interests,  is  essentially  not  only 
a  conflict  between  democracy  and  autocracy,  but  between  the  Kingdom 
of  Christ  and  the  kingdom  of  Anti-Christ,  or  Satan.  Not  that  all  the 
good  men  are  on  one  side  and  all  the  bad  ones  on  the  other.  Not  that 
all  the  right  is  on  one  side  and  all  the  wrong  on  the  other.  The  whole 
world  has  long  been  ripe  for  catastrophe,  and  we  Americans  cannot 
claim  exemption  from  the  common  guilt.  Our  love  of  money  and 
luxury,  our  deteriorating  morality,  our  crass  materialism,  our  practical 
Paganism,  our  widespread  selfishness  and  lack  of  a  sense  of  social 
responsibility,  were  bound  to  end  in  disaster.  War,  terrible  as  it  is, 
makes  a  nation  realize  its  weakness  as  nothing  else  will. 

The  nations  with  whom  the  United  States  has  cast  its  lot,  however, 
have  now  definitely  realized  the  fact  that  they  are  fighting  for  more 
than  military  supremacy,  or  territorial  or  commercial  aggrandisement, 
they  are  fighting  for  the  rights  of  humanity  and  the  principles  of 
Christianity.  In  this  fight  there  must  be  no  compromise.  They  must 
conquer,  or  the  world  be  set  back  a  thousand  years. 

The  world  is  being  crucified  for  its  own  sin.  It  undergoes  a  baptism 
of  blood  from  whose  "grave  and  gate  of  death"  we  trust  a  new  and 
better  world  will  rise.       Respectfully  submitted,

appropriate  legislation  tending  toward  prison  reform,  a  Juvenile  Court 
and  an  institution  for  the  feeble-minded. 

The  Bishop  introduced  to  the  Council  the  Rev.  F.  M. 
Crouch,  Secretary  of  the  Joint  Commission  on  Social  Service 
of  the  General  Convention,  who  addressed  Council  upon  the 
subject  of  Social  Service  and  the  Church. 
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After  further  discussion  of  this  subject  Council  adjourned 
until  10  a.  m.  tomorrow.

SECOND  DAY. 
Wednesday,  May  9,  A.  D.  1917,  10  A.  M. 

Council  was  called  to  order  by  the  Bishop  after  divine 
service  at  9  :30  a.  m. 

The  minutes  of  the  previous  day's  session  were  read  and 
approved. 

The  roll  of  clergy  on  the  first  day  was  called,  and  four 
additional  clergymen  were  found  present  entitled  to  all 
privileges. 

The  roll  of  parishes  and  deputies  was  called  and  eleven 
additional  deputies,  representing  six  additional  parishes, 
were  found  present. 

The  Bishop  appointed  the  following  as  a  committee  to 
consider  the  petition  from  Christ  Church,  Mt.  Pleasant: 
Rev.  S.  C.  Beckwith,  Messrs.  J.  P.  Thomas,  Jr.,  Frank  R. 
Frost.  Also  as  a  committee  to  confer  on  the  matter  of  the 
Negro  Suffragan  Bishop,  in  accordance  with  the  resolution 
adopted  yesterday:  Revs.  K.  G.  Finlay,  F.  W.  Ambler, 
Messrs.  J.  N.  Frierson,  Walter  Hazard,  R.  I.  Manning. 

Being  the  special  order,  Mr.  William  Godfrey,  Treasurer 
of  Council,  made  his  report,  which  was  received.  {Vide 
Appendix  V.) 

The  Treasurer  recommended  that  steps  be  taken  looking 
to  the  making  of  necessary  changes  in  the  Constitution  and 
Canons  to  change  the  ending  of  the  fiscal  year  to  December 
31st,  in  accordance  with  the  new  requirement  of  the  General 
Canons.  This  recommendation  was,  on  motion,  referred  to 
the  Committee  on  Constitution  and  Canons. 

Mr.  J.  C.  Bissell,  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  the  Pen- 
sion Fund  for  this  Diocese,  submitted  his  report  as  follows : 
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To  the  Bishop  and  the  Brethren  of  the  Council: 

I  beg  leave  to  render  my  report  of  collections  as  State  Chairman  of 
the  Pension  Fund  for  this  Diocese,  which  amounts  in  cash  to  $9,080.93; 
including  pledges  to  $20,636.09. 

I  regret  to  say  that  this  report  is  not  complete,  as  some  of  the  parishes, 
as  well  as  individuals,  have  forwarded  their  contributions  direct  to  head- 
quarters at  New  York  city,  and  owing  to  the  congestion  of  business 
there,  I  have  been  unable  to  get  an  itemized  statement  from  them.  There- 
fore, I  cannot  include  in  my  statement  contributions  which  did  not  pass 
through  my  hands.  I  have  been  advised  by  the  Secretary  that  as  soon 
as  possible  a  complete  list  of  the  contributors  and  the  amounts  contrib- 
uted from  each  parish  will  be  sent  so  that  I  can  advise  the  Treasurer  of 
each  parish  or  mission  of  the  amount  received,  and  they  can  in  turn  check 
over  their  accounts  and  see  that  they  correspond.  This  will  be  done  as 
soon  as  I  receive  list  from  New  York. 

I  have  been  advised  by  the  Secretary  in  New  York  that  if  any  of  the 
subscribers  to  the  Church  Pension  Fund  by  pledges  are  ready  to  pay 
their  first  payment  on  pledge,  the  same  can  be  sent  direct  to  me  and 
due  credit  will  be  made  from  New  York.  I  shall  take  pleasure  in  assist- 
ing the  New  York  office  in  this  work. 

It  may  be  of  interest  to  state  the  largest  contributor,  cash  and  pledges, 
is  Trinity  Church,  Columbia,  and  the  largest  cash  contributor,  St. 
Michael's,  Charleston. 

I  take  this  opportunity  of  thanking  each  Rector  and  layman  who 
assisted  in  this  noble  cause  and  to  assure  them  that  without  their  assist- 
ance this  work  could  never  have  been  accomplished.

On  motion,  the  report  was  received  and  the  thanks  of  the 
Council  extended  to  Mr.  Bissell  for  his  zealous  and  efficient 
discharge  of  the  duty  committed  to  him. 

Mr.  H.  P.  Duvall,  Chairman,  read  the  report  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Finance: 

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  FINANCE. 

At  our  last  meeting  the  Finance  Committee  spent  considerable  time  in 
considering  what  is  known  as  the  "Pension  Fund,"  in  other  words,  the 
Church's  Life  Insurance  Company.  The  capital,  $7,500,000,  for  carrying 
on  this  immense  business,  being  subscribed  and  largely  paid  in  annual 
installments  by  church  men  and  women  from  every  section  of  the  United 
States.  Now,  to  commence  this  business  an  estimate  had  to  be  made  of 
the  number  of  all  clergymen  in  active  service  at  a  certain  date,  and  the 
average  salary,  also  to  arrive  at  a  maximum  and  mimimum  benefit  and 
the  mode  of  grading  the  benefits,  according  to  the  amount  of  salaries 
received  by  individual  clergymen.  The  date  was  fixed  at  March  1st, 
1917;  on  that  date  the  money  was  in  the  hands  of  this  Church  Insurance 
Company  to  pay  for  a  certain  amount  of  insurance  for  every  clergyman 
in  active  service;  and  on  that  date  there  is  due  an  assessment  of  7%%  on 
his  salary  and  one-sixth  the  amount  additional  if  he  has  a  rectory.  Just 
exactly  the  same  as  if  he  had  a  policy  in  some  other  life  insurance  com- 
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pany,  except  that  for  the  year  1917  this  amount  can  be  paid  monthly, 
or  if  the  Diocese  becomes  responsible  an  additional  5%  interest  is  added, 
and  it  can  be  paid  December  1st,  1917;  otherwise  this  policy  lapses  and 
he  is  not  insured. 

It  will  require  in  round  numbers,  say,  $6,000  to  pay  the  7%%  on  all 


salaries  and  rectories  in  this  Council. 

The  Treasurer  of  Trustees  will  pay  Bishop's  assessment  $  300  00 

And  we  understand  we  can  get  from  Clergy  Relief   1,200  00

There  are  two  ways  of  handling  this  important  church  account  with 
the  Central  Office: 

1st.  A  Diocesan  account  with  Central  Office  handled  as  a  whole  by 
Diocesan  Treasurer  for  the  Diocese;  an  assessment  on  every  parish, 
church  and  mission,  whether  in  union  with  Council  or  not,  of  7y2%  on 
current  expenses,  which  will  pay  our  assessments  and  in  three  years 
give  us  $4,500.00  in  treasury  to  pay  our  assessments  on  January  1st, 
1920,  and  from  that  date  will  only  need  an  assessment  of  5%,  and  getting 
less  each  year  as  we  receive  more  and  more  from  Clergy  Relief,  instead 
of  being  continually  one  year  behind  and  having  the  Diocese  to  pay  5% 
additional  each  December. 

2d.  By  each  parish  for  its  Rector,  Treasurer  of  Trustees  for  Bishop 
and  Treasurer  of  Board  of  Missions  for  all  Missionaries,  100  or  more 
accounts,  continual  change  in  amounts  and  endless  confusion.  With 
these  facts  before  us  we  recommend: 

1st.  An  assessment  of  5%  on  current  expenses  on  all  parishes  and 
missions  in  union  with  Council,  based  on  reports  in  Journal  of  1916,  for 
the  following:

That  an  assessment  of  7y2%  on  current  expenses  of  all  parishes 
and  missions,  whether  in  union  with  Council  or  not,  be  levied  to  cover 
premiums  due  and  to  become  due  for  fiscal  year  from  March  1st,  1917, 
to  January  1st,  1918,  in  addition  to  amount  of  $300.00  to  be  received 
from  income  Bishop's  Permanent  Fund  and  $1,200.00  from  Clergy 
Relief.  These  assessments  and  other  receipts  for  this  fund  to  be  collected 
by  and  paid  out  by  the  Treasurer  of  Council  in  connection  with  his  other 
Diocesan  work.

As  will  be  seen  from  this  statement  the  paper  is  just  about  paying 
its  way  apart  from  the  salary  of  the  Editor  and  Manager.  Notwith- 
standing the  sending  out  of  large  numbers  of  letters  and  bills  during 
the  past  year,  only  about  60%  of  our  subscribers  have  paid  for  the 
paper  during  the  year.  We  would  like  to  put  on  a  campaign  for  new 
subscribers  in  a  businesslike  way,  but  so  far  have  not  felt  justified  in 
such  a  move  because  of  the  financial  risk.  Not  very  many  new  sub- 
scribers have  been  obtained  during  the  past  year.  Some  effort  has  been 
made  to  this  end  by  the  distribution  of  many  sample  copies,  but  the 
results  have  been  meagre.  In  fact,  the  list  is  today  smaller  than  it  was 
a  year  ago,  but  this  is  due  to  the  pruning  of  the  list  of  many  old  and 
nonpaying  subscribers.  The  general  condition  of  the  paper  is  not  dis- 
couraging. With  more  general  parochial  co-operation,  more  could  be 
accomplished.  Respectfully  submitted,

The  Society  for  the  Relief  of  the  Widows  and  Orphans  of  the  Clergy 
of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  South  Carolina  having  recently 
resolved  to  devote  its  net  income  (left  after  the  payment  of  its  existing 
pensions)  towards  liquidation  of  the  annual  premium  which  will  become 
due  to  the  Church  Pension  Fund  from  this  Diocese,  as  reported  by  the 
Bishop  in  his  Annual  Address; 

Be  it  resolved  by  this  Council  of  the  Diocese  of  South  Carolina,  That 
appreciation  of  such  generous  action  be  recorded  in  the  Journal,  and  that 
the  sincerely  grateful  thanks  of  this  Council  therefor  be  transmitted 
through  the  Bishop,  as  President  of  the  Council,  to  the  officers  and  mem- 
bers of  that  venerable  society  dating  from  1786,  one  of  whose  corpora- 
tors was  the  first  Bishop  of  this  Diocese,  the  Rt.  Rev.  Robert  Smith,  D.  D. 

The  following  report  was  received  and  the  recommendation 
adopted : 

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  PARISH  REPORTS. 

The  committee  appointed  at  the  last  Council  on  the  Revision  of 
Parochial  Reports  begs  to  inform  the  Council  that  the  General  Conven- 
tion which  met  in  St.  Louis  formulated  a  uniform  Parochial  Report  to 
be  used  by  the  whole  Church.  Your  committee,  therefore,  finds  itself 
relieved  of  the  responsibility  with  which  it  was  charged.-  We  would, 
however,  suggest  that  the  name  of  the  Superintendent  and  the  Secretary 
and  the  Treasurer  of  the  Sunday  School  be  either  written  or  stamped 
in  the  annual  report  of  each  parish  and  mission.

Applications  for  appropriations  for  the  General  Board  of 
Religious  Education,  the  Joint  Commission  on  Social  Service 
and  the  Provincial  Synod  were  presented  by  the  Secretary. 
These  were  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Finance. 
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The  following  official  notice  was  received: 

The  Reverend  Albert  S.  Thomas,  Secretary  of  the  Diocese  of  South  Caro- 
lina. 

My  Dear  Mr.  Thomas:  I  have  the  honor  to  inform  you  that  on  this 
date,  February  28th,  1917,  the  cash  subscriptions  and  formal  legal 
pledges  to  the  reserve  necessary  to  start  the  pension  system  of  the 
Church  Pension  Fund  amount  to  six  million  dollars. 

I  also  have  the  honor  to  inform  you  that  every  one  of  the  sixty-eight 
Dioceses  of  the  Church  has  by  formal  legislation  entered  the  system  of 
the  Church  Pension  Fund. 

Therefore,  the  legislation  of  your  Diocese,  which  was  contingent  upon 
the  concurrent  legislation  of  the  other  Dioceses  and  upon  the  financial 
ability  of  the  Church  Pension  Fund  to  start  the  pension  system,  is  able 
to  be  effective  from  and  after  this  date.    I  am,

The  Secretary  presented  to  Council  a  communication  from 
the  Secretary  of  the  House  of  Deputies  making  known  the 
changes  in  the  Prayer  Book  and  the  Constitution  proposed 
and  adopted  at  the  last  General  Convention.  The  com- 
munication was  received  and  ordered  printed  in  the  Diocesan 
paper. 

On  motion,  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Constitution 
and  Canons  was  made  the  special  order  for  3  p.  m. 

Mr.  J.  S.  Whaley  read  the  following  report,  which  was 
received.  The  recommendation  was  referred  to  the  Commit- 
tee on  Finance: 

REPORT  OF  THE  TRUSTEES  OF  THE  UNIVERSITY  OF  THE 

SOUTH. 

Your  trustees  beg  leave  to  report  that  a  majority  attended  the  meet- 
ing of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  University  of  the  South,  at  Sewanee, 
at  its  session  in  June  last. 

On  every  hand  were  congratulations  on  the  success  of  the  campaign 
for  raising  the  $300,000.00  and  gratification  at  the  response  of  the 
Dioceses  to  the  appeal  of  Sewanee.  We  could  see  that  this  had  put 
new  life  and  heart  in  every  one  connected  with  the  life  of  the  University. 
All  feeling  that  the  publicity  given  Sewanee  by  this  campaign  and  the 
acknowledgment  of  its  claims  on  the  part  of  Dioceses  shown  by  their 
contributions  would  result  in  good,  this  has  been  verified  by  the  highest 
enrollment  in  the  University  and  the  Sewanee  Military  Academy  in  its 
history;  201  in  the  former  and  145  in  the  latter.  The  highest  in  any 
previous  year  being  170  and  125,  respectively. 

We  found  all  departments  in  excellent  condition  and  being  kept  up 
to  their  usual  high  standard. 

Your  trustees  feel  they  were  specially  charged  with  finding  out 
the  financial  status  of  Sewanee.    This  was  done  by  your  trustees,  and 
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while  we  have  not  gotten  all  the  information  wanted,  we  are  satisfied 
we  have  started  a  line  of  investigation  that  will  give  the  desired  result. 
The  Treasurer  and  Vice  Chancellor  are  in  hearty  accord  in  this,  and  are 
working  with  us  to  shape  the  financial  report  as  to  be  easily  understood 
by  the  average  layman,  and  we  hope  to  be  able  to  embody  in  our  next 
report  a  financial  statement  that  will  enable  any  reader  of  the  Council's 
Journal  to  understand  how  the  funds  are  being  administered. 

From  what  we  have  found,  we  believe  the  funds  are  being,  in  the  main, 
wisely  and  safely  handled,  and  that  those  in  charge  are  trying  to  remedy 
any  defects  and  welcoming  any  suggestions  to  that  end. 

As  to  the  $300,000.00— of  this,  the  Dioceses  only  raised  $140,000.00, 
the  New  York  alumni  $38,000.00,  and  outside  individuals  $56,000.00,  the 
balance  being  contributed  by  one  family.  While  we  are  grateful  for  the 
raising  of  this  fund,  it  does  not  relieve  the  immediate  needs  of  Sewanee, 
as  we  had  hoped.  The  greater  part  being  in  notes  running  from  one  to 
two  years,  the  University  has  still  to  meet  the  interest  on  that  portion  of 
its  indebtedness,  and  we  will  not  reap  the  full  benefit  for  the  next  two 
years  at  least.  We  would  respectfully  ask,  is  it  wise  for  the  highest 
institution  of  learning  owned  by  the  Church  to  be  indebted  for  its  present 
usefulness  to  one  or  more  individuals,  amongst  those  engaged  in  its 
active  management?  While  we  appreciate  the  gift  and  commend  the 
generosity  of  the  donors,  yet  we  think  it  would  be  much  better  for  the 
University  and  the  Church,  for  the  Dioceses  to  see  to  it  that  their 
University  be  adequately  supported.  We  know  of  nothing  that  will 
tend  more  to  the  accomplishment  of  this  end  than  the  carrying  out  of 
the  Nelson  Plan,  which  this  Council  has  embodied  in  its  levy  for  educa- 
tional purposes,  and  we  earnestly  urge  upon  the  parishes  and  missions 
who  have  not  done  so,  to  see  that  their  proportions  be  paid  at  once. 
We  also  recommend  that  this  levy  be  continued  by  the  present  Council. 

We  still  face  a  deficit  and  will  continue  to  do  so  if  we  wish  our 
University  to  maintain  the  enviable  position  it  has  and  does  in  the  educa- 
tional world.

Rev.  William  Way  read  the  report  of  the  Committee  on 
the  State  of  the  Church,  which  was  received,  the  recommenda- 
tion as  to  the  revision  of  the  Canon  being  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  Constitution  and  Canons: 

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  THE  STATE  OF  THE  CHURCH. 

Your  committee  begs  leave  to  submit  the  following  report: 
It  is  quite  impossible  to  present  anything  approaching  an  accurate 
and  adequate  report  to  Council.  This  is  largely  due  to  the  fact  that 
the  parochial  reports  contain  such  meager  information  as  to  the  real 
conditions  of  the  Church's  life  in  this  Diocese.  As  an  indication  of  the 
carelessness  with  which  these  reports  are  compiled  we  find  that  in  one 
report  there  are  thirty-five  (35)  communicants,  all  of  whom  are  female. 
In  another  church  we  find  that  the  Sunday  School  has  twenty-five  (25) 
teachers  and  twenty-one  (21)  pupils.  In  another  Sunday  School  five 
teachers  and  no  pupils.  A  large  number  of  parishes  and  missions  have 
submitted  no  reports  at  all.  We  are  informed  that  the  Secretary  of 
this  Council  before  printing  the  Journal  writes  many  letters  and  sends 
many  telegrams  urging  Rectors  and  Missioners  to  send  in  their  reports. 
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This,  we  observe,  is  done  frequently  a  number  of  weeks  after  the  meeting 
of  Council.  A  number  of  the  oldest  parishes  and  missions  in  the  Diocese 
habitually  submit  no  report.  From  the  information  at  our  disposal  we 
regret  to  say  that  there  has  been  for  the  current  year  a  decrease  in 
baptisms,  confirmations,  communicants,  marriages,  Sunday  School  teach- 
ers and  Sunday  School  pupils.  A  large  number  of  missions  have  reported 
no  Sunday  Schools  at  all.  As  a  large  number  of  parochial  reports  have 
not  been  submitted  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Council,  the  committee  is 
moved  to  observe  that  this  condition  may  not  be  so  serious  as  they  are 
made  to  appear  in  this  report. 

The  financial  condition  of  the  Diocese  is  encouraging. 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  it  is  impossible  to  arrive  at  a  true  and 
accurate  estimate  of  the  state  of  the  Church  in  this  Diocese,  because  of 
the  absence  of  the  above  mentioned  reports,  your  committee  recommends 
that  Canon  XIII,  Section  7,  be  amended  to  read  as  follows: 

In  each  case  the  white  and  colored  persons  shall  be  reported  separately, 
and  all  reports  shall  be  in  the  form  of  a  schedule  prepared  by  the 
General  Convention.  And  in  the  failure  of  any  person  to  make  out  his 
parochial  report  according  to  this  form  shall  be  deemed  sufficient  cause 
for  the  exclusions  of  such  report  from  the  pages  of  the  Journal,  and  the 
forfeiture  of  his  privileges  as  a  member  of  said  Council,  except  when 
excused  by  the  ecclesiastical  authority. 

We  also  recommend  that  due  to  the  small  and  inadequate  number  of 
candidates  for  Holy  Orders  that  some  measure  be  taken  to  remedy  this 
deficiency.  Wc  suggest  that  one  of  the  most  helpful  ways  of  doing  this 
is  to  urge  boys  and  young  men  to  act  as  servers  at  the  altar,  thereby 
turning  their  minds  and  thoughts  to  the  sacred  ministry  itself. 

We  also  desire  to  call  special  attention  to  the  hundreds  of  young 
men  now  stationed  at  the  Charleston  Navy  Yard.  The  Church  is  doing 
absolutely  nothing  for  their  moral  and  spiritual  uplift.  This  is  a  won- 
derful opportunity  for  the  Church  to  present  the  gospel  during  the 
stirring  times  of  the  day.  We  must  not  lose  it.  Some  action  should  be 
taken  at  once.  The  only  Church  that  has  as  yet  seized  this  wonderful 
opportunity  is  the  Roman  Catholic.  The  Episcopal  Church  must  not 
follow,  but  lead. 

On  motion,  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Increased 
Episcopal  Supervision  was  made  the  special  order  immedi- 
ately to  follow  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Constitution 
and  Canons. 

The  tellers  of  the  ballot  for  members  of  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee reported,  showing  the  due  election  of  the  following 
committee  complete:  Revs.  John  Kershaw,  K.  G.  Finlay, 
S.  C.  Beckwith,  A.  S.  Thomas,  A.  R.  Mitchell  and  Messrs. 
H.  P.  Duvall,  R.  I.  Manning,  T.  W.  Bacot,  W.  C.  Bissell, 
J.  N.  Frierson. 

Council  took  a  recess  until  3  p.  m. 
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3  P.  M. 

Council  reassembled  at  the  appointed  time,  the  report  of 
the  Committee  on  Constitution  and  Canons  being  the  special 
order.  Dr.  Kershaw,  the  Chairman,  submitted  the  report, 
which  was  considered  and  acted  upon  seriatim: 

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  CONSTITUTION  AND  CANONS. 

The  Committee  on  Constitution  and  Canons  beg  leave  to  report: 

(1)  That  the  amendment  to  Art.  Ill,  Section  2,  line  3,  providing  for 
the  substitution  of  the  word  "Minister"  for  the  word  "Presbyter," 
adopted  last  year,  awaits  ratification  at  this  Council,  before  becoming 
operative. 

The  committee  recommends  the  adoption  of  the  amendment. 

(2)  That  the  amendment  to  the  same  Article  and  Section,  line  15,  and 
following  to  the  end  of  the  section,  seeking  to  strike  out  the  entire  pro- 
viso, adopted  last  year,  awaits  the  further  action  of  this  Council  before 
becoming  operative. 

The  committee  makes  the  same  recommendation. 

(3)  That  the  substitute  adopted  at  the  last  Council,  taking  the  place 
of  the  present  Section  4  of  Canon  XXI — see  p.  33  of  Journal  of  1916 — 
awaits  the  action  of  this  Council  before  becoming  operative. 

The  committee  recommends  the  adoption  of  the  substitute. 

(4)  That  the  amendment  to  Canon  XX,  Section  2,  providing  for  an 
annual  report  to  Council  from  the  Board  of  Trustees,  "both  as  to  the 
Home  for  Aged  Women  in  Charleston  and  the  Orphanage  in  Yorkville," 
adopted  by  the  last  Council,  awaits  the  action  of  this  Council  before 
becoming  operative.    P.  33. 

The  committee  recommends  the  adoption  of  the  amendment. 

(5)  That  the  amendments  to  Canon  XVII,  proposed  by  the  Finance 
Committee — see  pp.  48  and  49  of  Journal  of  1916 — and  adopted  by  the 
last  Council,  awaits  final  action. 

The  committee  recommends  its  adoption. 

(6)  That  the  amendment  to  Art.  Ill,  Sec.  7,  of  the  Constitution — see 
page  49  of  Journal  of  1916 — adopted  at  the  last  Council,  awaits  the 
action  of  this  Council  before  becoming  operative. 

The  committee  recommends  its  adoption. 

The  committee  calls  attention  to  the  fact  that  the  General  Convention 
of  1916  adopted  a  new  Canon,  numbered  Canon  50  in  the  Digest,  entitled 
"Of  Business  Methods  in  Church  Affairs."  This  Canon  of  necessity 
supersedes  and  abrogates  any  and  all  Diocesan  Canons  relating  to  the 
same  subject,  whereby  the  date  of  our  fiscal  year  terminates  April  30 — 
see  Canon  13,  Section  6 — does  now  terminate  December  31,  thereby  bring- 
ing into  conformity  in  point  of  time  all  statistical  data  relating  to  the 
Church  wherever  the  same  exists. 

We,  therefore,  recommend: 

(7)  That  Canon  49  and  Section  1  of  Canon  50  be  substituted  in  place 
of  our  Diocesan  Canon  13,  Sections  4,  5  and  6. 

(8)  We  further  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolution, 
viz.:  That  the  Secretary  of  this  Council  be  directed  to  send  a  copy  of 
Diocesan  Canon  13,  as  amended,  and  also  of  Sections  1  and  2  of  Canon 
50  of  the  General  Canons,  to  the  Treasurer  of  each  parish  and  mission 
in  the  Diocese,  and  that  their  attention  be  called  to  the  same  that  they 
may  conform  to  the  changes  rendered  necessary  thereby. 
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We  recommend  (9)  the  adoption  of  the  following  Canon  of  the  Church 
Pension  Fund: 

Section  1.  In  conformity  with  the  legislation  adopted  by  the  General 
Convention,  setting  forth  the  principles  upon  which  a  pension  system 
for  the  clergy  of  the  Church  and  their  dependents  should  be  constructed, 
pursuant  to  which  the  corporation,  the  Church  Pension  Fund,  has  been 
created  to  carry  these  principles  into  effect,  the  Diocese  of  South  Caro- 
lina adopts  the  system  of  the  Church  Pension  Fund. 

Sec.  2.  The  Bishop  shall  appoint  annually  a  committee  on  the  Church 
Pension  Fund,  to  consist  of  one  clergyman  and  two  laymen.  The  duties 
of  the  committee  shall  be  as  follows: 

1.  To  furnish  annually  to  the  Church  Pension  Fund  a  list  of  the  clergy 
canonically  resident  in  this  Diocese,  and  of  the  clergy  canonically  resi- 
dent in  other  Dioceses  or  missionary  districts  licensed  to  officiate  in  this 
Diocese,  with  a  statement  of  the  stipends  received  by  each  of  said  clergy- 
men from  any  parish  or  mission  in  this  Diocese  or  other  organization  in 
this  Diocese  which  either  is  subject  to  this  Council,  or  being  engaged  in 
religious  work  or  charitable  work  as  a  Church  institution  elects  to  come 
into  the  Church  Pension  Fund.  Said  committee  shall  notify  the  Pension 
Fund  within  thirty  days  thereof  of  any  clergyman  coming  into  the 
Diocese,  taking  charge  of  any  parish  or  mission  and  of  any  leaving  the 
Diocese. 

,  2.  To  receive  from  the  Church  Pension  Fund  annually  a  statement  of 
the  premiums  necessary  to  be  paid  by  each  of  the  said  parishes,  missions, 
or  other  organizations,  in  order  that  the  clergymen  in  receipt  of  stipends 
from  them  may  be  entitled  respectively  to  pensions,  and  transmit  said 
information  to  the  Treasurer  of  Council,  who  shall  pay  the  premiums. 

3.  To  inform  the  Church  Pension  Fund  from  time  to  time  of  the 
clergy  and  the  widows  and  minor  orphans  of  clergy,  who  may  be 
entitled  in  respect  of  this  Diocese  to  receive  pensions  from  the  Church 
Pension  Fund. 

4.  In  general,  to  inform  the  clergy  and  laity  of  the  Diocese  of  the 
pension  system  created  by  the  General  Convention,  whereby  the  clergy 
of  the  Church  are  assured  of  pensions,  as  of  right,  to  their  widows  and 
minor  orphans,  and  to  do  all  things  that  may  be  necessary  or  advisable 
in  the  premises  to  the  end  that  the  moneys  necessary  to  be  paid  by  the 
parishes,  missions  and  other  ecclesiastical  organizations  may  be  fully 
and  systematically  paid. 

Sec.  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Bishop's  Permanent 
Fund  to  pay  to  the  Treasurer  of  Council  the  premiums  payable  on 
behalf  of  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  and  also  of  the  Coadjutor  Bishop 
and  the  Bishops  Suffragan,  if  there  be  such. 

Sec.  4.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  clergyman  as  aforesaid  receiving 
a  stipend  or  stipends,  and  the  duty  of  every  parish,  mission  or  other 
organization  as  aforesaid,  paying  a  stipend  or  stipends,  to  furnish  a 
statement  of  such  stipend  or  stipends  to  the  Committee  on  the  Church 
Pension  Fund  whenever  said  committee  shall,  in  writing,  ask  for  such 
statement. 

Sec.  5.  The  Council,  at  every  meeting,  shall  have  power  to  levy  upon 
all  the  churches  an  assessment  to  provide  for  the  payment  of  all  pension 
premiums  of  clergymen  of  this  Diocese,  members  of  this  Council  having 
cures  in  the  same.  Said  assessments  shall  not  exceed  seven  and  one- 
half  per  cent,  of  the  current  expenses  of  the  respective  churches.  The 
amount  of  said  assessment  shall  be  determined  by  each  annual  Council, 
and  upon  report  of  the  Finance  Committee.

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The  -first  recommendation  was  adopted  by  a  vote  by  orders : 
Clergy — Aye,  20  ;  no,  0.    Laity — Aye,  28;  no,  0. 

The  second  also  by  the  following  similar  vote:  Clergy — 
Aye,  19;  no,  0.    Laity — Aye,  25;  no,  0. 

The  third  recommendation  was  adopted  by  majority  vote. 

The  fourth  recommendation  was  adopted  by  a  majority 
vote,  after  being  referred  back  to  the  committee  who 
reported  favoring  the  elimination  of  the  word  "aged,"  this 
change  involving  the  passing  over  of  the  amendment  to  next 
year  for  ratification. 

The  fifth  recommendation  of  the  committee  was  adopted 
by  a  majority  vote. 

It  was  further  recommended  by  the  committee  that  there 
be  added  to  the  paragraph  of  Canon  XVII,  last  referred  to, 
the  following:  "Provided,  further,  That  the  Council  shall 
have  power  to  levy  additional  assessment  upon  each  Church 
and  Mission  for  the  Pension  Fund  not  exceeding  seven  and 
one-half  per  cent,  of  the  current  expenses  of  said  Churches 
and  Missions." 

This  proviso,  being  a  new  amendment  to  the  Canon, 
required  a  vote  by  orders  for  its  adoption.  This  resulted 
favorably  as  follows  :  Clergy — Aye,  24  ;  no,  0.  Laity — Aye, 
28;  no,  0. 

The  committee  added  to  its  sixth  recommendation  this  fur- 
ther that  "April  30"  in  said  Sec.  7  of  Art.  Ill  of  the  Con- 
stitution be  changed  to  "December  31,"  to  conform  to  the 
new  Canon  50  of  the  General  Convention,  so  as  to  read  as 
follows : 

"No  lay  vote  shall  be  received  from  any  Parish  or  Church 
which  has  not  paid,  on  or  before  December  31  preceding  the 
Council  in  which  said  vote  is  offered,  all  assessments  laid  by 
the  previous  Council  or  Councils,  and  due  therefrom  for 
which  the  Parish  or  Church  is  canonically  responsible,  except 
by  unanimous  consent:  Provided,  however,  That  no  Church 
or  Parish  shall  be  deprived  of  a  seat  or  seats  of  its  deputy  or 
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deputies  in  any  Council  by  reason  of  any  nonpayment  of  any 
assessments  or  dues." 

These  recommendations  were  adopted  by  a  majority  vote, 
the  section  awaiting  ratification  next  year. 

The  seventh  recommendation  of  the  committee  was  adopted 
by  vote  by  orders,  resulting-  as  follows :  Clergy — Aye,  27 ; 
no,  0.    Lait}' — Aye,  32;  no,  0. 

The  eighth  recommendation  of  the  committee  was  adopted. 

The  ninth  recommendation  of  the  committee,  being  the 
new  Canon  of  the  Pension  Fund,  was  adopted  by  a  vote  by 
orders,  as  follows :  Clergy — Aye,  23 ;  no,  0.  Laity — Aye, 
31 ;  no,  0. 

On  motion,  the  matter  of  adjusting  the  levy  for  Council 
dues  to  the  new  fiscal  year  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Finance. 

The  Rev.  A.  R.  Mitchell,  Chairman,  submitted  the  follow- 
ing report,  which  was  received,  and  the  resolution  recom- 
mended adopted: 

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  INCREASED  EPISCOPAL 
SUPERVISION. 

The  committee  appointed  at  the  126th  Council  to  take  under  con- 
sideration that  part  of  the  Bishop's  Address  to  the  said  Council  referring 
to  division  of  the  Diocese  or  increased  episcopal  supervision,  begs  to 
report  that  it  has  taken  the  matters  under  careful  consideration,  having 
held  two  meetings  for  this  purpose  in  the  city  of  Columbia — one  in 
January  and  one  in  April — in  connection  with  the  latter  meeting  a  con- 
ference was  held  with  the  Bishop. 

By  the  time  of  this  meeting  it  had  become  apparent  that  the  Diocese 
has  already  this  year  assumed  increased  financial  burdens  of  considerable 
extent,  in  connection  with  the  Sewanee  debt  fund,  the  $5,000,000  Reserve 
Pension  Fund  and  especially  in  connection  with  the  7yz%  annual  pension 
obligation.  Little  if  any  assistance  toward  the  support  of  an  additional 
Bishop  can  be  expected  from  the  income  from  the  present  Permanent 
Episcopal  Fund;  there  would,  therefore,  be  necessitated  a  levy  of  from 
four  to  five  per  cent,  on  current  expenses  of  each  church.  The  committee 
are  strongly  of  the  opinion  that  such  a  levy  under  present  conditions  is 
entirely  inexpedient  if  not  practically  impossible.  In  arriving  at  this 
conclusion  the  committee  had  the  benefit  of  a  survey  of  the  finances  of 
the  Diocese  made  by  the  Finance  Committee  at  its  annual  meeting  the 
day  before  the  last  meeting  of  this  committee. 

Furthermore,  your  committee  would  state  that  it  was  found  that  this 
conclusion  is  for  the  present  agreeable  to  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  for 
the  foregoing  reasons. 

The  committee,  therefore,  recommends  the  passage  of  the  following 
resolution : 
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Resolved,  That  conditions  in  the  Diocese  at  the  present  time  render 
inexpedient  any  immediate  steps  toward  either  the  division  of  the  Diocese 
or  additional  episcopal  supervision.

On  motion  of  Rev.  J.  H.  Taylor,  the  Committee  on  Con- 
stitution and  Canons  was  requested  to  report  necessary 
amendments  to  Constitution  or  Canons  as  to  Easter  elec- 
tions to  harmonize  the  same  with  provisions  as  to  the  new 
fiscal  year.  * 

On  motion  of  Rev.  K.  G.  Finlay,  it  was 

Resolved,  That  the  Second  Sunday  in  May  be  retained  as  the  date  for 
the  second  offering  to  the  Church  Home  Orphanage  and  that  the  authori- 
ties of  the  Orphanage  be  requested  to  send  out  offertory  envelopes  to 
the  Treasurers  of  the  various  parishes  and  missions  a  sufficient  time  in 
advance  of  this  date  to  make  it  possible  for  the  envelopes  to  be  duly 
distribution  in  the  congregation. 

On  motion,  the  stated  offering  for  the  Ladies'  Home  was 
changed  from  Good  Friday  to  Quinquagesima. 

The  Finance  Committee  submitted  the  following  report, 
which  was  adopted : 

The  Finance  Committee,  to  whom  was  referred  the  matter  of  adjusting 
the  assessment  of  5  per  cent,  upon  current  expenses  for  Council  dues  and 
Diocesan  expenses  to  the  new  fiscal  year,  which  ends  on  December  31, 
1917,  report  as  follows: 

They  recommend  that  so  much  of  the  report  of  the  Finance  Committee 
as  fixed  the  aforesaid  assessment  at  five  per  cent,  be  reconsidered,  and 
that  said  assessment,  to  cover  the  period  ending  December  31,  1917,  be 
fixed  at  three  and  one-half  per  cent,  upon  current  expenses.

The  tellers  appointed  reported  the  election  of  the  following 
as  delegates  to  the  Provincial  Synod:  Revs.

A  second  ballot  was  taken,  with 
Rev.  A.  E.  Evison  and  Mr.  Gaillard  as  tellers. 

On  motion  of  Rev.  J.  H.  Gibbony,  the  following  preamble 
and  resolution  was  adopted: 

Owing  to  the  marked  success  with  which  several  parishes  of  the 
Diocese  have  used  a  special  system  to  create  the  interest  and  zeal  of  the 
Sunday  School  in  their  Lenten  Offering,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  Bishop  appoint  a  committee,  in  conjunction  with 
the  Board  of  Religious  Education  of  this  Diocese,  to  prepare  and  submit 
to  the  parishes  of  this  Diocese  a  uniform  Lenten  system  for  the  Sunday 
Schools,  to  be  used  during  the  Lent  of  1918.  This  system  to  be  submitted 
to  the  respective  parishes  not  later  than  January  1,  1918. 

Rev.  G.  W.  Lay,  Rector  of  St.  Mary's  School,  addressed 
the  Council. 

Nominations  were  received  for  Trustees  of  the  Church 
Home.  The  rules  were  suspended  and  the  Secretary  directed 
to  cast  the  ballot  of  Council  for  the  following  nominees  for 
the  lay  Trustees :  Messrs.  J.  W.  Howard,  W.  B.  Moore,  H. 
P.  Duvall,  R.  I.  Manning,  William  Barnwell,  P.  T.  Hayne, 
G.  H.  Green.  A  ballot  was  taken  for  the  nominees  for  the 
clerical  Trustees,  resulting  in  the  election  of  the  following: 
Revs.  O.  T.  Porcher,  W.  H.  K.  Pendleton,  E.  A.  Penick,  Jr., 
F.  H.  Harding,  J.  S.  Lightbourn. 

The  Bishop  appointed  the  following  Committee  on  Finance : 
Messrs.  H.  P.  Duvall,  R.  I.  Manning,  J.  P.  Thomas,  Walter 
Hazard,  J.  C.  Bissell. 

The  tellers  reported  the  election  of  the  following  addi- 
tional delegates  to  the  Synod:  Messrs.  H.  M.  Dibble  and  J. 
Alwyn  Ball,  and  the  following  alternates,  the  figures  indi- 
cating the  number  of  votes  received  by  each:  Revs.  F.  W. 
Ambler  (37),  F.  H.  Harding  (29),  F.  A.  Juhan  (18),  M.  P. 
Logan  (13),  L.  W.  Blackwelder  (13),  Nathan  Matthews 
(12),  and  Messrs.  Mark  Reynolds  (33),  W.  M.  Barnwell 
(32),  H.  M.  Ayer  (26),  W.  R.  Dehon  (22),  R.  C.  Thomas 
(22),  Theo.  Dehon  (18). 

The  Committee  on  Constitution  and  Canons  submitted  the 
following : 
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Committee  on  Constitution  and  Canons  begs  leave  to  report  that  in 
regard  to  the  reference  to  them  of  the  matter  of  harmonizing  Section  3 
of  Article  III  of  the  Constitution  with  the  provisions  of  Canon  6,  in 
regard  to  elections  of  Wardens  and  Vestrymen  and  other  elections,  they 
recommend  that  the  word  "thereafter,"  in  said  Section  3  of  Article  III, 
be  stricken  out,  which  will  have  the  effect  of  permitting  meetings  for 
election  of  Deputies  to  Council  to  be  held  at  any  time  that  may  be 
desired. 

The  committee  further  reports  that  in  order  to  provide  for  the  election 
of  Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies  to  the  Provincial  Synod,  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  Canon  51,  Section  4,  which  states  that  "each 
Diocese  and  Missionary  District  shall  prescribe  the  manner  in  which  its 
Deputies  shall  be  chosen,"  they  recommend  that  Article  X  be  amended 
by  adding  to  Section  1  the  words,  "The  same  provisions  shall  apply  to 
the  election  of  Deputies  to  the  Provincial  Synod,  when  in  order."

Both  of  these  recommendations  were  adopted  by  majority 
votes,  passing  over  for  final  action  at  the  next  Council. 

The  following  report  of  the  historiographer  was  received: 
REPORT  OF  THE  HISTORIOGRAPHER. 

The  undersigned  begs  leave  to  report  that  since  his  appointment  at 
the  last  meeting  of  the  Diocesan  Council,  he  has  addressed  a  circular 
letter  to  all  the  clergy  of  the  Diocese,  asking  that  they  would  send  him 
such  account  of  the  churches  and  missions  under  their  charge  as  they 
find  in  their  respective  parochial  registers,  or  in  such  other  sketches  as 
may  have  been  prepared  and  published.  To  this  letter  he  has  received 
replies  from  quite  a  number  of  the  clergy,  sending  the  data  that  he  asked 
for,  but  there  are  many  more  who  have  made  no  reply.  He  is,  therefore, 
remitted  to  the  Journals  of  the  Convention  of  Council  for  the  necessary 
information,  which  necessitates,  as  is  evident,  a  far  greater  amount  of 
labor  than  would  have  been  necessary  had  the  information  asked  for 
been  given;  and  if,  because  of  this  omission  to  supply  these  data,  impor- 
tant items  of  the  history  of  the  parish  or  mission,  not  found  elsewhere, 
shall  be  omitted  from  the  proposed  history,  the  fault  will  not  lie  with  the 
historiographer,  but  with  those  who  had  access  to  the  desired  information 
but  did  not  furnish  it.  It  is  manifestly  impossible  for  the  historiographer 
to  visit  each  parish  and  mission  and  obtain  for  himself  the  information 
asked  for,  while  from  two  to  four  hours'  work  on  the  part  of  rectors 
and  ministers-in-charge,  copying  out  what  they  find  in  the  several  regis- 
ters, would  be  all  that  they  are  asked  to  do  in  this  respect. 

The  historiographer  expects  to  begin  the  actual  composition  of  the 
work  this  summer,  as  his  assistant  is  expected  to  take  charge  June  1st 
prox.,  which  will  enable  him  to  find  the  necessary  leisure  to  begin.  He 
has  spent  none  of  the  $50.00  appropriation  made  last  year.  He  will 
need  this  year  probably  that  and  another  like  sum,  but  he  asks  for  only 
$50.00  more,  for  which  he  will  account. 

He  renews  his  request  for  the  data  mentioned  above  from  his  brethren 
who  hitherto  have  withheld  them,  and  hopes,  if  his  life  is  spared,  to 
make  report  of  satisfactory  progress  next  year.

The  following  supplementary  report  of  the  Finance  Com- 
mittee was  adopted: 

Finance  Committee  regret  that  they  do  not  feel  that  they  are  able  to 
recommend  any  appropriation  for  social  service  for  this  year. 

On  motion,  the  session  was  extended  one-half  hour. 

Rev.  Walter  Mitchell,  D.  D.,  Rector  of  Porter  Military 
Academy,  addressed  the  Council. 

The  following  resolution  was  adopted  in  lieu  of  a  recom- 
mendation of  the  Finance  Committee,  adverse  to  the  same : 

Resolved,  That  3  per  cent,  on  current  expenses  be  levied  as  an  appor- 
tionment for  Christian  Education,  and  that  of  this  $1,000.00  be  paid  to 
the  University  of  the  South,  $2,000.00  to  Porter  Military  Academy  for 
scholarships,  and  $750.00  be  paid  to  St.  Mary's,  Raleigh,  for  scholarships. 
And  in  case  the  total  be  not  paid  that  what  is  paid  be  proportioned  on 
this  basis.    This  for  year  ending  December  31,  1917. 

Rev.  Walter  Mitchell,  D.  D.,  was  elected  as  Special  Treas- 
urer of  this  fund. 

Council  took  a  recess  until  8  :30  p.  m. 
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Missionary  Session,  8 :30  P.  M. 

Council  was  called  to  order  at  the  appointed  time,  the 
Bishop  presiding. 

After  preliminary  service,  the  report  of  the  Board  of  Mis- 
sions was  read  by  its  Secretary  and  Treasurer,  the  Rev.  A. 
R.  Mitchell.  The  report  was  received  and  ordered  printed  in 
the  Journal.    (Vide  Appendix  II.) 

The  Secretary  and  Treasurer  of  the  Board  of  Missions 
read  the  apportionments  upon  the  various  Parishes  and 
Missions  of  the  Diocese  for  Diocesan  Missions.  With  some 
changes  these  were  accepted  and  adopted  as  the  apportion- 
ments for  the  ensuing  year.     (Vide  Appendix  II.) 

The  Deans  of  Convocation  read  their  reports. 

Council  adopted  the  following  resolution,  offered  by  the 

Dean  of  the  first  Convocation:  . 

Resolved,  That  the  Council  empower  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  to 
appoint  a  committee  which  shall,  when  a  Rector  is  secured  for  Clemson 
College,  be  charged  with  the  duty  of  soliciting  funds  for  the  erection  of 
a  suitable  church  building  at  Clemson  College  with  adequate  Sunday 
School  equipment. 

The  Archdeacon  of  the  third  Convocation,  Rev.  A.  R. 
Mitchell,  made  a  report.     (Vide  Appendix  II.) 

It  was  ordered  that  the  reports  of  the  Deans  of  Convoca- 
tion be  printed  in  the  Journal.     (Vide  Appendix  II.) 

Nominations  were  called  for  from  the  Missionary  Districts 
for  members  of  the  Board  of  Missions,  and  the  following 
nominations  were  made:

To  Raise  Money  for  New  Church  at  Clemson  College. — 
Rev.  W.  H.  K.  Pendleton,  Messrs.  A.  W.  Smith,  J.  E.  Smith. 

Mr.  J.  Nelson  Frierson  addressed  the  Council  upon  the 
work  of  the  Laymen's  Missionary  League. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  T.  W.  Bacot,  the  following  preamble 
and  resolution  was  adopted : 

As  the  127th  Annual  Council  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in 
the  Diocese  of  South  Coralina  is  about  to  close,  the  Bishop,  as  President, 
and  the  other  clergy  and  the  Lay  Deputies  give  corporate  expression, 
with  unfeigned  sincerity,  to  their  boundless  appreciation  of  the  hospitality 
so  fairly  and  freely  tendered  to  them  in  this  Parish  of  St.  David,  which 
has  the  distinction  and  honor  of  being  the  last  of  the  Colonial  Parishes 
of  the  Church  of  England,  established  Anno  Domini  1768,  as  it  was. 

All  of  us,  who  are  not  parishioners  of  historic  St.  David's,  will  cherish 
enduring  and  grateful  recollections,  not  only  of  the  venerable  old 
church  building  and  the  beautiful  new  house  of  worship  and  parish 
house  that  our  eyes  have  here  seen  and  whither  we  came  and  whence 
we  go  in  peace,  but  also  of  the  Rector  and  the  ladies  and  gentlemen  of 
the  parish  and  others  who  have  so  delightfully  and  unstintingly  con- 
tributed to  our  comfort  and  entertainment  in  this  lovely  city.  Therefore, 
be  it 

Resolved,  That  these  sentiments  of  our  appreciation  and  gratitude  be 
communicated  through  the  Bishop,  as  President,  and  that  they  be 
recorded  in  our  Journal. 

The  Rev.  Walter  Mitchell,  D.  D.,  Chairman,  read  the 
report  of  the  Committee  on  Missions.  It  was  received  and 
the  resolutions  recommended  severally  adopted: 

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMISSION  ON  MISSIONS. 

Your  commission  has  precious  little  to  report,  because  we  have  not 
been  able  to  persuade  one  single  congregation  to  accept  our  offer  to 
come  in  and  hold  a  series  of  meetings  for  instruction  and  then  to  con- 
duct an  Every  Member  Canvass.  We  have  made  the  offer,  both  through 
the  colums  of  "The  Diocese,"  and,  in  many  instances,  through  personal 
letters.  Quite  a  goodly  number  of  congregations  are  using  the  plan, 
and  none,  so  far  as  we  are  advised,  have  abandoned  it.  It  is  working 
satisfactorily  in  large  city  parishes,  parishes  in  smaller  places  and  in  the 
country  districts.    But  some  decline  our  offers  and  we  can  go  no  further. 

General  Missions. 

The  Diocese  paid  its  apportionment  for  General  Missions  last  year  as 
usual.  We  are  glad  to  note  that  some  25  congregations  adopted  the 
recommendation  of  Council  and  gave  the  Easter  Day  Offerings  for  mis- 
sions. May  their  number  increase  until  it  comprises  every  congregation 
in  the  Diocese. 
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Diocesan  Missions. 

Practically  all  the  parishes  have  paid  their  assessments  for  Diocesan 
Missions,  which  shows  a  healthy  condition  in  the  local  field. 

One  Day's  Income. 

We  commend  the  One  Day's  Income  Plan  as  a  permanent  feature  of 
our  missionary  machinery.  There  is  not  one  oX  us  but  could  find  more 
causes  for  which  to  make  thank  offerings  than  his  financial  ability  would 
permit  his  taking  advantage  of,  but  the  adoption  of  the  One  Day  Income 
Plan  would  give  at  least  one  admirable  opportunity  to  show  his  thanks. 
We  beg  to  offer  a  resolution  below  on  this  subject. 

Diocesan  Wide  Every  Member  Canvass. 

We  renew  our  resolution  passed  by  Council  last  year,  for  authority  to 
conduct  a  Diocesan  Wide  Every  Member  Canvass.  We  have  failed  to 
bring  it  about  this  year  as  in  the  past  and  we  feel  that  if  we  fail  again 
that  others  should  take  our  places  and  put  it  through.  The  value  of  such 
a  canvass  in  giving  a  Diocese  a  sense  of  solidarity  and  diocesan  spirit 
is  not  generally  realized.  East  Carolina,  in  point  of  strength,  is  one  of 
the  weaker  Dioceses  of  the  Church,  yet  as  the  result  of  a  most  successful 
Diocesan  Wide  Every  Member  Canvass,  they  not  only  gave  very  much 
more  than  their  apportionment  for  General  Missions  and  Diocesan  Mis- 
sions as  well,  but  they  developed  such  a  diocesan  spirit  that  when  asked 
for  $20,000.00  for  the  Pension  Fund,  they  gave  $30,000.00. 

Many  of  us  are  restive  under  the  fact  that  we  receive  so  much  from  the 
General  Board  for  our  mission  work.  It  is  believed  by  this  commission 
that  if  we  were  to  have  a  successful  Diocesan  Wide  Every  Member  Can- 
vass it  would  be  the  beginning  of  the  end  of  that  condition.  We  give 
the  resolution  below. 

T.he  First  Night  of  Counch. 

By  resolution  of  Council  for  some  years  now  the  first  night  of  Council 
has  been  devoted  to  the  interests  of  Social  Service.  We  believe  in  the 
value  of  this  work  as  much  as  any  one,  but  it  occurs  to  us  that  the  two 
other  avenues  of  work  in  the  Church,  Missions  and  Religious  Education, 
should  have  their  fair  part  of  the  time.  We,  therefore,  offer  a  resolution 
that  the  first  night  of  Council  next  year  be  devoted  to  Missions,  that  of 
the  year  after  to  Religious  Education,  that  of  the  third  year  to  Social 
Service  and  that  thereafter  each  cause  have  this  night  in  turn  in  the 
order  named. 

Laymen's  Missionary  Convention. 

We  make  no  recommendation  as  to  holding  this  Convention,  as  this 
work  has  been  rather  turned  over  to  the  Laymen's  League.  We  tender 
them  our  aid  in  any  way  in  which  we  can  be  of  use. 

The  resolutions  are  as  follows: 

Resolved,  That  Council  recommend  to  the  several  congregations  in 
union  with  it  that  the  offerings  on  the  First  Sunday  in  November,  or  on 
some  other  convenient  date,  be  taken  for  the  One  Day's  Income,  and  that 
the  clergy  preach  upon  that  subject  on  the  day  the  offering  is  taken. 

Resolved,  That  the  Commission  on  Missions  be  authorized  to  conduct 
a  Diocesan  Wide  Every  Member  Canvass  and  that  not  more  than  $100.00, 
or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  cost  of  charts,  etc.,  be 
appropriated  for  this  purpose. 

Resolved,  That  the  first  night  of  the  next  Council  be  devoted  to  the 
cause  of  Missions,  and  that  the  subjects  of  Missions,  Religious  Education 
and  Social  Service,  each  in  turn,  be  the  subjects  for  the  first  night  of 
Council  hereafter,  in  the  order  named.

REPORT  OF  TREASURER  FIVE  PER  CENT.  LEVY  FOR  RELI- 
GIOUS EDUCATION  FOR  1916-1917. 

It  gives  me  pleasure  to  report  an  increase  both  in  the  total  amount 
paid  for  the  same  length  of  time  and  the  number  of  congregations  which 
have  paid  this  year  over  last.  Up  to  May  1st  last  year  but  28  congrega- 
tions had  paid,  the  total  being  $1,314.89.  But  28  others  paid  later,  mak- 
ing the  total  for  last  year  $2,133.09.  Up  to  date  this  year  42  congrega- 
tions have  paid,  a  gain  of  12,  and  the  total  amount  to  date  is  $1,803.97, 
a  gain  over  the  same  period  of  last  year  of  $489.08.

The  Rev.  W.  H.  K.  Pendleton,  Vice  Chairman,  submitted 
the  following  report.  It  was  received  and  the  resolution 
recommended  adopted: 

REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  RELIGIOUS  EDUCATION. 

The  Board  is  glad  to  be  able  to  report  an  inspiring  and  successful 
convention  in  Columbia,  February  2  to  4.  All  phases  of  Sunday  School 
work  were  handled  by  experts  and  the  result  was  a  convention  which  is 
declared  to  be  the  very  best  we  have  ever  held.  It  would  be  impossible 
here  to  submit  in  detail  an  account  of  this  convention.  Special  recogni- 
tion is  due  Mr.  Robert  F.  Anderson,  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Religious 
Education  of  the  Diocese  of  Virginia,  and  Superintendent  of  All  Saints' 
Sunday  School,  Richmond.  Though  a  busy  man  himself,  he  gave  three 
full  days  to  the  work  of  our  convention  and  proved  a  mine  of  information 
on  almost  every  subject  connected  with  Sunday  School  work.  His  exam- 
ple should  be  an  inspiration  to  the  laymen  of  this  Diocese.  Mr.  Anderson 
believes  that  this  is  the  real  call  to  big  laymen  and  that  they  are  only 
fulfilling  their  obligation  and  answering  the  call  of  the  Church  when  they 
give  themselves  to  service  in  this  field  so  needy  and  offering  the  richest 
returns. 

Mrs.  John  Loman,  of  Philadelphia,  added  wonderfully  to  the  work  of 
the,  convention,  as  did  Rev.  J.  J.  D.  Hall,  of  the  famous  Galilee  Mission 
of  Philadelphia.  He  brought  a  message  that  stirred  the  convention,  as 
placing  before  that  body  the  real  aim  of  all  Christian  work,  the  saving 
of  souls.  Mr.  J.  DeWitt  Jobborn,  of  the  Drexel-Biddle  Bible  Classes, 
of  Philadelphia,  brought  a  message  to  the  Adult  Bible  Classes,  and  a 
large  number  of  our  own  people  filled  places  most  acceptably  on  the 
program. 

A  pleasing  feature  of  the  program  and  one  remarked  upon  by  Mr. 
Anderson  with  emphatic  approval,  was  the  fact  that  Mr.  R.  D.  Webb, 
General  Secretary  of  the  South  Carolina  Sunday  School  Association,  and 
Miss  Agnes  Ravenel,  Field  Secretary  of  the  same  organization,  both  had 
places  on  the  program  and  both  contributed  vitally  to  the  success  of  the 
convention.  The  linking  together  of  the  forces  of  the  Christian  Church 
advances  all  who  take  part  in  it. 

All  these  specialists  came  to  us  for  three  full  days,  from  long  distances, 
merely  for  their  expenses,  and  some  of  them  did  not  even  accept  a  full 
expense  account.  The  Diocese  is  under  deep  and  real  obligation  to  them. 
The  convention  was  an  inspiration  to  the  city  of  Columbia  and  has 
resulted  in  notable  improvements  in  the  work  of  the  Sunday  Schools  in 
that  city.  Among  these  may  be  mentioned  the  institution  of  a  Sunday 
School  service  with  full  vested  choir  and  the  lesson  read  by  a  member 
of  the  Sunday  School  one  afternoon  a  week  during  Lent  at  Trinity 
Church.  Incidentally,  the  Easter  Offering  from  Trinity  Church  increased 
from  about  $225.00  to  $411.56.    There  is  probably  a  close  connection 
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between  the  two.  The  only  regret  we  have  with  regard  to  the  convention 
is  that  our  Sunday  School  workers  throughout  the  Diocese  attended  so 
poorly.  It  is,  we  suppose,  largely  on  account  of  the  expense.  We  renew 
the  recommendation  that  the  Sunday  Schools  include  in  their  budget  the 
cost  of  sending  a  delegate  to  the  convention.  This  should  be  the  easier 
because  under  the  new  arrangement  since  the  Diocese  has  granted  us  an 
appropriation  we  have  not  called  upon  the  Sunday  Schools  to  finance 
the  convention  as  they  did  before,  except  by  paying  the  registration  fee 
of  $1.00  Rectors,  superintendents  and  Sunday  School  teachers  are  urged 
to  attend  these  conventions  for  the  assistance  that  they  may  receive  and 
for  the  help  that  they  can  give. 

Plans  for  the  Future. 

The  Board  is  working  upon  plans  involving  fuller  organization  and  a 
wider  development  for  the  future.  We  are  not  ready  to  give  up  a 
Diocesan  Convention,  but  we  believe  that  the  work  should  be  carried 
into  the  different  Convocations  and  to  that  end  we  desire  to  secure  the 
co-operation  of  the  officers  of  these  Convocations.  As  the  Deans  of  two 
of  the  Convocations  are  already  members  of  the  Board  and  the  Dean  of 
the  Charleston  Convocation,  the  Rev.  Dr.  Kershaw,  is  in  hearty  sympathy 
with  the  work,  there  is  every  reason  to  believe  that  these  efforts  will  be 
successful.  We  desire  to  perfect  an  organization  gradually  as  we  secure 
the  names  of  those  willing  and  able  to  do  the  work  that  will  cover  the 
Diocese  with  officers  in  the  different  departments.  A  beginning  has  been 
made  by  the  appointment  of  Rev.  E.  A.  Penick,  Jr.,  as  Superintendent 
of  the  Adult  Bible  Class  work  for  the  Diocese.  Mr.  Penick,  as  he  has 
the  opportunity,  will  select  assistants  in  each  Convocation  and  they  will 
strive  to  secure  representatives  in  each  parish  so  that  the  work  may  be 
comprehensive.  The  same  methods  will  be  followed  in  the  other  depart- 
ments— Secondary  or  'Teen  Age,  and  Elementary,  including  Junior, 
Primary,  Beginners  and  Cradle  or  Font  Roll. 

The  Standard  School. 

We  have  recommended  before  and  renew  the  recommendation  that  the 
schools  of  the  Diocese  strive  to  conform  to  the  requirements  of  the 
Standard  School.    This  standard  covers  ten  points: 

1.  Open  throughout  the  year. 

2.  Keeping  good  records. 

3.  Graded. 

4.  Classes  in  Adult  or  Secondary  Division  organized  and  enrolled. 

5.  A  Workers'  Meeting. 

6.  Systematic  plan  for  Substitute  Teachers. 

7.  Teacher  Training  Class. 

8.  Cradle  or  Font  Roll. 

9.  Home  Department. 

10.  Co-operation  with  the  Board  in  Diocesan  Sunday  School  Work. 
Most  of  these  points  are  easily  attainable  for  the  small  school  as  well 
as  the  large  school.    The  schools  that  attain  all  points  will  be  100  per 
cent,  schools,  and  due  honor  will  be  accorded  such  schools. 

Sunday  School  Architecture. 

It  is  most  important  that  in  all  new  buildings  plans  for  properly 
housing  the  Sunday  School  should  be  considered.  While  many  Sunday 
Schools  are  forced  to  meet  in  the  church  building  and  without  separate 
rooms,  and  good  can  be  done  under  these  conditions,  the  best  work 
cannot  be  done  without  separation  at  least  of  the  departments.  It  is 
greatly  to  be  hoped  that  we  shall  develop  in  this  Diocese  a  specialist  in 
Sunday  School  architecture  who  would  be  willing  to  help  any  congrega- 
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tion  determining  to  build.  It  is  a  mistake  that  is  almost  criminal  in 
this  day  of  Sunday  School  efficiency  for  any  one  to  put  up  a  church 
building  without  caring  for  the  needs  of  the  Sunday  School,  and  in 
many  cases  it  can  be  done  with  very  little  additional  cost. 

Securing  Reports. 

The  Board  of  Religious  Education  has  requested  that  the  names  of 
superintendents,  secretaries  and  treasurers  of  the  Sunday  School  form 
a  part  of  the  parish  report  to  the  Council,  and  that  Council  has  adopted 
this  suggestion.  We  learn  with  infinite  surprise  that  the  new  reports 
gotten  out  by  the  General  Church  do  not  require  this  information.  It 
would  seem  to  be  an  illustration  of  the  fact  that  we  have  allotted  the 
work  of  the  Church  too  much  to  those  who  have  not  recognized  the 
absolute  necessity  of  promoting  the  work  of  the  Sunday  School. 

Mr.  Lumpkin,  Our  Missionary. 

We  have  again  made  an  effort  to  increase  the  Sunday  School  offering 
at  Easter  in  order  to  care  for  the  salary  of  our  Missionary,  Rev.  H. 
H.  Lumpkin.  Some  schools  have  made  remarkable  increases.  Trinity 
Church,  Columbia,  has  already  been  referred  to.  The  most  remarkable 
increase  is  that  of  Grace  Church,  Anderson,  whose  offering  this  year  was 
$129.69  for  thirty-five  students,  or  nearly  $4.00  per  capita.  This  increase 
is  due  to  the  methods  adopted  by  the  Rector,  the  Rev.  J.  Haller  Gib- 
boney,  Jr.,  who  presented  his  plans  ably  at  the  convention  in  Columbia. 
Reports  have  not  yet  been  received  to  indicate  what  the  Easter  Offering 
this  year  will  be,  but  we  have  the  joy  of  reporting  that  at  least  one 
member  of  the  Diocese  feels  the  need  and  recognizes  the  privilege  of 
supporting  Mr.  Lumpkin.  As  the  Bishop  and  I  stood  talking  together, 
a  package  was  placed  in  our  hands  which  contained  a  gift  of  $500.00 
from  one  who,  for  the  present  at  least,  must  be  nameless  in  the  Diocese, 
for  Mr.  Lumpkin's  support.  We  beg  to  record  our  appreciation  of  this 
beautiful  gift  and  trust  that  others  may  be  moved  to  emulate  it. 

Relations  to  the  General  and  Provincial  Boards. 

We  are  striving  to  strengthen  the  relation  of  the  Diocesan  Board  to 
the  General  and  Provincial  Boards  of  Religious  Education.  We  have 
asked  that  contributions  to  the  cause  of  Religious  Education  from  this 
Diocese  shall  come  through  our  hands,  and  we  have  accepted  with  great 
pleasure  the  action  of  the  Council  in  voting  to  us  $400.00  for  the  cause 
of  Religious  Education,  $178.00  of  which  goes  to  the  General  Board, 
leaving  us  $222.00  for  our  own  Diocesan  work. 

Our  New  Provincial  Secretary. 

Rev.  Gardner  L.  Tucker  has  recently  been  appointed  Field  Secretary 
of  the  Provincial  Board  of  Religious  Education.  His  work  will  cover 
the  Dioceses  which  make  up  the  Province  of  Sewanee,  and  his  services 
will  be  at  the  command  of  this  Diocese  and  its  parishes  as  far  as  he  can 
reach  them.  In  order  to  finance  this  new  step  each  Diocesan  Board  of 
Religious  Education  is  asked  to  contribute  substantially  to  his  support. 
This  Board  has  undertaken  to  make  an  earnest  effort  to  raise  $300.00 
for  this  purpose.  This  will  make  a  total  of  $700.00  which  we  aim  to 
raise  in  one  way  or  another  from  the  Diocese  for  the  cause  of  Religious 
Education.  Since  we  have  but  $222.00  left  for  our  own  work,  and  this 
is  not  sufficient  for  the  Diocesan  work,  the  Board  hereby  recommends 
to  the  Council  that  the  third  Sunday  in  October  be  established  as  Chris- 
tian Education  Sunday,  and  that  the  offering  on  that  Sunday  from 
Church  and  Sunday  School  be  given  to  the  Diocesan  Board  of  Religious 
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Education,  and  that  this  offering  be  printed  with  the  other  stated  offer- 
ings on  the  back  of  the  Journal  of  the  Council.  (This  resolution  was 
later  unanimously  adopted  by  the  Council.) 

"Dear  Children." 

We  cannot  close  this  report  without  lifting  our  voices  in  protest 
against  the  common  custom  of  referring  to  our  Sunday  Schools  as 
"children."  We  are  in  the  midst  of  a  campaign  to  promote  the  Adult 
Bible  Class  and  all  of  our  efforts  will  be  greatly  retarded  if  those  whom 
we  are  endeavoring  to  reach  are  continually  being  informed  that  only 
children  are  wanted  in  Sunday  School.  We  beg  to  state  that  this 
nomenclature  is  about  fifty  years  old  and  that  it  ought  to  be  "retired." 
The  boy  fourteen  years  old  bitterly  resents  being  called  a  child  or  referred 
to  as  a  child.  We  would  not  go  to  the  high  school  in  one  of  our  cities 
and  address  the  students  as  "children."  It  is  not  a  mere  matter  of 
name — there  is  a  principle  behind  it.  People  are  going  to  do  largely 
what  you  expect  of  them.  If  by  continual  use  of  this  term  the  impression 
is  produced  that  only  children  are  expected  in  the  Sunday  School,  you 
will  probably  have  only  children  there,  and  not  many  of  them.  The 
Adult  Bible  Classes  will  languish  and  die,  yet  this  is  one  of  the  greatest 
movements  of  modern  Sunday  School  work  for  building  up  the  Church 
and  the  Kingdom  of  God.  Through  its  agency  nearly  three  millions  of 
men  who  were  not  in  the  Sunday  School  have  been  brought  into  the 
Sunday  Schools  of  North  America  within  the  last  twelve  years.  It  is 
through  such  methods  as  these  that  the  great  communions  around  us 
have  made  such  notable  advances.  The  Church  that  does  not  foster  and 
provide  for  the  Sunday  School  and  give  it  its  rightful  place  of  dignity 
and  importance  is  closing  the  door  to  its  own  future. 

Co-operation  With  the  South  Carolina  Sunday  School  Association. 

We  beg  to  renew  our  recommendation  that  the  members  of  the  Episco- 
pal Church  in  South  Carolina  lose  no  opportunity  to  co-operate  with  the 
wider  work  of  the  South  Carolina  Sunday  School  Association.  This 
association  aims  to  reach  and  help  every  Sunday  School  of  whatever 
Church  in  the  State  of  South.  Carolina.  It  reaches  and  inspires  many  of 
our  own  Sunday  Schools  which  we  have  no  organization  or  machinery 
as  yet  for  reaching,  and  even  had  we  the  machinery  and  organization 
there  would  still  be  a  great  advantage  in  the  wider  vision  and  fuller 
information  gained  from  co-operatiori  in  Christian  work  with  those  who 
have  been  successful  in  their  communions.  We  have  much  to  learn  and 
we  have  also  something  to  give.  And  as  we  are  faithful  to  our  duty 
and  realize  our  opportunity,  we  will  enter  into  this  State-wide  work 
with  enthusiasm  and  earnest  hopefulness. 

The  Call  to  Arms. 

The  call  of  the  country  has  already  withdrawn  from  our  Sunday 
Schools  many  of  our  most  useful  and  efficient  members  and  many  more 
will  be  withdrawn.  The  call  comes  from  the  Great  Captain  to  men  in 
every  parish  to  come  forward  and  take  the  places  in  Christian  work  of 
those  who  have  answered  the  heroic  call  to  the  defense  of  our  country, 
and  of  our  institutions  and  of  humanity  itself.  We  trust  that  this  call 
will  be  taken  seriously  by  those  who  have  perhaps  not  recognized  their 
responsibility  before.  If  they  do  not  so  recognize  it  the  work  of  the 
Church  of  God  will  languish.  But  to  those  who  catch  the  vision  the 
present  situation  will  furnish  an  opportunity  for  heroic  service  and  for 
spiritual  achievement  such  as  has  never  before  in  all  its  history  been  pre- 
sented to  the  Church.

We  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolution: 
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Resolved,  That  this  Council  recommends  that  the  third  Sunday  in  Octo- 
ber be  observed  as  Religious  Education  Day  and  that  the  offerings  both 
in  Church  and  Sunday  School  on  that  day  be  given  to  the  Diocesan 
Board  of  Religious  Education  for  the  support  of  the  work  of  the  Board- 
General,  Provincial  and  Diocesan;  that  this  offering  be  made  one  of  the 
stated  offerings  appointed  by  Council  and  be  printed  on  the  back  of  the 
Journal  among  the  other  stated  offerings. 


In  presenting  this  report  for  the  Board  of  Religious  Education,  the 
Vice  Chairman  begs  to  add  a  personal  word  for  himself.  It  has  come  to 
me  that  there  are  those  in  the  Diocese  who  consider  that  I  have  unduly 
criticised  the  Sunday  School  or  the  work  of  the  Church  in  the  Diocese. 
It  has  certainly  not  been  intentional  on  my  part  if  such  has  been  the 
case.  It  has  seemed  to  me  that  the  proper  way  to  secure  results  was 
frankly  to  inform  the  represenatives  of  the  Diocese  of  the  weak  points 
of  the  work,  so  far  as  I  was  able  to  discover  them,  and  to  present  what- 
ever remedy  I  was  able  to  offer.  My  own  feeling  of  inadequacy  for  the 
work  would  preclude  harsh  criticism  of  any  one  else.  I  desire  only  to 
be  helpful  in  whatever  way  I  may.  I  greatly  desire  to  have  a  place  in 
the  affection  and  esteem  of  the  clergy  and  laity  of  this  Diocese.  What- 
ever little  good  I  may  have  accomplished  has  been  brought  about  far 
more  by  qualities  of  ,the  heart  than  by  accomplishments  of  the  head.  I 
am  getting  to  be  one  of  the  older  men  of  the  Diocese  in  term  of  service, 
and  I  covet  the  esteem  and  affection  of  the  splendid  clergy  and  laity 
with  whom  I  have  worked  for  eight  years.  If  anything  said  by  me  has 
militated  against  securing  this,  I  deeply  regret  it  and  I  hope  that  the 
clergy  and  laity  of  the  Diocese  will  come  to  understand  that  all  I  desire 
to  do  is  to  help  in  our  common  work.  W.  H.  K.  Pendleton. 

On  motion  of  Dr.  Kershaw,  it  was 

Resolved,  That  in  order  to  express  our  recognition  and  appreciation 
of  the  services  of  the  two  young  pages  who  have  been  in  attendance  on 
the  meetings  of  Council,  the  Treasurer  of  the  Council  be  authorized  and 
requested  to  divide  between  them  an  honorarium  amounting  to  four 
dollars. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Walter  Hazard,  it  was 

Resolved,  That  this  Council  expresses  its  approval  of  the  Parochial 
Club  or  Association  as  an  instrumentality  for  stimulating  interest  in  the 
Church  Home  Orphanage  and  increasing  its  financial  support,  and 
recommends  that  Rectors  and  Ministers  in  charge  of  the  several  missions 
of  the  Diocese  do  take  steps  to  promote  the  organization  of  these  associa- 
tions with  the  object  of  assuming  definite  responsibility  for  fixed  annual 
contributions  to  supplement  the  other  resources  of  this  institution. 

On  motion,  the  minutes  of  today's  session  being  read  and 
approved,  the  Council  adj  ourned  sine  die.

Bishop's  Annual  Address  and  Journal 

127TH  COUNCIL  DIOCESE  OF  SOUTH  CAROLINA. 
St.  David's  Church,  Cheraw,  S.  C,  May  8,  1917. 
Dear  Brethren  of  the  Clergy  and  Laity: 

It  gives  me  pleasure  to  welcome  you  to  this,  the  Tenth  Annual 
Council  over  which  I  have  presided.  Ten  years  of  my  Episcopate,  which 
will  be  completed  next  September,  have  made  me  think  today  not  so  much 
of  what  I  have  done,  as  what  I  have  failed  to  do.  Not  a  sense  of  achieve- 
ment, but  of  shortcoming,  is  what  is  uppermost  in  my  mind  at  this 
moment.  But  if  anything  of  value  has  been  accomplished,  or  any  prog- 
ress been  made  in  the  life  of  the  Church  in  this  Diocese,  it  has  not  been 
due  to  me,  but  to  the  blessing  of  Almighty  God  upon  our  labors,  and  to 
your  most  loyal  and  faithful  co-operation  and  help.  I  can  honestly  say 
that  I  do  not  believe  that  there  is  a  Bishop  in  the  American  Church  who 
has  a  more  loyal,  or  more  harmonious  and  devoted  body  of  clergy  and 
laity  than  we  have  here  in  South  Carolina. 

I  will  not  attempt  here  any  detailed  summary  of  the  work  of  these 
ten  years;  and,  therefore,  if  I  should  omit  to  mention  any  matters  that 
strike  you  as  important,  please  understand  that  I  am  not  now  attempt- 
ing to  give  you  statistics  so  much  as  to  stress  certain  matters  of  policy, 
and  of  missionary  activity  which  I  deem  important  and  which  I  hope 
may  be  continued  in  the  years  which  we  have  before  us. 

First.  It  is  a  matter  of  profound  thankfulness  and  gratification  to 
me  to  be  able  to  report  that  for  the  past  eight  years  we  have  more  than 
paid  our  apportionment  to  General  Missions,  and  whatever  failures  or 
disappointments  the  future  may  have  in  store  for  us,  I  hope  that  this 
high  standard  of  missionary  effort  will  never  be  lowered.  What  is  true 
of  our  apportionment  to  General  Missions  is  in  a  measure,  though  not  to 
the  same  extent,  true  of  Diocesan  Missions.  All  obligations  have  been 
promptly  met  during  the  past  decade.  The  Treasurer  has  often  had  to 
go  into  bank  to  pay  the  stipends  of  the  Missionaries,  but  when  the  year 
was  over  the  small  deficit,  if  any,  has  always  been  provided  for.  But 
to  me,  by  far  the  most  notable  and  progressive  step  taken  in  the  Diocese, 
in  the  last  ten  years  in  providing  for  the  finances,  and  in  establishing  the 
Church  in  small  towns  and  mill  villages,  has  been  due  to  the  splendid  work 
of  our  Finance  Committee.  I  know  of  no  Southern  Diocese  in  which  the 
finances  and  the  care  of  trust  funds,  and  the  work  of  Church  extension 
are  looked  after  more  carefully,  and  in  a  more  businesslike  way  than 
in  our  own  Diocese.  I  hope  the  clergy  and  laity  present  appreciate  to 
the  fullest  extent  the  valuable  services  of  this  committee,  and  the 
unselfish  devotion  of  its  able  and  consecrated  Chairman.  Not  only  has 
there  been  a  marked  improvement  in  the  missionary  policy  of  the  Diocese 
in  the  last  decade,  but  all  the  missionary  activities  and  agencies  of  the 
Church  have  been  better  organized  and  equipped  to  do  their  work  than 
ever  before.  The  inspiration  and  plan  for  better  organization  has  in 
many  cases,  as  you  know,  come  from  the  General  Board  of  Missions, 
and  from  the  various  Secretaries  of  the  Province  without  the  Diocese. 
But  South  Carolina  has  been  quick  to  respond  and  to  fall  in  line  with 
every  forward  movement  and  suggestion  that  has  been  made. 

While  there  are  still  a  few  parishes  which  have  not  as  yet  adopted  the 
Duplex  Envelope  and  Every  Member  Canvass  method  of  raising  money 
for  parish  support  and  for  missions,  the  Diocese,  as  a  whole,  has  pretty 
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generally  accepted  the  plan,  and  it  is  now  working  most  successfully 
in  every  place  where  it  has  been  given  a  fair  trial.  I  hope  the  day  is 
not  far  distant  when  this  plan,  which  has  received  the  approval  of  the 
General  Board,  and  which  has  now  passed  beyond  the  experimental 
stage,  and  won  its  right  to  live,  will  be  loyally  accepted  and  carried 
out  in  every  parish  and  mission  in  the  Diocese. 

Where  there  are  so  many  things  of  importance  to  be  stressed  it  is  diffi- 
cult to  draw  a  distinction,  and  yet  in  justice  to  the  splendid  work  being 
done  by  our  devoted  and  capable  Chairman  of  the  Diocesan  Board  of 
Religious  Education,  I  must  pause  here  to  say  that  in  my  judgment 
there  is  no  work  before  the  Church  in  this  Diocese  more  fundamental  or 
more  far-reaching  in  its  influence  upon  the  future  of  our  Church  than 
the  work  of  the  Sunday  School  Church  Institute.  It  is  a  matter  of  great 
regret  and  disappointment  to  me  that  more  of  our  clergy  and  laity  do 
not  attend  the  annual  conventions  of  our  Sunday  School  Institute.  I  am 
sure  if  you  could  have  been  present  in  Columbia  last  February,  at  the 
Sunday  School  Convention,  which  was  held  in  that  city,  you  would  have 
felt  fully  repaid  for  going.  If  it  is  a  question  of  expense  which  keeps 
so  many  of  our  Sunday  School  teachers  and  superintendents  away,  then 
let  provisions  be  made  through  an  offering  in  the  Sunday  School  or  in 
some  other  way  to  make  it  possible  for  those  who  are  charged  with  the 
solemn  care  and  responsibility  of  teaching  children,  that  in  the  future 
they  may  be  able  to  take  advantage  of  the  opportunities  for  information 
and  inspiration  which  these  conventions  afford. 

We  also  have  great  cause  for  thankfulness  and  encouragement  in  the 
excellent  and  valuable  work  of  the  '^Commission  on  Missions,"  and  on 
"Social  Service."  These  are  comparatively  new  agencies  which  are 
destined,  I  believe,  to  do  more  to  enlarge  the  scope  of  the  Church's 
vision  of  service,  and  to  rouse  our  people  to  their  responsibility  for  the 
missionary  and  educational  work  of  the  Church  than  any  other  similar 
movements  organized  in  recent  years.  To  these  we  must  add  the  Lay- 
men's Missionary  League,  and  its  able  corps  of  lay  readers,  organized 
some  three  years  ago,  at  the  suggestion  and  under  the  leadership  of  Mr. 
J.  Nelson  Frierson.  This  Laymen's  League  is  doing  most  valuable  work, 
and  filling  a  long-felt  want  in  the  Diocese.  Through  its  lay  readers  it 
supplies  services  to  vacant  missions  and  parishes.  It  furnishes  a  central 
missionary  organization  of  laymen,  to  whom  I  may  turn  for  support  in 
any  sort  of  forward  missionary  work  which  the  Diocese  may  undertake. 

While  the  women  of  the  Diocese  are  not  represented  in  this  Council, 
yet  no  survey  of  the  field  of  service  would  be  complete  if  I  did  not  men- 
tion here  the  really  great  and  splendid  work  done  through  the  Woman's 
Auxiliary  and  the  local  committees  of  the  Church  Home  Orphanage  and 
other  guilds  and  societies  of  devoted  women  throughout  the  Diocese. 

Those  who  have  studied  the  situation,  and  know  conditions,  tell  me  that 
we  have  in  South  Carolina  as  well  organized  and  as  wide-awake  a  branch 
of  the  Woman's  Auxiliary  as  there  is  to  be  found  in  the  Southern  Church. 
But  to  me,  the  best  part  of  the  women's  work  has  not  been  in  raising 
money  and  in  sending  boxes  to  Missionaries,  but  in  the  wonderful  offer- 
ing of  life  which  has  come  in  recent  years  in  answer  to  their  faith  and 
prayers.  Within  the  past  five  years,  beginning  with  Mr.  Lumpkin's 
going  to  Alaska,  we  have  had  no  less  than  five  young  women  of  the 
Diocese  who  have  offered  themselves  for  service  in  the  foreign  field. 
That  all  have  not  gone  is  not  due  to  any  lack  of  consecration  on  their 
part,  but  to  circumstances  over  which  they  had  no  control.  We  are 
glad,  however,  to  be  able  to  report  that  we  have  in  the  missionary  dis- 
trict of  Anking,  China,  one  devoted  young  woman,  Miss  Alice  Gregg, 
of  Mar's  Bluff,  S.  C,  who  ably  represents  us  in  the  foreign  field.  God 
has,  indeed,  answered  our  prayers  and  abundantly  blessed  our  efforts. 

While  much  remains  to  be  done  in  the  way  of  missionary  activity 
here  at  home,  after  nearly  ten  years  of  continuous  effort  to  reach  the 
mill  people  of  South  Carolina,  I  think  we  can  say  today  that  something 
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really  worth  while  and  of  permanent  value  has  been  accomplished.  At 
Graniteville,  at  Olympia  Mills,  Columbia,  and  at  Arkwright  and  All 
Saints'  Mission,  Spartanburg,  we  have  demonstrated  the  fact  that  this 
Church  is  eminently  suited  for  work  among  mill  people.  Experience  has 
shown  that  we  know  how  to  do  this  work,  and  that  with  trained  and  expe- 
rienced workers  and  with  proper  equipment  we  can  reach  and  hold  the 
people  better  than  perhaps  any  other  religious  organization  which  has 
so  far  attempted  to  reach  them.  I  believe  absolutely  in  the  Church's 
mission  to  the  mill  village  of  this  State,  and  I  wish  to  say  here  that  if 
God  spares  my  life  I  intend,  with  His  help  and  blessing,  to  do  more 
than  I  have  ever  done  in  the  past  to  strengthen  and  develop  this  most 
important  missionary  field  of  opportunity  and  service. 

But  not  only  has  the  Church  in  this  Diocese  shown  that  she  knows  how 
to  reach  mill  operatives  and  the  working  people  of  the  white  population 
of  the  State,  but  she  has  shown  that  she  has  a  mission  also  to  the  negro 
race  as  well.  In  my  opinion  there  is  no  trust  more  sacred  and  no  obliga- 
tion more  binding  upon  us  than  the  moral  uplift  and  evangelization  of 
these  black  people,  who  are  here  in  our  midst  through  no  choice  of  their 
own,  but  for  whose  spiritual  welfare  God  will  surely  hold  us  responsible. 

The  following  brief  statement  will  give  you  some  idea  of  how  we 
are  discharging  this  responsibility: 

We  have  in  South  Carolina  at  the  present  time  ten  colored  clergy 
in  charge  of  twenty-four  parishes  and  missions.  In  addition  to  these 
we  have  five  of  our  white  clergy  who  have  colored  missions  under  them 
and  are  assisting  in  the  work.  There  are  sixteen  colored  lay  readers, 
who  conduct  services  in  the  absence  of  the  minister.  We  estimate  that 
we  have  between  twelve  and  fifteen  hundred  colored  communicants. 
There  are  fifteen  Parochial  Schools,  with  an  attendance  of  over  two 
thousand  children.  In  these  schools  the  Church  Catechism  and  the 
Prayer  Book  are  taught  to  the  children  every  day.  And  in  addition  to 
their  regular  graded  school  curriculum,  they  are  given  some  form  of 
industrial  training.  The  girls  are  taught  cooking,  washing  and  sewing, 
and  the  boys  cobbling  and  some  gardening.  This  department  of  the 
work  is  still  in  its  infancy.  The  Archdeacon  and  I  have  plans  on  foot 
which,  with  the  assistance  of  the  American  Church  Institute  for  Negroes, 
we  hope  before  long  to  put  into  effect. 

If  I  have  reserved  the  Church  Home  Orphanage,  the  Church  Home  in 
Charleston  and  the  Porter  Military  Academy  to  the  last,  it  is  not  because 
I  do  not  value  the  work  that  they  are  doing  for  the  great  cause  of  Chris- 
tian philanthropy  and  education. 

The  wisdom  of  the  removal  of  the  Orphanage  to  York  has  more  than 
been  justified  by  the  wonderful  improvement  in  the  size  and  equipment 
of  the  Home  since  its  transfer  to  the  upcountry.  It  is  now  an  institu- 
tion of  which  we  may  all  feel  justly  proud,  and  one  whose  sphere  of 
usefulness  and  of  service  to  humanity  is  only  limited  by  our  faith,  and 
our  willingness  to  make  still  greater  sacrifices  for  its  endowment  and 
equipment. 

The  Porter  Military  Academy  is  just  now  entering  upon  its  semicen- 
tennial year,  which  we  hope  to  observe  in  a  fitting  and  becoming  man- 
ner at  our  approaching  commencement  in  June.  Owing  to  the  high  cost 
of  living  during  this  past  academic  year,  the  school  will  close  with  an 
unusually  large  financial  deficit,  which  I  fear  will  seriously  cripple  its 
usefulness,  unless  adequate  provision  can  be  made  to  meet  our  indebted- 
ness. In  view  of  the  increased  cost  of  all  materials  necessary  for  the 
running  of  the  school,  the  trustees,  at  a  recent  meeting,  have  decided  to 
increase  the  price  of  board  and  tuition  from  $300  to  $400  per  year.  This 
is  only  what  other  institutions  of  a  similar  character  are  doing  all  over 
the  country.  I  hope  that  every  friend  of  the  academy  will  make  it  clear 
to  our  patrons  that  this  increase  in  price  is  a  war  measure,  made  neces- 
sary by  conditions  over  which  we  have  no  control. 
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The  acceptance  by  the  Diocese  of  a  five  per  cent,  apportionment  on 
current  expenses  for  the  cause  of  Christian  education,  to  be  divided 
between  St.  Mary's  and  Porter  Military  Academy  and  Sewanee,  is  a 
forward  step  that  has  my  most  cordial  approval  and  endorsement.  This 
recognition  of  an  obligation  on  the  part  of  the  Diocese  is  one  for  which 
I  can  take  no  sort  of  credit,  because  when  it  was  first  introduced  at 
Florence,  while  I  did  not  oppose,  I  doubted  the  ability  of  the  Diocese 
to  assume  it.  In  that  I  was  mistaken,  and  I  wish  now  to  ask  your  for- 
giveness, for  what  seemed  my  lack  of  vision  and  of  faith  in  the  willing- 
ness of  our  people  to  contribute  to  any  good  cause  which  enlists  their 
interest  and  sympathy.  May  the  good  work  go  on,  and  may  the  Lord 
raise  up  leaders  among  us,  both  men  and  women,  of  consecration  and 
vision,  who  will  point  the  way  to  still  greater  opportunities. of  service 
and  of  sacrifice  in  years  to  come. 

These  are  some  of  the  things  for  which  we  thank  God  and  take  cour- 
age, but  in  a  resume  of  this  kind  it  would  not  be  fair  to  you,  or  to  those 
who  come  after  us,  if  I,  did  not  mention  here  some  of  our  failures  and 
shortcomings. 

Among  our  disappointments  I  must  mention  here  our  failure  to  raise 
our  apportionment  of  $25,000,  which  we  were  asked  to  give  as  our  share 
of  the  Sewanee  debt.  The  latest  figures  show  that  we  contributed  a 
little  over  $8,000,  or  about  one-third  of  what  was  expected  of  us.  Also 
in  the  recent  campaign  for  the  Church  Pension  Fund,  while  smaller  and 
weaker  Dioceses  like  East  Carolina,  exceeded  their  apportionment  by 
several  thousand  dollars,  we  succeeded  in  raising  only  about  $24,000 
out  of  the  $40,000  asked  of  us.  I  confess  I  don't  quite  understand  our 
failure  to  respond  more  generously  to  such  deserving  appeals.  Can  it 
be  that  our  people  are  poorer  than  in  other  Southern  Dioceses?  Or 
is  it  that  we  are  less  well  organized,  or  less  well  trained  to  give?  How- 
ever this  may  be,  it  is  proper  that  I  should  call  your  attention  to  these, 
our  shortcomings  to  the  Dioceses,  in  order  that  when  the  opportunity 
shall  come  again  to  serve  the  Church  or  the  cause  of  Christian  education 
in  some  large  and  generous  way,  we  may  profit  by  our  mistakes,  and 
arouse  ourselves  to  put  forth  more  earnest  efforts  in  the  future. 

Necrology. 

Since  I  last  addressed  you  the  American  Church  has  lost  seven  of  her 
Bishops. 

On  August  6th,  1916,  died  Rt.  Rev.  Samuel  David  Ferguson,  D.  D., 
Missionary  Bishop  of  Liberia.  Bishop  Ferguson  was  a  native  of  this 
Diocese.  Was  born  in  Charleston  in  1841,  and  was  baptized  by  Bishop 
Gadsden. 

On  August  28th,  1916,  died  the  Rt.  Rev.  Leigh  Richmond  Brewer, 
D.  D.,  Bishop  of  Montana. 

On  September  22d,  1916,  died  Rt.  Rev.  Geo.  Wm.  Peterkin,  D.  D., 
Bishop  of  West  Virginia. 

On  December  8th,  1916,  died  Rt.  Rev.  Frank  Rosebrook  Millspaugh, 
D.  D.,  Bishop  of  Kansas. 

On  February  13th,  1917,  died  Rt.  Rev.  Cleveland  Kinloch  Nelson,  D.  D., 
Bishop  of  Atlanta. 

Died  February  18th,  1917,  Rt.  Rev.  Samuel  Cook  Edsall,  D.  D.,  Bishop 
of  Minnesota. 

Died  May  2d,  1917,  William  David  Walker,  D.  D.,  Bishop  of  Western 
New  York. 

These  Bishops  were  among  the  foremost  leaders  of  the  American 
Church,  and  their  loss  will  be  sorely  felt  in  this  hour  of  the  nation's 
peril.  I  shall  not  attempt  here  to  give  .you  any  estimate  of  their  life 
and  labors.  Or  of  their  valuable  services  to  the  Church  or  to  the  nation. 
We  bow  our  heads  in  humble  submission  to  the  loving  will  and  wise 
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providence  of  Almighty  God,  and  commend  their  souls  to  His  gracious 
keeping. 

Besides  the  loss  of  our  Bishops  it  becomes  my  sad  duty  to  report 
the  death  of  two  of  our  Presbyters,  since  I  last  addressed  you. 

At  Columbus,- Ga.,  on  July  19th,  1916,  died  Rev.  Jas.  Wm.  Sparks, 
in  the  71st  year  of  his  age.  Mr.  Sparks  was  born  in  Monmorthshire, 
England.  Was  a  graduate  of  St.  Alban's  Hall,  Oxford.  He  was 
ordained  Deacon  in  1870,  and  Priest  in  1871,  by  Bishop  Horatio  Potter, 
of  New  York.  In  1906  he  become  Rector  of  St.  Helena's  Church,  Beau- 
fort, S.  C,  and  at  the  time  of  his  death  was  Rector  Emeritus  of  Lower 
St.  John's,  Berkeley  county,  and  of  St.  Thomas',  and  St.  Dennis',  Wando. 
For  more  than  a  year  before  his  death  he  had  been  a  helpless  and  con- 
firmed invalid,  and  the  end  came  as  a  blessed  release  from  a  long  period 
of  enforced  inactivity  from  the  ministry,  which  he  loved,  and  in  which 
he  had  served  so  long  and  faithfully. 

On  November  30th,  1916,  in  the  Government  Hospital  at  Ft.  Sam 
Houston,  Texas,  died  Rev.  Richard  Cullen  Jeter,  Chaplain  of  the  First 
Regiment,  National  Guard,  S.  C.  Mr.  Jeter  had  resigned  his  parish  at 
Aiken  to  go  with  his  regiment  to  the  Mexican  border,  but  the  fatiguing 
life  of  the  camp  and  the  high  elevation  of  the  country  proved  too  much 
for  his  strength,  and  he  contracted  heart  trouble,  from  which  he  died. 
He  was  very  popular  with  the  officers  and  men  of  his  regiment,  and  was 
considered  one  of  the  most  forcible  and  popular  preachers  on  the  border. 
He  gave  his  life  in  patriotic  service  and  devotion  to  his  country,  and  has 
set  us  all  a  splendid  example  of  service  and  self-sacrifice  which  many 
a  young  man  would  do  well  to  follow. 

"Grant  to  us,  O  Lord,  who  are  still  in  our  pilgrimage,  and  who  walk 
as  yet  by  faith,  that  having  served  Thee  with  constancy  on  earth  we  may 
be  joined  hereafter  with  Thy  blessed  Saints  in  Glory  everlasting."

On  May  19th,  1916,  Bishop  Bunch,  of  New  York,  at  my  request, 
ordained  Oliver  J.  Hart  to  the  Diaconate. 

Clerical  Changes. 

The  usual  number  of  clerical  changes  have  taken  place  within  the 
Diocese  during  the  past  year. 

The  Rev.  Wilmot  S.  Holmes  has  taken  charge  of  the  work  at  Laurens, 
Newberry,  Willington,  and  Calhoun  Falls. 

The  Rev.  Percy  J.  Robottom  has  resigned  his  work  as  Missionary  in 
charge  of  Trinity  Mission  and  St.  Timothy,  Columbia,  and  has  accepted 
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a  position  as  Platform  Lecturer  of  the  Southern  Sociological  Congress, 
which  I  have  since  learned  has  been  disbanded  on  account  of  the  war. 

Rev.  Henry  DeSaussure  Bull,  the  assistant  at  St.  Luke's,  Charleston, 
has  accepted  a  call  to  Christ  Church,  Charleston,  and  entered  upon  his 
duties  May  1st. 

Rev.  Oliver  J.  Hart  has  accepted  a  call  to  be  the  assistant  to  Dr.  Ker- 
shaw, at  St.  Michael's  Church,  Charleston,  and  will  enter  upon  his  duties 
June  1st. 

Rev.  Julian  Clyde  Perry  has  been  put  in  charge  of  the  new  Colored 
Mission  at  Sumter,  and  of  St.  Thomas',  Eastover. 

Additions  to  Our  Working  Force. 

In  addition  to  these  changes  within  the  Diocese,  it  gives  me  pleasure 
to  report  a  number  of  clergy  who  have  come  to  our  assistance  within  the 
past  year,  whom  we  are  glad  to  welcome  here,  and  whom,  I  am  sure, 
will  prove  a  great  addition  to  our  working  force. 

Rev.  John  S.  Lightbourn,  of  the  Diocese  of  Indiana,  has  taken  charge 
of  St.  George  Parish,  Winyah. 

Rev.  John  Ridout,  formerly  of  the  Diocese  of  West  Texas,  is  now  in 
charge  of  St.  Thaddseus',  Aiken. 

Rev.  Ambler  M.  Blackford,  of  the  Diocese  of  Virginia,  is  located  at 
Greenwood  and  Abbeville. 

Rev.  L.  W.  Blackwelder,  of  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina,  is  at  Glenn 
Springs  and  Union. 

Rev.  Frank  A.  Juhan,  of  the  Diocese  of  West  Texas,  is  now  at  Christ 
Church,  Greenville. 

Rev.  Chas.  S.  Sedgwick,  of  the  Diocese  of  Washington,  is  at  St.  Mark's, 
Charleston. 

Rev.  C.  A.  Harrison,  of  the  Diocese  of  Maryland,  is  at  St.  Luke's, 
Columbia. 

Rev.  W.  M.  Walton,  formerly  Archdeacon  of  the  Diocese  of  Atlanta, 
is  now  in  charge  of  Summerton  and  Manning. 

Including  the  two  clergy  who  have  been  ordained  within  the  past  year, 
we  have  a  total  of  ten  added  to  our  clerical  force  by  transfer  and  ordina- 
tion since  last  Council. 

Against  this,  I  regret  to  have  to  report  the  resignation  and  transfer 
to  other  Dioceses  of  some  of  the  strongest  and  most  faithful  of  our 
clergy,  whose  absence  from  the  Diocese,  will  be  sorely  felt. 

The  Rev.  R.  M.  Marshall,  of  Clemson,  has  left  us  to  accept  work  at 
University  of  North  Carolina,  Chapel  Hill. 

Rev.  C.  H.  Jordan,  of  Greenwood,  has  gone  to  the  Diocese  of  East 
Carolina. 

Rev.  J.  Harry  Chesley,  of  Union,  has  accepted  work  in  the  Diocese  of 
Easton. 

Rev.  C.  H.  Bascom,  of  Christ  Church,  Charleston,  has  been  trans- 
ferred to  the  Diocese  of  Maine. 

The  Rev.  Louis  G.  Wood  has  given  up  his  work  at  St.  Luke's,  Charles- 
ton, to  become  the  assistant  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Missions  in  the 
Fourth  Province.  I  am  glad  to  report  that  he  is  still  canonically  con- 
nected with  the  Diocese,  and  I  hope  to  be  able  to  keep  his  name  on  our 
clergy  list. 

Rev.  Wm.  H.  Barnwell,  after  20  years  of  faithful  service  in  this 
Diocese,  has  resigned  his  large  field  of  work  at  Stateburg,  Hagood  and 
Pinewood,  and  will  in  the  future  reside  with  his  family  in  Wilming- 
ton, N.  C. 

We  part  with  these  brethren  most  reluctantly,  and  with  deep  and 
grateful  appreciation  of  their  services  to  the  Church  and  to  the  Diocese. 

By  death,  resignation  and  removal  we  have  lost  eight  from  the  active 
ministry  of  the  Church  'in  the  Diocese. 
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We  have  added  ten,  so  that  while  we  cannot  report  any  decided  gain 
in  the  number  of  our  clergy,  we  are  still  able  to  report  progress. 

With  four  Postulants,  three  candidates  for  Holy  Orders,  and  two 
Deacons  preparing  for  ordination  to  the  Priesthood,  the  outlook  for  new 
men  for  the  ministry  is  decidedly  encouraging. 

Confirmations  from  May  10th,  1916,  to  May  6th,  1917. 

The  confirmations  for  the  past  year  show  a  slight  falling  off  from  the 
year  ending  May  10th,  1916. 

The  total  number  for  this  year  is  610,  as  against  659  with  the  single 
exception  of  last  year,  in  which  the  number  of  confirmations  was 
unusually  large,  the  record  for  this  year  is  well  ahead  of  any  previous 
year  since  I  have  been  Bishop. 

In  the  appended  list  I  make  no  mention  of  places  visited  at  which  there 
was  no  confirmation.

members  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  said  city  of  Columbia. 

Church  Pension  Fund. 

As  I  have  explained  in  my  letter  to  The  Diocese,  under  date  of  March 
1st,  it  will  be  necessary  at  this  Council  to  appoint  a  Diocesan  Committee 
and  Treasurer  of  the  Church  Pension  Fund,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to 
collect  the  7y2%  levy  on  the  salaries  of  all  the  clergy,  and  to  forward 
the  same  to  the  central  office  in  New  York.  The  most  important  mem- 
ber of  this  committee  will  be  the  Treasurer,  to  whom  all  of  our  assess- 
ments must  be  paid.  How  the  pension  system  is  supposed  to  operate 
has  been  fully  set  forth  by  Mr.  Monell  Sayre  in  a  recent  pamphlet  entitled 
"Pension  System  of  the  Church  Pension  Fund."  You  have  all  doubt- 
less seen  copies  of  this  folder.  It  may,  therefore,  be  regarded  as  the 
most  recent  and  authoritative  statement  of  all  of  the  provisions  of  the 
pension  system  that  has  yet  been  put  forth,  and  should  be  carefully 
read  and  studied  by  every  member  of  this  Council.  The  first  important 
fact  to  be  noted  is  that  the  Church  Pension  Fund  went  into  operation 
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on  last  March  1st,  and,  therefore,  that  all  assessments  on  parishes  and 
missions  for  the  7y>%  levy  on  the  salaries  of  the  clergy  fell  due  at  that 
time.  If  such  assessments  are  not  paid  within  30  days  after  they  are 
due,  then  interest  of  5%  per  annum  attaches.  Or,  if  any  misfortune 
befalls  the  rector,  which  would  result  in  his  physical  disability  or  death 
during  the  interim,  in  which  the  monthly  premium  was  not  paid,  his 
stipend,  as  I  understand  it,  will  be  forfeited. 

Let  me  repeat  again,  with  all  the  emphasis  that  the  importance  of  this 
subject  calls  for,  that  the  chief  responsibility  for  the  collection  of  this 
7y2%  levy  rests  upon  the  laity  of  the  Diocese.  I,  therefore,  urge  upon 
all  vestrymen,  lay  readers,  and  other  church  officials,  both  Diocesan  and 
Parochial,  the  importance  of  taking  steps  at  once  to  see  that  the  assess- 
ments on  their  parishes  and  missions  are  promptly  met.  If  the  addi- 
tional tax  has  not  already  been  included  in  your  monthly  budget  of 
expenses,  please  see  that  it  is  done.  The  clergy  cannot  be  expected  to 
look  after  these  assessments  themselves,  they  are  too  personally  and 
directly  concerned  to  take  the  initiative.  It  is,  therefore,  both  the  duty 
and  the  privilege  of  the  laymen  of  the  Church  to  see  that  their  clergy  do 
not  suffer  through  their  neglect.  I  wish  here  to  call  the  laymen's  attention 
to  this  possible  contingency,  which  they  may  as  well  face  now  as  later. 

If  for  any  reason  a  parish  or  mission  should  grow  negligent  of  its 
obligations  to  the  Church  Pension  Fund,  not  only  will  the  rector  suffer, 
but  when  a  vacancy  occurs,  such  parish  or  mission  will  find  it  exceed- 
ingly difficult  to  get  any  one  in  the  future  to  accept  their  call.  No  clergy- 
man would  care,  nor  could  he  afford  to  accept  a  call  to  a  parish  which 
has  the  reputation  of  not  meeting  promptly  its  obligations  to  the 
Church  Pension  Fund,  nor  could  the  Bishop,  in  recommending  a  clergy- 
man to  such  a  vacancy  fail  to  call  his  attention  to  the  delinquency  of  the 
parish  extending  the  call.  In  other  words,  the  obligation  of  the  vestry 
and  of  the  congregation  to  pay  its  assessment  to  the  Church  Pension 
Fund  is  just  as  binding  as  its  obligation  to  pay  the  rector  his  salary. 
And  failure  to  pay  the  one  would  be  quite  as  inexcusable  and  disastrous 
in  its  effect  upon  the  life  of  the  parish  as  failure  to  pay  the  other.  I 
cannot  put  the  case  too  strongly,  or  exaggerate  its  importance. 

As  I  told  you  at  last  Council,  I  had  hoped  that  the  income  from  our 
own  Diocesan  Clergy  Relief  Society  would  be  available  to  pay  in  part 
or  whole  the  assessment  of  7y2%  on  the  total  salaries  of  all  the  clergy 
in  the  Diocese.  But  we  have  been  informed  by  Mr.  Sayre  that  the 
Church  Pension  Fund  cannot  be  made  retroactive.  That  is,  the  fund 
cannot  be  responsible  for  any  clergyman  who  was  not  in  active  service 
on  March  1st,  1917, — therefore,  when  our  own  Clergy  Society  met  on 
February  10th,  1917,  and  voted  to  turn  over  to  the  Diocese  its  income, 
it  could  only  give  us  the  balance  left  after  deducting  the  cost  incurred 
in  handling  and  maintaining  its  funds,  and  what  remained  after  paying 
stipends  to  all  its  present  beneficiaries.  The  balance  which  thus  becomes 
available  for  Diocesan  purposes  amounts  to  about  $1,200.00.  Of  course, 
as  the  present  beneficiaries  of  our  society  die  off,  the  income  derived  from 
this  source  will  steadily  increase.  But  certainly  for  this  year,  and  prob- 
ably for  the  next  few  years,  the  Diocese  will  have  to  raise  nearly  the 
whole  amount  required.  By  resolution  of  the  last  Council,  it  was 
decided  that  the  first  use  to  be  made  of  the  income  of  our  own  Clergy 
Relief  Society  would  be  to  pay  the  7y2%  levy  on  the  stipends  of  all 
Missionaries  of  our  Diocesan  Board.  At  a  recent  meeting  of  the  Finance 
Committee  in  Columbia,  this  provision  has  been  carried  out.  And  you 
will  hear  later  from  this  committee  regarding  certain  important  resolu- 
tions and  suggestions  which  they  have  to  bring  before  you. 

I  append  herewith  a  copy  of  the  resolutions  passed  by  our  Diocesan 
Clergy  Relief  Society  at  its  last  meeting.  They  should  be  printed  in  the 
Journal  and  form  a  part  of  the  record  of  our  proceedings. 

Before  dismissing  this  subject,  however,  I  feel  that  a  word  of  thanks 
and  appreciation  is  due  from  me  to  the  officers  and  members  of  our 
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Diocesan  Clergy  Society  for  the  action  which  they  have  taken.  We  owe 
much  to  the  able  advocacy  of  the  Church  Pension  Fund  plan  by  the 
President  of  the  society,  Judge  H.  A.  M.  Smith,  whose  very  clear  and 
convincing  statement  of  the  advantages  of  the  Church  Pension  Fund 
over  anything  that  the  society  could  in  the  future  do  for  its  beneficiaries, 
carried  great  weight  and  removed  the  last  lingering  objection  which  may 
have  been  in  the  minds  of  any  one  to  the  proposed  plan.  It  seems  to  me 
a  resolution  of  thanks  from  this  Council  to  the  officers  and  members  of 
our  own  Clergy  Society  would  be  entirely  proper  as  well  as  deserved. 

Marriage  and  Divorce. 

The  close  proximity  to  us  of  adjoining  States  where  divorce  after  mar- 
riage is  easily  obtained  has  in  the  last  few  years  created  a  situation  in 
Church  circles  in  this  Diocese  that  calls  for  some  statement  by  me  as 
to  the  position  of  our  Church  regarding  the  whole  question  of  marriage 
and  divorce.  I  am  convinced  that  our  Church  people  stand  sadly  in  need 
of  definite  instruction  on  the  most  sacred  and  fundamental  obligations 
of  the  marriage  bond.  They  need  to  be  told  just  what  is  the  position  of 
our  Church  regarding  marriage,  and  what  are  the  penalties  which  the 
Church  imposes  upon  those  married  otherwise  than  God's  word  doth 
allow.  Our  position  as  a  Church  in  this  Diocese  where  the  State  allows 
no  divorce  after  marriage  on  any  grounds  is  somewhat  anomalous. 
After  giving  the  matter  the  most  serious  thought,  based  upon  a  num- 
ber of  cases  brought  before  me  at  diffierent  times,  I  have  taken  the  posi- 
tion that  the  Church  in  South  Carolina  is  solemnly  bound  to  uphold  and 
support  with  all  the  weight  of  her  great  influence  the  laws  of  the  State. 
While,  therefore,  in  other  States,  if  may  be  lawful  under  our  canons  to 
allow  remarriage  after  divorce  for  the  one  cause  of  adultery,  yet  in  South 
Carolina  we  have  decided  that,  no  such  exception  can  be  made.  I  have 
taken  this  position  not  because  I  set  my  judgment  above  the  judgment 
of  the  Church,  but  because  I  find  myself  as  a  citizen  of  the  State  in  an 
irreconcilable  position  as  between  the  law  of  the  Church  and  the  law 
of  the  State.  As  a  Bishop  in  the  Church  of  God  I  have  a  duty  to  per- 
form to  the  State,  as  well  as  to  the  Church.  I  am  solemnly  bound  as  a 
citizen  to  uphold  the  laws  of  the  State,  and  to  refrain  from  doing  any- 
thing which  would  tend  to  weaken  or  undermine  public  sentiment  regard- 
ing the  indissolubleness  of  the  marriage  relation.  I  am  not  willing  as  a 
Bishop  to  do  that  which  I  would  not  do  as  a  citizen.  I,  therefore,  have 
refused  to  give  permission  to  the  clergy  of  this  Diocese  to  remarry 
divorced  persons,  no  matter  what  the  ground  of  divorce. 

But  our  troubles  in  this  regard  arise  not  so  much  from  the  remarriage 
of  divorced  persons  out  of  the  State,  as  from  the  complications  which 
arise  when  persons  thus  remarried,  apply  to  the  rectors  of  our  parishes 
and  missions  to  be  admitted  to  the  sacraments  of  the  Church.  In  the 
case  of  a  person  divorced  and  remarried  on  scriptural  grounds  there  can, 
of  course,  be  no  question  that  such  person  should  be  admitted  to  baptism, 
confirmation  and  the  Holy  Communion.  But  as  it  so  often  happens,  the 
real  ground  of  the  divorce  is  not  given  in  the  records  of  the  Court.  The 
plaintiff  pleads  desertion  or  non-support.  And  largely  through  igno- 
rance of  the  law  of  the  Church,  and  of  the  obligations  of  Christian  mar- 
riage, many  persons  who  are  divorced  out  of  the  State  obtain  the  divorce 
on  every  ground  but  the  right  one.  Even  when  the  lawyer  advises  his 
client  to  institute  divorce  proceedings  on  the  ground  of  adultery,  for 
personal  or  family  reasons  the  true  cause  is  withheld,  and  the  divorce 
granted  on  some  other  ground.  Now,  when  such  persons  apply  to  be 
admitted  to  the  sacraments  of  the  Church,  I  am  obliged  to  withhold  my 
consent  until  I  have  satisfactory  evidence  laid  before  me  that  the  divorce 
could  have  been  granted  on  scriptural  grounds,  and  also  that  the  party 
seeking  the  divorce  was  the  "innocent  party,"  within  the  meaning  of  the 
canon. 
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My  experience  in  dealing  with  such  eases  has  convinced  me  that  our 
people  are  woefully  ignorant  of  the  laws  of  God  and  of  this  Church, 
touching  the  whole  marriage  relation.  I  do  not  believe  that  our  clergy — 
many  of  them — begin  to  realize  how  sadly  in  need  of  definite  instruction 
in  these  matters  many  of  our  people  are.  I  would,  therefore,  recommend 
that  they  take  occasion  through  their  confirmation  classes,  and  through 
an  occasional  sermon  on  the  subject,  to  instruct  their  congregation  con- 
cerning the  Christian  law  of  marriage,  as  this  Church  has  received  the 
same,  and  also  regarding  my  own  position  in  the  premises. 

The  Negro  Suffragan. 

I  had  not  intended  to  refer  again  to  the  matter  of  a  Negro  Suffragan 
Bishop  for  this  Diocese,  but  I  am  in  receipt  of  a  letter  from  Bishop 
Cheshire,  of  North  Carolina,  under  date  of  April  10th,  1917,  which  will 
require  some  action  on  your  part. 

"Dear  Bishop  Guerry:  As  the  General  Convention  by  its  action  last 
October  definitely  rejected  the  scheme  of  a  Missionary  Jurisdiction  with 
a  colored  Bishop,  and  practically  reaffirmed  its  judgment  in  favor  of 
employing  a  Suffragan  Negro  Bishop,  it  seems  to  me  that  we  in  the 
Carolina  Dioceses  who  have  been  urging  the  importance  of  having  a 
Bishop  of  their  own  race  to  minister  to  our  colored  people,  are  at  least 
bound  to  take  this  matter  up  and  to  consider  seriously  whether  it  be  in 
our  power  to  use  with  advantage  to  our  colored  work  and  to  the  interest 
of  the  Church  generally  a  Negro  Suffragan  Bishop.  It  is,  therefore, 
my  purpose  at  my  approaching  Diocesan  Convention  to  ask  that  a  com- 
mittee be  appointed  to  consider  this  question  of  a  Negro  Suffragan 
Bishop,  with  power  to  confer  with  any  similar  committees  which  may  be 
appointed  by  neighboring  Dioceses  and  to  report  to  the  next  convention 
their  conclusions  and  recommendations  in  this  matter,  as  may  seem  to 
them  best.  I  hope  that  you  will  feel  that  you  can  ask  your  convention 
to  appoint  a  similar  committee.  I  am  addressing  to  the  Bishop  of 
East  Carolina  a  similar  request.    I  remain,  my  dear  brother, 

Very  truly  yours, 

Joseph  Blount  Cheshire, 
Bishop  of  North  Carolina." 

To  this  I  replied,  that  if  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina  should  see 
fit  to  elect  a  Negro  Suffragan  Bishop,  that  I  would  gladly  co-operate  to 
the  extent  of  inviting  such  colored  suffragan  to  make  occasional  visita- 
tions in  my  Diocese.  And  that  it  might  also  be  possible  for  me  to  invite 
him  to  visit  my  colored  Council,  and  to  make  an  address;  but  that  if 
there  was  to  be  any  permanent  arrangement  between  us  as  to  division  of 
time,  of  if  I  would  be  expected  to  pay  a  part  of  his  salary,  I  would, 
of  course,  first  bring  the  matter  before  you,  and  ask  for  your  approval 
of  the  plan. 

So  far  as  the  Bishop's  letter  goes,  it  is  evident  that  he  does  not  con- 
template taking  any  action  at  his  next  Diocesan  Council.  He  asks  that 
we  appoint  a  committee  to  confer  with  a  similar  committee  from  his 
Diocese,  so  that  in  the  event  that  his  Council  should  decide  to  elect  a 
Negro  Suffragan  Bishop,  the  two  Dioceses  of  North  and  South  Carolina 
might  work  out  some  plan  of  co-operation  to  their  mutual  advantage. 
The  newly  elected  Bishop  would,  of  course,  be  the  suffragan  to  the 
Bishop  of  North  Carolina,  and  would  only  come  into  our  Diocese  by 
invitation  and  subject  to  such  regulations  and  conditions  as  we  ourselves 
would  impose. 

I  would,  therefore,  recommend  that  we  comply  with  the  request  of 
the  Bishop  of  North  Carolina,  and  appoint  a  committee  of  five  for 
conference  with  a  similar  committee  from  his  Diocese  to  report  back  at 
our  next  Council. 
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But  in  order  that  you  may  fully  understand  the  significance  of  Bishop 
Cheshire's  request,  it  is  well  to  remember  that  he  is  not  acting  alone  in 
the  plan  which  he  has  proposed.  His  action  has  already  been  antici- 
pated by  the  Province  of  the  Southwest,  which  met  in  Little  Rock,  Ark., 
last  January.  The  Bishop  of  Texas,  who  has  hitherto  been  a  most 
ardent  champion  of  the  Separate  Racial  District  for  Negroes  in  the 
South,  realizing  that  the  last  General  Convention  had  definitely  decided 
in  favor  of  a  Negro  Suffragan  Bishop  for  the  colored  race  in  the  South, 
moved  the  following  resolutions,  which  were  unanimously  adopted: 

"Whereas,  The  General  Convention  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church 
at  its  triennial  meeting  in  the  city  of  St.  Louis  last  fall  declined  to  grant 
the  petition  of  this  Southwest  Province,  relative  to  the  missionary  organ- 
ization of  the  work  among  negroes,  and  as  a  substitute  for  the  plan 
proposed  in  our  petition,  have  authorized  the  election  of  Suffragan 
Bishops  to  be  placed  in  charge  of  such  work;  therefore, 

Be  it  resolved  by  the  Synod  of  this  Southwest  Province,  That  if  the 
Diocese  of  Texas  or  Arkansas,  or  any  other  Diocese  in  this  Province  is 
willing  to  elect  a  Suffragan  Bishop,  we,  the  representatives  of  the 
Dioceses  and  Missionary  Districts  composing  the  Province,  do  hereby 
heartily  approve  of  such  an  election  and  pledge  ourselves  to  co-operate 
with  the  Diocese  of  Texas,  or  other  Dioceses  electing  a  Negro  Suffragan, 
and  will  place  the  work  among  the  negroes  in  our  respective  jurisdictions 
under  the  care  and  supervision  of  such  Bishop.  And  further,  we  will 
request  the  General  Board  of  Missions  to  appropriate  the  sum  of  $3,000 
for  the  support  of  such  Bishop;  and  secondly, 

Be  it  resolved,  That  this  action  of  the  Synod  be  submitted  to  the 
several  Dioceses  and  Missionary  Districts  in  Councils  or  Convocations 
assembled,  and  that  no  Diocese  or  Missionary  District  is  to  be  included 
in  this  petition  without  its  own  authoritative  consent  and  also  that  no 
congregation  of  negroes  is  to  be  so  included  if  they  prefer  to  remain 
under  the  charge  of  the  regular  Diocesan  or  Missionary  Bishop." 

The  action,  therefore,  proposed  by  the  Bishop  of  North  Carolina  is 
entirely  in  keeping  with  these  resolutions  and  with  the  mind  of  the 
Church  as  expressed  through  its  General  Convention. 

It  is  some  satisfaction  to  me  to  feel  that  what  I  have  contended  for 
for  more  than  seven  years  of  my  episcopate,  and  to  which  you  gave  a 
tentative  endorsement  in  Greenville  in  1914,  has  at  last  received  the 
approval  of  the  General  Church,  and  now  bids  fair  to  be  put  into  actual 
operation  in  a  number  of  our  Southern  Dioceses.  While  it  is  true  that 
no  new  machinery  or  canon  law  is  required  to  put  the  plan  into  opera- 
tion, yet  it  is  not  correct  to  say  that  the  matter  stands  just  where  it  did 
prior  to  the  General  Convention  of  1916.  For  the  first  time  since  the 
General  Convention  of  1904,  when  a  joint  committee  of  both  houses 
was  appointed  to  consider  this  question,  we  are  now  able  to  say  that 
the  Church  has  decided  upon  a  definite  policy  and  plan  regarding  the 
vexed  problem  of  the  status  of  the  negro  in  the  Church. 

The  War  and  the  World  Crisis. 

With  our  country  now  actually  engaged  in  war  with  a  foreign  power 
it  is  impossible  for  me  on  an  occasion  of  this  kind,  to  pass  over  in  silence 
a  fact  of  such  tremendous  significance,  and  one  which  I  believe  is  destined 
to  exert  a  very  profound  and  far-reaching  influence  upon  the  future  of 
our  Church  and  nation.  Whatever  differences  of  opinion  may  exist 
among  us,  as  to  the  wisdom  or  inevitableness  of  the  present  conflict,  in 
this  supreme  hour  of  the  nation's  peril,  we  must  stand  solidly  together 
as  loyal  Americans  and  citizens  of  this  great  commonwealth.  We  must 
know  no  North  and  no  South,  no  section  and  no  party.  The  spirit  of 
sectionalism  in  this  crisis  must  give  place  to  the  spirit  of  nationalism, 
and  that  in  its  turn,  must  eventually  give  place  to  the  larger  claims  of 
humanity  and  of  the  Kingdom  of  God  upon  earth.    The  spirit  of  nation- 
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alism  is  one  that  should  be  fostered  and  encouraged  in  any  people, 
but  when  national  destiny  and  national  ambition  become  the  supreme 
aims  for  which  nations  exist,  these  are  certain  to  give  rise  to  international 
conflicts,  and  the  subordination  of  the  rights  and  liberties  of  weaker 
and  dependent  countries  to  the  selfish  greed  and  thirst  for  power  of 
stronger  and  more  powerful  nations.  Nationalism  as  a  basis  for  ulti- 
mate unity  between  the  peoples  of  the  earth  has  broken  down  in  this 
great  war.  It  can  never  furnish  a  basis  of  unity  broad  enough  to  take 
in  all  the  separated  peoples  of  the  earth,  and  to  reconcile  their  conflicting 
claims  and  interests.  If  national  destiny  is  to  remain  a  legitimate 
motive  for  plunging  the  world  into  war,  then  just  so  long  will  those 
nations  who  are  conscious  of  a  national  destiny  to  be  achieved  at  any 
cost,  run  athwart  other  nations  bent  upon  the  same  selfish  career.  We 
must  rise  to  a  higher  level  and  to  a  broader  vision  of  the  part  that 
America  is  destined  to  play  in  this  great  world  conflict.  We  must 
realize  that  the  nation  after  all  is  only  one  of  a  great  family  of  nations; 
only  one  of  a  great  group  of  federated  countries  and  that  the  time  may 
come,  indeed,  has  already  come,  when  it  may  be  necessary  to  sacrifice 
some  of  the  legitimate  rights  of  the  nation  to  the  larger  and  higher  claims 
of  humanity  as  a  whole.  Not  "America  First"  should  be  our  motto  in 
this  war,  but  "Humanity  First," — "The  Kingdom  of  God  First,"  that 
great  Kingdom  and  Family  of  God,  which  is  destined  to  take  in  all 
nations  and  all  countries,  and  reconcile  all  men  by  the  blood  of  Jesus 
Christ  in  one  great  communion  and  fellowship, — the  Church  of  the  Liv- 
ing God,  the  Pillar  and  Ground  of  the  Truth. 

With  the  political  and  economic  aspects  of  this  war  I  am  not  primarily 
concerned,  but  as  a  Bishop  of  the  Church  I  am  profoundly  concerned 
that  the  motives  which  inspire  my  countrymen  in  this  struggle  shall 
be  worthy  of  the  best  traditions  of  the  nation.  We  have  already  given 
evidence  in  China,  in  Cuba  and  in  the  Philippines  that  we  are  not  a  sordid 
or  a  mercenary  people.  Our  flag  does  not  represent  oppression  or  greed 
or  lust  of  conquest, — it  stands  now  as  it  has  ever  stood,  for  the  blessings 
of  liberty,  democracy  and  fair  play  for  all  the  nations  of  the  earth. 

No  man  can  forecast  the  future,  nor  foresee  what  part  America  is 
destined  to  play  in  the  final  settlement  of  international  differences  grow- 
ing out  of  this  great  world  struggle,  to  which  we  have  now  become  a 
party;  but  if  the  time  ever  comes  when  we  will  be  represented  around 
the  Council  Board  of  Nations  to  arrange  for  a  Permanent  Peace  for  the 
future  of  the  race,  then  let  us  enter  that  conference  with  high  and  noble 
motives.  With  the  determination  to  see  to  it  that  even  our  enemies 
shall  be  treated  with  justice  and  consideration.  Let  us  refuse  to  be  a 
party  to  any  compact  that  may  be  inspired  by  the  spirit  of  revenge,  or 
by  dreams  of  selfish  ambition  and  world  dominion.  If  we  must  draw 
the  sword  from  its  scabbard,  let  us  see  to  it  that  the  sword  we  draw 
shall  "be  bathed  in  Heaven,"  and  baptized  into  the  divine  will  and  pur- 
pose of  God.  Let  that  sword  of  the  nation  be  forever  stainless,  and 
free  from  the  charge  of  dishonor,  or  broken  faith  or  ghastly  cruelties 
which  shock  the  moral  sense  of  the  world,  and  .destroy  men's  faith  in 
the  rule  of  a  righteous  and  just  God. 

Let  me  conclude  this  portion  of  my  address  with  certain  practical 
observations,  which  I  hope  may  be  of  service  to  our  clergy  and  laity 
in  this  time  of  national  distress. 

The  War — A  Spiritual  Opportunity. 

First.  I  think  we  should  all  realize  that  this  war  constitutes  a  unique 
spiritual  opportunity  in  the  life  of  the  Church  in  this  Diocese  and 
throughout  the  nation.  I  feel  that;  our  clergy  should  do  their  very  best 
preaching  at  this  time, — that  they  should  give  themselves  with  new  con- 
secration and  zeal  to  the  ministration  of  the  Word  and  Sacraments,  and 
be  now  and  always  the  true  spiritual  leaders  and  pastors  of  their  peo- 
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pie,  to  whom  those  who  are  in  affliction  or  distress  may  turn  for  counsel 
and  help. 

I  would,  therefore,  suggest  that  we  make  much  during  these  coming 
months  of  services  of  intercessory  prayer.  I  would  strongly  recom- 
mend that  all  our  Churches  be  left  open  for  prayer  throughout  the  day, 
or  at  least  for  a  certain  portion  of  each  day,  so  that  individuals  who 
feel  the  need  of  a  quiet  place  for  meditation  and  prayer  may  find  oppor- 
tunity for  spiritual  strength  and  refreshment  in  the  silence  and  quietness 
of  God's  house.  I  would  urge  upon  you  more  frequent  celebrations  of 
the  Holy  Communion,  and  the  reverent  custom  of  offering  special  peti- 
tions at  such  services  in  order  that  the  people  may  learn  to  bring  all 
their  cares  and  sorrows  and  lay  them  at  the  Feet  of  the  Risen  and  Glori- 
fied Christ,  spiritually  present  in  that  Blessed  Sacrament.  Encourage 
your  people  also  to  pray  for  the  enemies  of  the  nation,  as  well  as  for 
its  Allies.  After  the  example  of  our  Blessed  Lord  Himself,  who 
taught  us  to  pray  for  our  enemies,  and  for  those  who  despitefully  use  us 
and  persecute  us^  that  so  we  may  be  the  children  of  our  Father  in 
Heaven,  who  maketh  His  sun  to  rise  on  the  evil  and  the  good,  and  sendeth 
rain  on  the  just  and  the  unjust. 

Increase  in  Salaries  of  the  Clergy. 

There  is  one  other  matter  suggested  by  the  war  which  I  feel  it  my 
duty  to  bring  to  your  attention  at  this  time.  I  wish  to  impress  upon 
the  laity  who  are  present  the  need  of  making  more  liberal  provision 
for  the  support  of  the  clergy  during  this  period  of  distress.  With  the 
high  cost  of  living  and  the  price  of  foodstuffs  still  climbing,  I  do  not  see 
how  many  of  our  clergy  are  going  to  live  this  year  on  their  pitifully 
small  salaries.  As  you  know,  every  single  item  of  food  and  clothing  has 
gone  up  in  price,  but  the  salaries  of  the  clergy  have  not  been  increased. 
I  know  that  many  of  them  are  feeling  the  strain,  and  men  who  before 
have  never  uttered  a  word  of  complaint,  now  tell  me  frankly  that  they 
cannot  make  ends  meet.  My  brethren  of  the  laity,  I  hope  you  will  take 
these  words  seriously  to  heart.  Something  must  be  done  to  lift  the 
load  which  rests  so  heavily  upon  the  shoulders  of  our  clergy  and  their 
hard  worked  wives  and  daughters.  I  hope  when  you  return  home  you 
will  bring  this  portion  of  my  address  to  the  attention  of  your  vestries 
and  congregations,  and  see  what  can  be  done  to  make  the  struggle  for 
existence  easier  for  those  faithful  ministers  and  missionaries  of  the 
Church,  who  have  served  you  so  long  without  complaint  or  criticism. 
"And  now  unto  Him  who  is  able  to  keep  you  from  falling,  and  to  pre- 
sent you  faultless  before  the  presence  of  His  Glory  with  exceeding  joy, 
to  the  only  wise  God  our  Saviour,  be  Glory  and  Majesty,  Dominion 
and  Power,  both  now  and  ever."  Amen.

Whereas,  The  purpose  of  this  society  is  to  provide  for  the  widows  and 
orphans  of  deceased  clergymen  of  this  Diocese,  to  which  end  it  holds 
funds  in  trust,  the  income  wherefrom,  together  with  the  income  derived 
from  the  subscriptions  of  its  members,  it  devotes  to  such  purposes; 

And  whereas,  This  society  also  holds  in  trust  funds,  the  income  where- 
from is  by  the  terms  of  its  trust  applied  to  the  relief  of  indigent  and 
unfortunate  and  aged  clergymen  of  the  Diocese; 
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And  whereas,  There  has  been  planned  and  is  now  in  process  of  effectua- 
tion a  scheme  or  plan  on  behalf  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in 
the  United  States  of  America  whereby  provision  is  to  be  made  for  pen- 
sion for  the  widows  and  orphan  children  of  deceased  clergymen,  and  also 
for  aged,  indigent  and  unfortunate  clergymen; 

And  whereas,  Such  plan  or  scheme  requires  that  every  Diocese  in  the 
United  States  must,  in  order  to  be  entitled  to  share  in  the  benefits  of 
such  plan,  contribute  annually  to  the  Church  Pension  Fund  in  a  sum 
equal  to  not  less  than  7y2%  of  the  total  salaries  paid  to  all  the  clergy- 
men (the  Bishop  included)  resident  and  officiating  in  such  Diocese; 

And  whereas,  The  purposes  of  said  scheme  or  plan  embrace  the  very 
purposes  and  objects  of  this  society,  but  the  benefits  to  be  conferred 
thereby  both  as  respects  the  number  of  persons  to  be  aided  and  the 
amount  of  assistance  in  the  shape  of  pensions  will  exceed  greatly  all 
this  society  can  hope  to  effect  with  the  funds  and  income  at  its  dis- 
posal, and  it  is  manifestly  greatly  to  the  advantage  of  the  widows  and 
orphans  of  deceased  clergymen  and  of  the  unfortunate  indigent  and 
aged  clergymen  of  this  Diocese  that  the  Diocese  should  be  enabled  to 
become  a  party  to  such  plan  and  receive  the  benefits  to  be  thereby  con- 
ferred by  annually  paying  the  amount  to  be  by  it  contributed  as  afore- 
said; 

And  whereas,  It  is  the  opinion  of  this  society,  and  it  is  so  advised,  that 
there  is  no  difference  in  result  between  its  application  of  its  income  to 
individuals  in  the  Diocese  as  is  now  the  case  and  the  contribution  of  its 
income  in  block  to  the  payment  of  the  amount  necessary  to  enable  all 
widows  and  orphans  of  deceased  clergymen  and  aged  indigent  and  unfor- 
tunate clergymen  in  the  Diocese,  by  such  payment,  together  with  any 
additional  payment  the  Diocese  may  be  called  upon  to  make  to  receive 
the  benefits  of  such  pension  plan  or  scheme,  and  that  by  so  doing  this 
society  will  more  completely  and  effectually  carry  out  and  accomplish 
the  purposes  of  its  existence; 

Now,  therefore,  it  is  hereby  resolved,  That  from  the  annual  income  of 
this  society  there  be  deducted: 

1.  The  cost  and  expense  of  the  care  and  management  of  the  funds 
held  by  this  society  and  the  maintenance  of  its  existence. 

2.  A  sum  sufficient  to  replace  all  losses  that  may  occur  (if  any)  so  as 
to  keep  the  principal  intact. 

3.  Such  amounts  as  may  be  necessary  to  continue  the  provision  now 
being  made  by  the  society  to  persons  who  may  not  be  embraced  under 
the  provisions  of  said  plan  or  scheme,  and  that  any  and  all  balance 
remaining  be  paid  over  by  this  society  to  the  proper  persons  in  the 
Diocese  to  remit  the  same  to  the  Church  Pension  Fund,  Inc.,  so  as  to 
enable  this  Diocese  to  enjoy  and  receive  the  benefits  of  said  plan  or 
scheme:  Provided,  however,  That  these  resolutions  shall  not  become  of 
force  until  said  plan  or  scheme  shall  become  effected,  complete  and  in 
full  operation  and  shall  continue  in  force  only  so  long  as: 

1st.  This  Diocese  shall,  with  the  assistance  of  the  income  to  be  hereby 
contributed,  make  the  complete  payment  annually  that  may  be  neces- 
sary to  enable  this  Diocese  to  enjoy  the  full  and  complete  benefits  of 
said  scheme  or  plan. 

2d.  This  Diocese  shall  continue  to  enjoy  the  benefits  of  said  scheme 
or  plan  on  equal  terms  with  every  other  Diocese  benefiting  thereby, 
according  to  one  uniform  rule  or  method. 

3d.  Such  plan  or  scheme  shall  continue  to  be  in  effective  operation  in 
such  form  as  shall  be  agreeable  to  and  accepted  by  this  Diocese. 

Provided  further,  That  these  resolutions  shall  continue  and  be  of  force 
for  five  years  from  this  date,  this  limitation  being  now  set  that  the  society 
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may  have  an  opportunity  of  testing  the  effectual  working  of  said  scheme 
or  plan  in  carrying  out  the  purposes  of  this  society  and  justifying  its 
present  action  before  making  said  action  more  permanent. 

Resolved  further,  That  the  Standing  Committee  are  authorized  and 
directed  to  have  prepared  and  executed  all  proper  deeds  or  instruments 
proper  to  effectuate  and  carry  out  the  action  hereby  resolved  upon  and 
that  the  same  shall  be  executed  by  the  President  and  Secretary  of  this 
society  as  for  and  on  behalf  of  this  society. 
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Bishop's  Journal 

April,  1916. 

26th.  St.  John's,  Charleston:  Mr.  Williams,  the  rector,  read  evening 
prayer.    I  preached  and  confirmed  twenty-one. 

30th.  St.  Paul's  Church,  Charleston:  Morning  prayer  was  read  by 
the  Rev.  Mercer  P.  Logan,  D.  D.  I  preached  and  confirmed  a  class 
of  twenty-four.  I  took  this  occasion  to  congratulate  Dr.  Logan  and  his 
congregation  on  their  new  vested  choir,  and  on  the  marked  revival  of 
interest  which  I  saw  in  that  parish.  The  same  night  I  delivered  an 
address  in  the  main  auditorium  of  the  Citadel  to  the  cadets  on  the 
"Modern  Study  of  the  Bible." 

May. 

3d.  Attended  important  meeting  of  our  Diocesan  Clergy  Relief  Society 
to  consider  the  advisability  of  turning  over  to  the  Diocese  the  income 
from  their  vested  funds  as  part  or  in  whole  payment  of  the  assessment 
to  be  placed  on  this  Diocese  to  enable  us  to  enter  the  Church  Pension 
Fund.  The  matter  was  referred  to  the  Standing  Committee  with  instruc- 
tions to  report  back  to  a  special  called  meeting  of  the  society.  The 
same  night  delivered  an  address  before  the  Interdenominational  Sunday 
School  Convention  of  the  State  in  the  Citadel  Square  Baptist  Church. 

5th.  Attended  a  supper  at  the  St.  John's  Hotel,  given  by  the  Sewanee 
Alumni  of  Charleston  to  the  committees  appointed  in  the  several  par- 
ishes to  canvass  for  the  Sewanee  debt,  and  made  an  address. 

7th.  Holy  Comforter,  Sumter :  Celebrated  the  Holy  Community,  assisted 
by  the  rector,  the  Rev.  J.  Bentham  Walker.  Preached  and  confirmed 
six.  I  took  this  occasion  to  express  my  pleasure  at  having  Mr.  Walker 
in  the  Diocese.  The  same  afternoon  I  held  a  service  in  the  Lincoln 
Colored  School,  preached  and  confirmed  two.  The  same  night  I  visited 
All  Saints'  Mission,  at  Manning.  I  held  service  in  the  Knights  of 
Pythias  Hall,  preached  and  confirmed  two. 

12th.  Paid  a  special  visit  to  St.  John's,  Florence.  On  my  way  up 
from  the  depot  I  stopped  at  the  chapel  in  East  Florence  and  confirmed 
two.  The  same  night,  in  the  parish  church,  I  preached  and  confirmed 
twenty-six  presented  by  the  rector,  the  Rev.  Harold  Thomas.  I  was 
delighted  to  find  Mr.  Thomas  so  much  improved  in  health,  and  going 
about  his  duties  with  his  old  time  energy  and  enthusiasm. 

13th.  At  the  McLeod  Sanatorium,  Florence,  I  confirmed  two  in  private 
for  Mr.  Thomas,  making  twenty-eight  in  all  confirmed  on  this  visitation. 

15th.  Attended  in  Palmetto  Bank  Building,  Columbia,  a  meeting  of 
the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese. 

16th  to  18th.  In  attendance  on  the  one  hundred  and  twenty-sixth 
annual  Council  of  the  Diocese  of  South  Carolina,  held  in  Trinity  Church, 
Columbia.  The  Council  was  one  of  the  most  united  and  harmonious  we 
have  had.  Its  proceedings  will  be  fully  reported  in  the  Journal.  On 
the  last  day  of  Council  I  confirmed  one  person  for  Mr.  Finlay  in  Trinity 
Church. 

21st.  Holy  Trinity,  Clemson:  I  celebrated  the  Holy  Communion,  assisted 
by  the  rector,  the  Rev.  R.  M.  Marshall.  I  preached  and  confirmed  ten. 
The  same  afternoon  went  to  Pendleton,  where  Mr.  Marshall  read  evening 
prayer  and  I  preached.  The  same  night  drove  by  automobile  to  Seneca, 
where  we  again  held  service,  preached  and  confirmed  two.  The  automo- 
bile is  a  great  help  to  the  missionary,  but  it  occasionally  adds  to  the 
labors  of  the  Bishop. 
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22d.  St.  John's,  Walhalla:  Mr.  Marshall  read  evening  prayer  and  I 
preached.  After  the  service  held  a  congregational  meeting  to  consider 
the  financial  situation. 

24th.  Attended  the  opening  session  of  the  thirty-first  convention  of 
the  Woman's  Auxiliary  at  Grace  Church,  Camden.  I  celebrated  the 
Holy  Communion,  assisted  by  the  Rev.  F.  H.  Harding  and  the  Rev. 
John  H.  Taylor,  and  addressed  the  Auxiliary.  At  night  I  had  the 
pleasure  of  introducing  the  Rev.  Hugh  L.  Burleson,  editor  of  The  Spirit 
of  Missions,  and  listening  to  a  splendid  address  from  him  to  the  women 
of  the  Auxiliary. 

28th.  St.  John's,  Richland:  Celebrated  the  Holy  Communion,  assisted 
by  the  rector,  the  Rev.  J.  H.  Tillinghast;  preached  and  confirmed  one. 
The  same  night,  at  Zion  "Church,  Eastover,  I  preached  again  and  con- 
firmed two. 

29th.  At  Holy  Cross  Mission,  Eastover,  I  celebrated  the  Holy  Com- 
munion, assisted  by  Mr.  Tillinghast;  preached  and  confirmed  two — and 
after  the  service  confirmed  one  in  private.  The  same  night  held  service 
in  St.  Thomas'  Colored  Mission;  preached  and  confirmed  three  presented 
by  the  Rev.  Jacob  R.  Jones. 

31st.  St.  Stephen's,  Pineville:  Celebrated  the  Holy  Communion, 
assisted  by  the  Rev.  H.  C.  Mazyck,  and  preached.  The  same  afternoon 
visited  the  Colored  Mission  of  the  Redeemer.  Archdeacon  Baskervill 
read  evening  prayer;  I  preached  and  confirmed  seventeen.  The  same 
night  returned  to  St.  Stephens  depot,  where  I  held  service,  preached  and 
confirmed  three. 

June. 

1st.  At  a  special  visitation  I  confirmed  two  person  in  St.  Paul's 
Church,  Charleston. 

2d.  Visited  Christ  Church,  Charleston.  Evening  prayer  was  read  by 
the  rector,  the  Rev.  H.  C.  Bascom.    I  preached  and  confirmed  nineteen. 

4th.  Visited  St.  Matthias',  Summerton.  I  celebrated  the  Holy  Com- 
munion and  preached.  Afterwards  held  a  congregational  meeting,  at 
which  it  was  decided  to  extend  a  call  to  the  Rev.  Theodore  A.  Porter, 
of  Camden,  S.  C.  After  the  service  I  baptized  in  private  Henry  Burchell 
Richardson,  infant  son  of  Henry  B.  and  Elizabeth  Allen  Richardson. 

5th.  In  St.  Timothy's  Chapel,  of  the  Porter  Military  Academy,  I  con- 
firmed one  cadet  presented  by  the  rector  of  the  academy. 

6th.  In  attendance  on  the  commencement  exercises  of  the  Porter  Mili- 
tary Academy.  A  notable  feature  of  the  occasion  was  the  presentation 
by  Archdeacon  Mitchell  in  behalf  of  the  alumni  and  friends  of  the 
school  of  an  oil  portrait  of  Miss  Septima  Seabrook,  former  matron  of  the 
school.  It  gave  me  great  pleasure  to  receive  this  most  appropriate 
tribute  to  her  memory  on  behalf  of  the  trustees  of  the  school,  and  to 
express  my  own  deep  and  loving  appreciation  of  the  character  and  serv- 
ices of  Miss  Seabrook. 

After  the  exercises  were  over  I  presided  over  a  meeting  of  the  Board 
of  Trustees  of  the  academy.  We  were  glad  to  receive  the  rector's  most 
admirable  report  and  noted  with  pleasure  that  the  school  was  in  better 
condition  financially  than  it  was  at  this  time  last  year. 

The  same  night  attended  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Alumni  Associa- 
tion of  the  academy.  A  committee  was  appointed  at  this  meeting  to 
arrange  a  program  for  the  semicentennial  celebration  of  the  founding 
of  the  school  next  June,  and  also  a  committee  to  canvass  for  funds  for 
endowment.  It  is  proposed  to  raise  $100,000.00  in  commemoration  of 
the  founding  of  the  school  on  the  occasion  of  its  fiftieth  anniversary. 

7th.  Attended  meeting  of  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Church  of 
the  Redeemer  and  Charleston  Port  Society  in  Carolina  Savings  Bank, 
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Charleston.  The  same  afternoon  left  for  Sewanee  to  attend  the  annual 
meeting  of  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

9th  to  13th.  In  attendance  upon  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of 
Sewanee.  The  feature  of  our  commencement  has  been  the  report  of  the 
Vice  Chancellor  as  chairman  of  the  Central  Committee  to  pay  off  the 
debt  on  the  university  and  the  announcement  made  in  All  Saints'  Chapel 
that  friends  of  Sewanee  had  guaranteed  the  full  amount  necessary  to 
raise  the  whole  of  the  $300,000.00  asked  for,  on  condition  that  all 
Dioceses  which  had  not  met  their  "expectancy"  continue  their  efforts  to 
raise  the  full  amount  assigned  them  by  the  Central  Committee.  South 
Carolina  having  raised  only  $6,000.00  of  the  $25,000.00  expected  of  her 
is,  therefore,  among  the  list  of  delinquent  Dioceses,  and  I  earnestly  hope 
that  our  clergy  and  laity  will  continue  their  efforts  until  a  larger  pro- 
portion of  our  "expectancy"  is  paid  in. 

This  commencement  at  Sewanee  has  indeed  been  an  occasion  of  great 
rejoicing  and  thankfulness,  but  my  part  in  the  general  rejoicing  has 
been  seriously  impaired  by  the  consciousness  that  South  Carolina  has 
not  done  her  share. 

18th.  Preached  in  All  Saints'  Chapel,  Sewanee. 

21st.  Left  Sewanee  to  return  to  the  Diocese,  where  my  official  duties 
will  keep  me  until  sometime  in  July.  Address  all  communications  to  me 
at  Sewanee,  Tenn. 

13th.  Attended  meeting  of  the  Joint  Commission  on  the  Racial  Episco- 
pate at  Sewanee. 

23d.  Visited  Christ  Church,  Greenville.  Spent  the  day  in  canvassing 
for  the  Sewanee  debt.  The  same  night  held  service  in  the  Parish 
Church  and  extended  a  welcome  to  the  new  rector,  the  Rev.  Frank  A. 
Juhan,  former  Chaplain  of  the  Sewanee  Military  Academy. 

25th.  Visited  Calvary  Church,  Glenn  Springs.  Celebrated  the  Holy 
Communion,  assisted  by  the  rector,  the  Rev.  J.  Harry  Chesley.  Preached 
and  confirmed  eight. 

28th.  At  the  opening  service  of  the  Colored  Council,  held  in  Aiken,  I 
ordained  to  the  Priesthood  St.  Julian  A.  Simpkins,  and  to  the  Diaconate 
Julian  Clyde  Perry.  The  candidates  were  presented  by  Archdeacon 
Baskervill  and  by  the  Rev.  Geo.  E.  Howell,  respectively.  The  Rev. 
Robt.  Bagnall  said  the  Litany.  I  preached  and  celebrated  the  Holy 
Communion. 

29th.  In  attendance  on  Colored  Council,  which  proved  to  be  one  of  the 
most  harmonious  and  successful  we  have  ever  held.  This  Council  set  a 
high  standard  for  self-help  by  passing  a  resolution  to  cut  the  salaries 
of  all  the  clergy  and  throw  the  responsibility  for  their  support  more 
entirely  upon  the  members  of  their  congregations. 

30th.  Church  of  the  Nativity,  Union:  Mr.  Chesley  read  evening  prayer 
and  I  preached  and  confirmed  one.  At  this  service  I  took  occasion  to 
express  my  regret  at  the  resignation  of  the  rector,  Mr.  Chesley,  who 
leaves  us  to  return  to  the  Diocese  of  Maryland. 

July. 

2d.  Epiphany,  Laurens:  I  celebrated  the  Holy  Communion,  preached 
and  confirmed  three.  The  same  afternoon  confirmed  five  in  the  Colored 
Mission  at  Newberry.  At  night,  in  the  Parish  Church,  I  preached  and 
confirmed  two. 

3d.  In  St.  Luke's,  Newberry:  Confirmed  one  at  a  special  service.  The 
same  night  I  went  to  Greenwood.  Mr.  Jordan  read  evening  prayer  and 
I  preached. 

4th.  Attended  a  patriotic  celebration  of  the  day  by  the  citizens  of 
Greenwood.    The  same  afternoon  returned  to  Sewanee. 
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30th.  Preached  in  the  Auditorium  of  the  Monteagle  Chautauqua, 
Monteagle,  Tenn. 

August. 

8th  to  14th.  Delivered  a  course  of  lectures  on  "Socialism  and  Chris- 
tianity" before  the  Summer  School  of  Church  Workers  at  Sewanee. 

19th.  Heard,  with  regret,  of  the  death  of  the  Rt.  Rev.  Samuel  David 
Ferguson,  Bishop  of  Liberia,  on  August  3d. 

27th.  Preached  to  my  former  parishioners  at  Rowark's  Cove,  Sewanee, 
and  thoroughly  enjoyed  meeting  my  old  friends.  I  baptized  five  children 
at  this  service. 

29th.  Heard,  with  sincere  regret,  of  the  death  of  the  Rev.  James  H. 
Sparks,  at  Columbus,  Ga.,  July  19th.  Mr.  Sparks  had  been  an  invalid 
for  some  time,  and  a  great  sufferer.  We  extend  very  sincere  sympathy 
to  the  members  of  his  bereaved  family. 

September. 

2d.  Read,  with  sincere  regret,  a  notice  in  the  Living  Church  announcing 
the  death  of  the  Rt.  Rev.  Leigh  Richmond  Brewer,  D.  D.,  of  Montana, 
on  August  28th,  in  the  77th  year  of  his  age. 

14th.  Attended  meeting  of  the  trustees  of  Trinity  Mission,  Columbia, 
S.  C,  in  Columbia. 

Expect  to  remain  in  the  Diocese  until  meeting  of  General  Convention. 

On  October  12th  I  return  to  the  Diocese  with  a  feeling  of  deep  thank- 
fulness that  we  have  more  than  paid  our  apportionment  to  the  General 
Board. 

17th.  Trinity  Church,  Abbeville:  Celebrated  the  Holy  Communion  and 
preached.  After  the  service  conferred  with  congregation  about  filling 
vacancy  created  by  Mr.  Jordan's  resignation.  At  this  meeting  it  was 
decided  to  unite  the  two  parishes  of  Trinity  Church,  Abbeville,  and  the 
Church  of  the  Resurrection,  Greenwood.  The  same  night  I  visited 
Greenwood.  Read  evening  prayer  and  preached.  Held  congregational 
meeting  and  those  present  ratified  the  action  taken  in  the  morning  at 
Abbeville  to  unite  the  two  parishes  under  one  man  so  as  to  pay  a  larger 
salary. 

18th.  Visited  Trinity  Mission,  Olympia  Mills,  Columbia,  and  conferred 
with  Miss  Robinson  about  plans  for  the  further  development  of  the 
work  this  winter. 

19th.  Held  meeting  in  Columbia  with  trustees  of  Trinity  Mission.  At 
this  meeting  it  was  decided  to  change  the  name  of  the  Parish  House  of 
Trinity  Mission  to  "Satterlee  Settlement  House,"  if  it  met  with  the 
approval  of  the  rector  of  Trinity  Church. 

20th.  Visited  St.  Alban's,  Kingstree.  Mr.  Walker  read  evening  prayer. 
I  preached  and  confirmed  one.  Mr.  Walker  has  done  good  work  during 
his  vacation  at  Kingstree  and  the  people  are  very  grateful  and  appre- 
ciative of  his  services.  During  the  coming  winter  the  Rev.  Walter 
Mitchell,  D.  D.,  will  give  them  one  service  a  month  and  Mr.  W.  G. 
Mazyck  will  supply  them  with  lay  services  from  Charleston. 

24th.  St.  James'  Church,  McClellanville:  I  celebrated  the  Holy  Com- 
munion and  preached,  both  at  the  morning  and  evening  service.  I  saw 
oni  all  sides  the  works  of  the  terrible  storm  of  last  July  and  my  heart 
went  out  in  sympathy  for  these  people  in  their  adversity.  Every  one 
was  wonderfully  brave  and  cheerful  considering  the  outlook,  but  I  fear 
that  there  will  be  much  suffering  among  the  very  poor,  both  while  and 
colored,  during  the  coming  winter.  I  would  appreciate  it  if  any  one 
who  reads  this  Journal  would  send  to  my  care  any  secondhand  clothing 
they  may  have,  especially  shoes  and  clothing  for  children. 
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25th.  Heard,  through  Dr.  Kershaw,  of  the  death  of  my  dear  friend, 
Mr.  William  F.  Colcock,  of  McPhersonville.  For  many  years  he  was  the 
Senior  Warden  and  faithful  lay  reader  of  the  parish. 

He  combined  as  few  men  I  have  ever  known  the  splendid  qualities  of 
a  gentleman,  a  soldier  and  a  Christian.  When  he  moved  to  Brevard, 
N.  C,  several  years  ago  to  be  with  his  daughter,  I  regretted  his  absence 
because  I  knew  what  his  presence  and  his  services  meant  to  the  Church 
in  McPhersonville. 

26th.  Gave  letter  dimissory  to  the  Rev.  C.  H.  Jordan,  transferring 
him  to  the  Diocese  of  East  Carolina.  We  wish  him  all  success  in  his 
new  field. 

28th.  Attended  special  meeting  of  the  Standing  Committee  of  the 
Diocese  in  Trinity  Parish  House,  Columbia. 

29th.  Spent  a  part  of  this  day  with  Mr.  Pendleton  at  Spartanburg. 
I  went  there  to  see  if  I  could  be  of  any  help  to  him  in  his  distress  fol- 
lowing a  serious  automobile  accident.

Preached  and  celebrated  the  Holy 
Communion,  assisted  by  Mr.  Skinner.  I  was  pleased  to  note  the  great 
improvement  in  the  chancel  of  the  little  chapel  and  the  deep  interest 
every  one  took  in  the  services. 

The  same  evening  I  preached  and  held  service  at  Ridgeway. 

2d.  Heard,  with  sincere  regret,  of  the  death  of  the  Rt.  Rev.  Wm. 
Peterkin,  D.  D..  of  West  Virginia,  on  September  22d. 

At  a  special  service  at  St.  Luke's  Church,  Charleston,  I  confirmed  four 
persons. 

6th.  Visited  St.  Andrew's  Mission  at  Bagging  Factory,  preached  and 
confirmed  three, 

7th.  Acting  under  the  provisions  of  Canon  33  of  the  Digest  and  after 
consultation  with  Standing  Committee  I  suspended  from  the  ministry 
for  six  months  the  Rev.  Frederick  A.  Garrett,  former  rector  of  St.. 
Mark's  Church,  Charleston,  he  having  renounced  the  ministry  of  this 
church  to  join  the  Roman  Communion. 

8th.  St.  James'  Church,  James  Island:  Celebrated  the  Holy  Com- 
munion, assisted  by  Mr.  Cornish.  Preached  and  confirmed  one.  The 
same  night  I  unveiled  and  blessed  a  beautiful  memorial  tablet,  erected 
by  the  congregation  of  the  Church  of  the  Holy  Communion,  Charleston, 
in  grateful  memory  of  their  late  rector,  Rev.  Frederick  Ancrum 
De  Rosset,  and  also  made  a  brief  address. 

11th  to  27th.  In  attendance  upon  the  meeting  of  the  General  Conven- 
tion at  St.  Louis,  Mo.  I  had  occasion  at  this  convention  to  deliver 
two  addresses,  one  on  "Social  Service  as  the  Church  Understands  It," 
and  the  other  on  the  "Call  to  the  Ministry." 

29th.  Christ  Church,  Mt.  Pleasant:  Celebrated  the  Holy  Communion, 
preached  and  confirmed  three.  The  same  night  held  service  in  St. 
Andrew's  Church,  Mt.  Pleasant.  Mr.  Guignard  read  evening  prayer. 
I  preached  and  confirmed  four. 

November. 

3d.  Attended  Mission  being  conducted  at  the  Church  of  the  Holy  Com- 
munion, Charleston,  by  the  Rev.  McVeigh  Harrison,  O.  H.  C. 

4th.  Received  application  from  the  congregation  at  Andrews,  S.  C,  to 
be  organized  as  a  Mission  under  the  name  of  St.  Luke.  I  appointed 
Arthur  A.  May  and  Reese  Ford,  Wardens,  and  W.  LeRoy  Payne,  Secre- 
tary and  Treasurer. 
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5th.  Celebrated  the  Holy  Communion  in  the  Church  at  Pinopolis  and 
preached  the  same  afternoon;  visited  the  Mission  at  the  Barrows;  that 
night  preached  in  the  town  hall  at  Monck's  Corner.  Archdeacon  Mitchell 
conducted  the  service  and  Bishop  Pengrell,  of  the  Reformed  Episcopal 
Church,  read  the  Lesson.  There  was  a  large  and  attentive  congrega- 
tion present,  and  there  is  good  reason  to  believe  that  the  time  is  not  far 
distant  when  we  will  have  a  church  in  Monck's  Corner. 

12th.  St.  Helena's,  Beaufort:  Celebrated  the  Holy  Communion,  assisted 
by  the  rector,  Mr.  Boyd;  preached  and  confirmed  fifteen.  The  same  night 
rode  seventeen  miles  from  Yamassee  and  held  service  in  the  Methodist 
Church  at  Varnville.  This^  was  my  first  visit  to  Varnville.  Mr.  Boyd 
read  the  service.  I  preached  and  after  the  service  met  with  members 
of  our  Church  and  appointed  a  committee  to  see  about  purchasing  a  lot 
for  a  Church.  Mr.  Boyd  has  every  reason  to  feel  encouraged  over  the 
new  mission  he  has  established  at  Varnville. 

13th.  Visited  McPhersonville.  Mr.  Woodward,  the  rector,  read  even- 
ing prayer  and  I  preached. 

14th.  Holy  Trinity,  Grahamville:  Archdeacon  Mitchell  read  the 
morning  prayer.  I  preached.  After  the  service  assisted  at  the  baptism 
of  the  infant  son  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  H.  D.  Wall,  Jr.,  and  confirmed  Mr. 
Wall  in  private. 

16th.  Attended  a  most  interesting  lecture  by  Dr.  Alexander  Johnson 
at  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.,  Charleston,  on  the  need  for  an  institution  in  South 
Carolina  for  the  feeble-minded,  and  closed  the  evening  with  a  short 
address. 

17th.  In  the  afternoon  of  this  day  I  reopened  Old  St.  Andrew's  Church, 
Charleston  county,  which  had  been  closed  for  twenty-five  years.  Last 
winter  the  two  remaining  members  of  the  vestry,  Mr.  C.  N.  Hastie  and 
Mr.  W.  M.  Wallace,  +':rned  the  property  over  to  the  Bishop  and  trustees 
of  the  Diocese.  Ai  hdeacon  Mitchell  took  the  opening  service.  Rev. 
John  Kershaw,  D.  D.,  read  the  Lessons  and  gave  a  most  interesting  and 
valuable  historical  sketch  of  the  old  Church  and  added  a  few  words  of 
congratulation  and  encouragement.  It  has  been  arranged  to  conduct 
a  Sunday  afternoon  service  at  this  Church  once  a  month.  I  appointed 
Mr.  Charles  S.  Dwight,  Warden,  and  Mr.  Charles  J.  Ravenel,  Treasurer, 
both  residents  of  the  parish. 

18th.  Appointed  Edw.  H.  Mellichamp  Warden  and  lay  reader  of  St. 
Andrew's  Mission,  Bagging  Factory,  Charleston,  and  R.  B.  Sanders, 
Secretary,  and  Mr.  Jesse  West,  Treasurer. 

19th.  Heavenly  Rest,  Hampton  county:  Celebrated  the  Holy  Com- 
munion, assisted  by  the  rector,  Mr.  Woodward.    I  preached. 

21st.  I  stopped  at  Hardeeville  on  my  way  to  Bluffton,  and  baptized 
three  children  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Henry  Guerard  Heyward.  I  received 
Mrs.  Heyward  into  the  Church  from  the  Roman  Communion  and  con- 
firmed Ruth  Hardee.  Rode  eighteen  miles  to  Bluffton  for  a  night  serv- 
ice.   Mr.  Woodward  read  evening  prayer  and  I  preached. 

22d.  Rode  sixteen  miles  to  the  Okatee  Mission  Church.  There  I 
found  a  congregation  waiting  for  me.  I  conducted  morning  prayer, 
preached  and  confirmed  two.    The  same  afternoon  rode  to  Grahamville. 

24th.  Gave  letter  dimissory  to  the  Rev.  C.  H.  Bascomb,  transferring 
him  to  the  Diocese  of  Maine. 

26th.  Trinity  Church,  Edisto:  Celebrated  the  Holy  Communion,  assisted 
by  the  rector,  Mr.  LaRoche,  and  preached.  In  the  afternoon  baptized 
the  infant  son  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Winthrop  Johnson  at  their  home.  The 
same  evening  crossed  over  in  a  boat  with  Mr.  LaRoche  and  held  a  night 
service  in  the  Chapel  at  Rockville  and  preached. 

27th.  Went  to  Summerville  to  spend  my  wedding  anniversary  with  Mrs. 
Guerry,  who  was  there  convalescing  from  her  recent  illness. 
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30th.  Attended  the  annual  banquet  of  the  St.  Andrew's  Society  in 
Charleston  and  made  an  address  on  the  life  of  Henry  Laurens. 

December. 

3d.  Prince  George,  Winy  ah,  Georgetown:  Celebrated  the  Holy  Com- 
munion, assisted  by  the  rector,  Mr.  Lightbourn;  preached  and  confirmed 
ten.  The  same  night  visited  the  new  Mission  at  St.  Andrew's  and 
preached  in  the  Schoolhouse  Auditorium  and  confirmed  one.  Arch- 
deacon Mitchell  read  evening  prayer.  The  Archdeacon  deserves  much 
credit  for  the  splendid  work  he  has  done  in  organizing  this  new  and 
flourishing  Mission. 

4th.  Met  the  men  of  St.  Luke's  Mission,  St.  Andrew's,  in  the  town  hall. 
Appointed  a  Building  Committee  and  decided  on  a  lot  which  had  been 
given  us  for  a  new  Church.  The  same  night  attended  a  most  enjoyable 
meeting  of  the  men  of  the  parish  at  Georgetown  in  the  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce and  addressed  them.  There  were  about  sixty-five  men  present, 
and  Mr.  Lightbourn  should  feel  very  much  encouraged  over  the  attend- 
ance and  the  interest  manifested. 

5th.  Prince  Frederick  Church,  Plantersville:  I  celebrated  the  Holy 
Communion,  assisted  by  the  rector,  Mr.  Galbraith,  and  Archdeacon 
Mitchell  and  Mr.  Lightbourn,  both  of  whom  were  present  and  took  part 
in  the  service.  The  same  night  held  service  in  St.  Peter's  Mission, 
preached  and  confirmed  three. 

6th.  All  Saints',  Waccamaw:  Mr.  Galbraith  read  morning  prayer  and 
preached.  The  same  afternoon  visited  Faith  Memorial  Chapel,  preached 
and  confirmed  eleven.  During  this  visit  I  visited  the  site  of  the  old 
Church  which  had  been  burned,  and  was  glad  to  see  that  the  contract 
had  been  let  for  the  new  Church  and  that  the  work  was  well  under  way. 

8th.  I  read  with  sincere  regret  a  notice  of  the  death  at  Fort  Sam 
Houston,  Texas,  of  the  Rev.  R.  C.  Jeter,  a  priest  of  this  Diocese  and 
Chaplain  of  the  Second  South  Carolina  Regiment.  Mr.  Jeter  died  in 
the  performance  of  his  duty  as  a  priest  and  a  patriot. 

10th.  Holy  Apostles,  Barnwell:  Mr.  Evison,  the  rector,  read  morning 
prayer  and  I  preached.  The  same  night  I  held  service  in  the  Presby- 
terian Church  at  Blackville  and  preached. 

12th.  Holy  Communion  Church,  Allendale:  Mr.  Evison  read  evening 
prayer.    I  preached  and  confirmed  four. 

15th.  Made  an  address  to  the  girls  of  Ashley  Hall,  Charleston,  at  their 
closing  exercises  before  the  Christmas  holidays. 

16th.  Read  with  sincere  regret  a  notice  of  the  death  of  the  Rt.  Rev. 
Francis  Rosebrook  Millspaugh,  D.  D.,  Bishop  of  Kansas. 

17th.  St.  Jude's,  Walterboro :  Mr.  Schroeter,  the  rector,  read  morning 
prayer  and  I  preached.  The  same  afternoon  I  preached  at  the  Colored 
Chapel  of  the  Atonement,  Walterboro,  and  confirmed  two. 

19th.  Christ  Church,  Adams  Run:  Celebrated  the  Holy  Communion, 
assisted  by  Mr.  Schroeter;  preached  and  confirmed  one.  The  same  night 
preached  at  Meggett's  Chapel. 

23d.  The  Rev.  Louis  G.  Wood  notified  me  today  that  he  had  resigned 
from  his  position  as  rector  of  St.  Luke's  Church,  Charleston,  to  accept 
the  position  of  Assistant  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Missions  in  the 
Fourth  Province.  This  is  a  deserved  promotion  for  our  dear  brother, 
and  while  I  deeply  regret  his  going,  I  did  not  feel  that  I  could  place  any 
obstacle  in  his  way.  The  work  to  which  he  has  been  called  is  one  for 
which  he  is  pre-eminently  suited,  and  I  pray  that  God's  blessing  may 
abundantly  rest  upon  his  labors  in  this  great  and  useful  field  of  service. 

24th.  Visited  Strawberry  Chapel  on  the  Cooper  River.  I  celebrated  the 
Holy   Communion,  assisted  by  Archdeacon  Mitchell,  and  preached. 
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The  same  night  returned  to  Charleston  and  held  a  service  at  St.  John's 
Chapel.  Mr.  Williams  read  evening  prayer.  I  preached  and  confirmed 
fourteen. 

25th.  Christmas  Day:  Attended  service  at  St.  Michael's  Church  with 
my  family,  and  in  the  afternoon  made  an  address  to  the  children  who 
attended  the  Christmas  tree  in  Ashley  Hall. 

29th.  Visited  Pompion  Hill  Chapel,  Cooper  River.  The  weather  was 
so  inclement  that  in  the  absence  of  a  congregation  Archdeacon  Mitchell 
and  myself,  with  two  others,  had  only  a  short  service  of  intercession  for 
one  who  was  ill.  In  the  evening  I  visited  St.  Timothy's  Mission,  estab- 
lished by  the  vestry  under*  the  terms  of  the  Beresford  Bounty  for  the 
poor  of  the  parish.  The  Archdeacon  conducted  the  service.  I  preached 
and  confirmed  five. 

31st.  Visited  Wando.  I  celebrated  the  Holy  Communion,  assisted  by 
the  Archdeacon;  preached  and  confirmed  three.  I  was  much  pleased  and 
encouraged  over  the  revival  of  interest  which  I  found  here.  The  same 
afternoon  went  by  boat  to  Daniel's  Island.  Held  service,  assisted  by 
the  Archdeacon,  in  a  vacant  dwelling  house  which  had  been  converted 
into  a  temporary  chapel.  I  preached  and  confirmed  one.  Ours  is  the 
only  Church  conducting  services  for  white  people  on  this  island,  and  too 
much  cannot  be  said  for  the  faithfulness  of  our  beloved  lay  reader,  Mr. 
J.  C.  Bissell,  who  gives  the  people  regular  services  and  teaches  a  Bible 
Class  on  Sunday  afternoons. 

January,  1917. 

5th.  Left  for  Philadelphia,  where  I  went  into  residence  for  one  week 
as  the  preacher  at  the  University  of  Pennsylvania.  It  proved  to  be 
one  of  the  most  strenuous  and  inspiring  weeks  of  my  life. 

14th.  I  preached  on  this  day  at  St.  Mary's  Church,  West  Philadelphia, 
in  the  morning,  and  at  the  Church  of  Our  Saviour,  also  near  the  college 
campus,  in  the  evening. 

16th.  Attended  a  meeting  of  laymen  at  Grace  Church  Parish  House, 
Charleston,  and  introduced  Bishop  Woodcock,  of  Kentucky,  who  gave 
us  a  most  practical  and  helpful  talk  on  the  Church  Pension  Fund. 

19th.  Delivered  an  address  on  "General  Robt.  E.  Lee,  the  Man  and  the 
American,"  in  the  Hibernian  Hall,  Charleston,  before  the  United  Daugh- 
ters of  the  Confederacy. 

21st.  Church  of  the  Advent,  Marion:  Celebrated  the  Holy  Communion, 
preached  and  after  the  service  held  a  congregational  meeting  to  take 
steps  to  fill  the  vacancy  created  by  Mr.  Holmes'  resignation.  The  same 
night  I  visited  Christ  Church,  Mullins.  I  read  evening  prayer  and 
preached. 

24th.  Attended  a  meeting  in  St.  Michael's  Parish  House,  Charleston, 
in  the  interest  of  the  Church  Pension  Fund,  and  heard  an  address  by 
Mr.  Leland  Rankin,  Secretary  of  the  Fund  in  this  Province. 

25th.  Attended  a  memorial  service  at  St.  Stephen's  Church,  Charleston, 
held  to  commemorate  the  life  and  services  of  the  late  principal  of  the 
school  and  lay  reader  in  the  Church,  Mr.  G.  A.  Sinkler. 

26th.  Attended  important  meeting  of  our  own  Diocesan  Clergy  Relief 
Society  in  the  office  of  Judge  H.  A.  M.  Smith,  United  States  Postoffice 
Building,  Charleston. 

28th.  St.  John's,  Florence:  The  rector,  Mr.  Harold  Thomas,  read 
morning  prayer.  I  preached  and  confirmed  a  large  class  of  forty-eight. 
After  the  service  confirmed  two  more  in  private.  The  same  night  visited 
St.  Matthew's,  Darlington.  The  rector  read  evening  prayer  and  I 
preached  and  confirmed  four.  Both  here  and  at  Florence  I  made  an 
earnest  appeal  for  the  Church  Pension  Fund.

St.  Bartholomew,  Hartsville:  Mr.  Porcher  read  evening  prayer 
and  I  preached  and  confirmed  three. 

30th.  Attended  important  meeting  of  Finance  Committee  of  the 
Diocese  in  Columbia. 

February. 

4th.  Grace  Church,  Camden:  I  celebrated  the  Holy  Communion, 
preached  and  confirmed  five. 

6th.  Ascension,  Hagood:  The  rector,  Mr.  Barnwell,  read  morning 
prayer;  I  preached  and  confirmed  eight. 

7th.  Holy  Cross,  Stateburg:  Mr.  Barnwell  read  morning  prayer  and 
I  preached  and  confirmed  two.  I  took  this  occasion  to  congratulate  the 
congregation  on  the  beautiful  and  permanent  improvements  on  their 
Chiirch,  for  which  they  deserve  great  credit. 

9th.  Gave  letter  dimissory  to  our  dear  friend  and  brother,  the  Rev. 
R.  Maynard  Marshall,  of  Clemson,  transferring  him  to  the  Diocese  of 
North  Carolina.  Mr.  Marshall  goes  in  answer  to  an  urgent  call  to 
accept  the  important  position  of  chaplain  and  rector  at  the  University 
of  North  Carolina,  Chapel  Hill.  It  comes  as  a  deserved  promotion  to 
one  who  has  done  faithful  service  and  was  much  beloved  by  the  students 
and  faculty  of  Clemson  College.  We  part  with  him  most  reluctantly 
and  with  sincere  and  affectionate  regard. 

11th.  Trinity  Church,  Columbia:  I  celebrated  the  Holy  Communion, 
assisted  by  the  rector,  Mr.  Finlay.  I  preached  and  confirmed  fourteen 
and  one  the  next  day  in  private.  The  same  afternoon  visited  Trinity 
Mission,  Olympia  Mills,  held  service  and  preached.  At  night  visited 
St.  Timothy  Church,  Columbia.  I  read  evening  prayer,  assisted  by  the 
lay  reader,  Mr.  McCabe,  and  preached.  After  the  service  held  a  meet- 
ing of  the  congregation,  to  provide  for  future  services,  as  the  missionary 
in  charge,  Mr.  Robottom,  had  resigned  to  accept  the  position  of  a  plat- 
form lecturer  of  the  Southern  Sociological  Congress. 

14th.  Celebrated  the  Holy  Communion  in  Trinity  Church,  Columbia,  at 
the  opening  service  of  the  Sunday  School  Convention  and  Institute. 
The  same  night  I  made  an  address  before  the  convention  on  the  "Call 
to  the  Ministry."  The  sessions  of  the  Institute  were  most  enjoyable  and 
Mr.  Pendleton  deserves  the  thanks  of  the  entire  Diocese  for  the  splendid 
program  of  speakers  and  subjects  which  he  gave  us.  I  cannot  express 
my  disappointment  and  regret  that  more  of  the  clergy  and  Sunday 
School  superintendents  and  teachers  do  not  attend  these  conventions. 
We  must  do  better  another  year. 

Was  greatly  shocked  and  distressed  to  read  in  the  morning  papers 
a  notice  of  the  death  of  our  dear  brother,  the  Bishop  of  Atlanta.  I 
wired  immediately  to  Mrs.  Nelson,  but  owing  to  delay  in  getting  an 
answer  to  my  telegram  to  Dr.  Wilmer,  in  charge  of  the  funeral  services, 
I  missed  my  train  and  so  was  not  present.  Bishop  Nelson  was  Presi- 
dent of  the  Provincial  Synod  of  the  Fourth  Province,  and  one  of  the 
most  useful  and  beloved  men  in  the  American  Episcopate.  His  death 
is  a  great  loss  to  his  Diocese  and  to  the  entire  South. 

15th.  St.  Ann's,  New  Brookland:  The  missionary  in  charge  read  even- 
ing prayer.  I  preached  and  confirmed  three.  I  was  glad  to  note  on 
this  visit  the  marked  improvements  in  the  chapel  building  and  school- 
house. 

16th.  St.  Mary's  School  and  Church,  Columbia:  Inspected  the  school 
and  gave  them  a  service  in  the  church  at  night.  Rev.  Edw.  S.  Willett 
read  evening  prayer,  and  I  preached  and  confirmed  six.

21st  (Ash  Wednesday).  St.  John's,  Johns  Island:  Celebrated  the 
Holy  Communion,  assisted  by  the  rector  and  the  Rev.  Walter  Mitchell. 
Preached  and  confirmed  on§. 

22d.  Read  with  deep  regret  and  sorrow  a  notice  in  the  Churchman 
of  the  death  of  the  Rt.  Rev.  Samuel  Cook  Edsall,  D.  D.,  Bishop  of 
Minnesota.  Like  Bishop  Nelson,  of  Atlanta,  whose  death  preceded  his 
by  a  few  days,  Bishop  Edsall  was  one  of  the  strong  men  in  the  House 
of  Bishops.    We  shall  miss  his  wise  counsels  and  his  able  debates. 

23d.  Accepted  letter  dimissory  transferring  the  Rev.  Charles  S.  Sedge- 
wick,  of  the  Diocese  of  Maryland,  to  the  Diocese  of  South  Carolina  to 
become  rector  of  St.  Mark's  Church,  Charleston. 

25th.  St.  Paul's,  Summerville:  I  celebrated  the  Holy  Communion, 
assisted  by  the  rector,  Mr.  Ambler.  I  preached  and  confirmed  eleven. 
In  the  afternoon  I  visited  St.  Barnabas'  Mission  and  confirmed  one. 
At  night  visited  the  Colored  Mission  of  the  Epiphany.  The  rector,  Mr. 
Howell,  read  evening  prayer.  I  preached  and  confirmed  four.  At  this 
service  I  encouraged  the  congregation  to  push  the  work  of  enlarging  and 
improving  their  church  and  for  this  purpose  I  gave  them  an  offering  of 
$116.00. 

March. 

Attended  a  meeting  of  the  Joint  Executive  Committee  of  the  Harriott 
Pinckney  Home  for  Seamen,  and  made  arrangements  for  an  Anniver- 
sary Service  and  Sermon  by  an  out-of-town  speaker  for  Sunday  night, 
March  25th.  The  same  day  I  issued  lay  reader's  licenses  to  J.  Nelson 
Frierson,  O.  Frank  Hart,  James  H.  Fowles,  W.  Anderson  Clarkson, 
Frank  B.  Fitch,  of  Trinity  Church,  Columbia,  and  to  Joseph  M.  McCabe, 
of  St.  Timothy's,  Columbia. 

4th.  St.  Thaddaeus',  Aiken:  I  celebrated  the  Holy  Communion,  preached 
and  confirmed  ten.  I  took  this  occasion  to  extend  a  hearty  welcome  to 
the  Diocese  to  the  new  rector,  the  Rev.  John  Ridout.  In  the  afternoon 
I  visited  St.  Augustine's  Colored  Chapel.  The  Rev.  St.  Julian  Simpkins 
read  evening  prayer;  I  preached.  The  same  night  I  visited  St.  Paul's, 
Graniteville.  Mr.  Taylor  real  evening  prayer;  I  preached  and  con- 
firmed thirteen. 

5th.  Appointed  an  Executive  Committee  to  have  general  supervision 
of  St.  Augustine's  Colored  School,  Aiken,  consisting  of  the  Rev.  John 
Ridout,  Mrs.  Claudia  L.  Phelps  and  Mrs.  John  Ridout.

After 
the  service,  in  a  private  house,  I  confirmed  two.  There  was  a  congrega- 
tion present. 

8th.  Attended  meeting  of  the  Charleston  churches  to  consider  what 
preparations  would  be  necessary  for  us  to  make  before  the  Provincial 
Synod  met  in  Charleston  next  November. 

11th.  St.  Philip's,  Charleston:  I  celebrated  the  Holy  Communion, 
assisted  by  the  rector,  Mr.  Beckwith.

Thus  one  of  the  most  notable  and  praiseworthy  under- 
takings in  the  history  of  our  Church  in  Charleston  has  been  launched. 
May  God  bless  the  good  work  and  raise  up  to  it  a  never-ending  succes- 
sion of  benefactors ! 

Grace  Church,  Charleston:  I  celebrated  the  Holy  Communion, 
assisted  by  the  rector,  Mr.  Way.  Preached  and  confirmed  twenty-six. 
The  same  afternoon  I  held  service  at  the  City  Orphan  House  and 
addressed  the  children.  That  night  I  attended  the  Anniversary  Services 
of  the  Harriott  Pinckney  Home  for  Seamen.  The  Rev.  Archibald  R. 
Mansfield,  D.  D.,  of  the  Church  Institute  for  Seamen  in  the  city  of  New 
York,  delivered  a  most  interesting  address.

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APPENDIX  II 


Report  of  Diocesan  Board  of  Missions 

Brethren  of  the  Council: 

It  is  with  great  pleasure  and  much  gratification  that  your  Board 
appears  before  you  tonight  to  report  a  balance  of  $288.49  to  our  credit 
this  year,  and  also  it  is  a  satisfaction  to  state  the  missionary  work  in  the 
Diocese  is  in  an  encouraging  condition. 

But  the  difficulty  to  face  is  this,  when  new  fields  are  opened  up  and 
churches  erected,  where  are  the  devoted  and  consecrated  men  of  God,  to 
carry  on  the  work  to  further  development?  And  it  is  right  here  that  the 
Board  would  emphasize  the  training  of  more  earnest  laymen  to  carry 
on  the  services  of  the  Church  in  the  mission  churches,  between  the  visita- 
tions of  the  missionary.  This  is  now  most  successfully  accomplished 
in  many  places. 

The  parishes  and  missions  are  to  be  congratulated  on  the  splendid  way 
which  they  have  met  the  apportionments  made  upon  them.  With  the 
exception  of  a  few  small  missions,  they  have  all  paid  up  in  full. 

Your  Board  regrets  to  find  that  often  the  smaller  parishes  and  mis- 
sions, when  deprived  of  a  clergyman's  services,  realize  no  obligation  to 
meet  their  apportionments,  but  it  should  be  remembered  that  the  appro- 
priations are  based  upon  what  may  confidently  be  expected  from  the 
apportionments.  As  will  be  seen  from  the  Treasurer's  report,  over  eight 
thousand  dollars  has  been  received  and  disbursed  this  year.  Of  this 
amount  eight  hundred  and  forty-five  dollars  has  been  given  as  an 
Advent  Offering  from  the  Sunday  Schools;  this  is  the  largest  amount 
that  has  been  received  from  the  children  of  the  Church  in  many  years. 
The  Board  desires  to  place  on  record  its  sincere  thanks  to  the  Sunday 
Schools  for  their  generous  offering. 

In  order  that  the  Advent  Offering  may  be  increased,  the  Board  would 
suggest  that  where  there  is  no  Sunday  School  that  the  members  of  the 
congregation  will  secure  mite  boxes  and  contribute  to  this  offering,  for 
without  the  Advent  Offering  the  Board  would  be  hampered  in  doing  some 
of  its  missionary  work.  Moreover,  such  an  offering  coming  from  these 
congregations  as  well  as  from  the  children,  where  there  is  a  Sunday 
School,  would  create  more  interest  in  Diocesan  Missions.  The  Board 
would  also  press  the  importance  of  the  clergy  informing  themselves  con- 
cerning the  missions  in  the  Diocese  and  instructing  the  Sunday  Schools 
in  the  same,  in  order  that  they  may  become  more  interested  and  give 
with  a  better  understanding  of  the  missionary  condition. 

As  your  Board  views  the  whole  field  of  missionary  work  in  the  Diocese, 
they  are  impressed  with  the  fact  that  the  Church  is  reaching  more 
effectively  now  than  ever  before  the  rural  districts,  but  there  is  great 
room  for  improvement,  especially  in  certain  sections  of  the  Diocese. 
There  are,  according  to  the  census  of  1910,  about  223  cities  and  towns 
of  less  than  2,500  people,  and  these  contain  a  population  of  129,360. 
The  other  rural  territory  contain  1,161,208  inhabitants.  Now,  in  the 
cities  and  towns  of  our  State  with  over  2,500  inhabitants  we  number 
7,882  communicants,  so  that  in  the  area  outside  of  the  larger  cities  and 
towns  we  number  about  3,000  communicants — this  includes  the  colored 
as  well  as  the  whites. 

It  behooves  us,  then,  as  a  Church,  to  give  more  attention  to  the  rural 
districts,  for  after  all  the  city  parishes  are  built  up  to  a  large  extent 
from  the  influx  to  the  cities  from  the  country. 

Your  Board  is  pleased  to  report  that  nearly  all  the  smaller  parishes 
and  missions  have  had  services  regularly  this  year.    It  is  to  be  regretted 
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that  the  missions  of  St.  Andrew  and  St.  James,  Greenville,  have  been 
so  long  without  a  minister,  but  we  wish  to  congratulate  the  little  con- 
gregations on  meeting  all  their  responsibilities  and  maintaining  their 
work  through  all  adversities.  They  are  soon  to  be  provided  with  a  min- 
ister. The  mill  work  in  Spartanburg,  Graniteville  and  Columbia  is 
showing  some  growth;  the  latter  place  hopes  to  have  a  resident  minister 
and  a  trained  nurse,  besides  the  Deaconess.  It  is  only  in  this  way  we 
can  hope  to  do  any  constructive  work  in  the  mill  villages.  Since  Mr. 
Marshall's  resignation  there  has  been  no  one  in  charge  of  the  Church 
at  Clemson;  as  this  is  a  strategic  point  for  the  Church  work  we  hope  that 
soon  an  efficient  clergyman  can  Tbe  secured  for  this  field,  which  embraces 
the  churches  at  Pendleton,  Walhalla  and  Seneca.  In  addition  to  these 
places,  there  are  vacancies  at  St.  Timothy's,  Columbia,  and  Trinity 
Chapel.  Since  a  large  lumber  plant  has  been  established  at  Hardee- 
ville  there  is  every  prospect  of  revived  life  at  St.  Edmund's  Church. 
We  are  glad  to  report  good  work  being  done  in  new  fields  recently 
opened  up  for  the  Church,  such  as  St.  Luke's,  Lykesland;  St.  Barnabas', 
Dillon;  St.  Timothy's,  Huger;  St.  Luke's,  Andrews,  and  missions  at 
Timmonsville,  Monck's  Corner  and  Varnville. 

Your  Board  regrets  to  say  that  they  believe  that  while  many  of  our 
parishes  are  giving  liberally  to  the  missionary  work  of  the  Diocese,  that 
our  people,  in  many  instances,  know  little  or  nothing  of  the  nature,  con- 
ditions, or  needs  of  their  own  missionary  field;  they  are  better  informed 
about  the  work  in  Japan  and  China  than  that  at  home.  Cannot  some 
means  be  adopted  by  which  this  information  could  reach  our  people? 
We  feel  that  because  of  the  large  territory  covered  by  some  of  our  mis- 
sionaries, not  as  much  progressive  work  is  accomplished  as  we  would  like 
to  see,  hence  the  need  of  more  men. 

With  thanks  to  our  Church  people  for  their  liberal  support  this  past 
year  and  with  gratitude  to  God  for  all  His  blessings  upon  our  work,  we 
close  this  report,  W.  A.  Guerry,  Chairman.

Report  of  the  Archdeacon  of  Charleston  Convocation. 

My  Dear  Bishop:  In  rendering  you  this,  my  annual  report,  it  gives 
me  great  pleasure  to  state  that  the  work  during  the  past  year  in  the 
Archdeacon  has  been  a  very  great  joy  to  me  and  that  I  find  encour- 
agement on  all  sides.  The  members  of  the  old  colonial  parishes,  in  which 
I  have  tried  to  infuse  new  life,  have  given  me  every  help  and  the  new 
fields  that  have  been  opened  up  for  the  Church  are  most  promising — 
the  people  are  enthusiastic  and  heartily  welcome  the  administrations  of 
the  Church. 

It  is  also  gratifying  to  state  that  many  of  our  Church  people  in  the 
Charleston  Convocation  have  become  much  interested  in  the  work  of 
the  Archdeaconry.  I  believe  as  they  become  better  informed  of  the 
work,  more  substantial  aid  will  be  forthcoming. 

As  I  rendered  you  a  report  last  year  for  the  three  months  that  I  had 
been  Archdeacon  previous  to  the  Council  meeting,  this  report  will  be 
for  the  last  fiscal  year.  Besides  the  places  that  I  give  regular  services 
to,  at  your  request  I  visited  Varnville,  which  is  a  mission  and  recently 
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organized.  I  found  the  little  place  much  interested  in  the  building  of  a 
church.  I  gave  a  service  there  and  encouraged  them  to  purchase  a  lot 
upon  which  to  build. 

During  the  season  of  Lent  I  conducted  several  services  for  my 
brethren  in  Charleston;  also  visited  Georgetown  and  Pinopolis  and 
preached.  On  the  first  Sundays  in  the  month  I  visit  Strawberry  Chapel, 
which  formerly  was  the  Chapel  of  Ease  for  the  parish  of  St.  John's, 
Berkeley.  Here  I  am  glad  to  tell  you  that  renewed  life  has  been 
manifested,  a  handsome  wire  fence  with  concrete  post,  has  been  placed 
around  the  sacred  and  memorable  church  yard.  Funds  have  been 
raised  for  improving  the  interior  of  the  church.  The  size  of  the  con- 
gregation has  greatly  increased  in  the  past  year;  many  who  were 
strangers  to  the  ways  of  the  church  now  attend  services  there  from 
the  rural  districts;  a  number  of  people  whose  early  life  was  associated 
with  the  church  go  from  Charleston  to  worship  there.  It  would  not  sur- 
prise me  that  in  the  near  future  a  small  town  will  be  built  up  around  the 
old  church  as  there  once  existed  in  ante-revolutionary  days.  From  here 
the  Archdeacon  goes  to  the  Barrows,  where  an  afternoon  service  is  held, 
in  an  humble  little  church  for  the  pineland  people.  A  large  congrega- 
tion always  awaits  me  there;  a  simple  service  is  held  and  the  people 
seem  deeply  interested.  In  the  past  year  I  have  baptized  five  children 
in  this  mission,  known  as  St.  Stephen's  in  the  Pines. 

From  the  Barrows  I  drive  a  distance  of  eight  miles  to  Monck's  Corner, 
where  I  conduct  a  preaching  service  in  the  Masonic  Temple.  This  serv- 
ice is  attended  generally  by  every  one  in  the  little  town.  A  lot  has  been 
donated,  and  if  I  meet  with  encouragement,  hope  to  erect  a  church  here. 

In  the  summer  months  services  are  conducted  in  Cordeville.  In  the 
Church  of  the  Holy  Innocent  I  baptized  two  children  this  year. 

I  have  visited  regularly  on  the  second  Sundays  in  the  month  Pompion 
Hill  Chapel,  which  is  the  Chapel  of  Ease  in  the  old  parish  of  St.  Thomas 
and  St.  Dennis.  Here,  too,  the  congregations  have  increased  in  size,  some 
coming  by  boat  and  some  in  autos  from  one  of  the  lumber  camps  near  by, 
and  some  from  the  surrounding  country.  We  hope  ere  long  to  build  a 
breakwater  on  the  side  of  the  ancient  church,  to  prevent  any  further 
encroachment  by  the  river.  Four  miles  away  we  have  the  Beresford 
Bounty  School  and  we  have  organized  St.  Timothy's  Mission.  It  is 
most  gratifying  to  observe  how  the  Church  is  reaching  a  people  who  in 
years  past  were  strangers  to  the  Church.  Here  I  have  baptized  one 
adult  and  six  children  and  have  had  five  confirmed.  The  outlook  of  this 
work  is  most  encouraging. 

On  the  third  Sundays  I  visit  Holy  Trinity  Church,  Grahamville,  where 
I  have  witnessed  a  marked  improvement  in  the  attendance,  and  the  lit- 
tle flock  are  exerting  every  effort  to  encourage  those  from  the  surround- 
ing country  to  attend  our  services.  There  are  two  or  three  large  club 
houses  near  by  and  our  Northern  friends  during  the  winter  months 
worship  with  us  and  contribute  liberally.  I  have  begun  to  give  serv- 
ices in  the  schoolhouse  at  Ridgeland,  which  is  the  county  seat;  the 
response  has  been  very  good.  I  do  this  to  encourage  the  people  to 
attend  the  Holy  Trinity  at  Grahamville  and  to  help  them  in  their 
Christian  life. 

I  feel  much  encouraged  in  the  work  at  Wando,  where  I  go  on  the 
fourth  Sundays  in  the  month.  I  have  baptized  here  three  adults  and 
three  children.  Three  persons  have  been  confirmed  and  a  number  are 
awaiting  confirmation.    The  parish  school  is  doing  good  work. 

From  Wando  I  go  to  Daniel's  Island  and  hold  an  afternoon  service 
in  an  improvised  chapel.  Here  the  people  are  much  interested  in  the 
services  of  the  Church.  One  adult  has  been  baptized  and  confirmed. 
The  Sunday  School,  though  small,  is  doing  good  work. 

At  Andrews  I  have  organized  a  new  mission  and  there  I  have  baptized 
three  children  and  had  one  adult  confirmed.    The  services  for  the  pres- 
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ent  are  held  in  the  schoolhouse  and  are  largely  attended.  We  hope  to 
begin  building  a  church  in  the  near  future  upon  the  lot  that  has  been 
donated.  I  go  there  every  fifth  Sunday  and  every  third  Wednesday  in 
the  month.  The  outlook  is  very  promising.  I  desire  to  record  here  in 
this  report  my  sincere  thanks  to  you  for  all  the  help  you  have  given  me 
and  my  gratitude  to  God  for  blessing  my  labors.    I  am,

Reports  of  Deans  of  Convocation  x 

First  Convocation — Rev.  W.  H.  K.  Pendleton,  Dean. 

At  the  time  the  present  Dean  was  appointed  by  the  Bishop  to  take 
charge  of  Greenville  Convocation,  succeeding  the  Rev.  A.  R.  Mitchell, 
who  had  been  for  many  years  the  faithful  and  efficient  Dean  of  that 
convocation,  there  were  many  vacancies  within  that  convocation  and 
the  work  was  very  much  hampered  on  that  account.  Since  that  time 
we  are  glad  to  report  that  Christ  Church,  Greenville,  has  been  filled 
most  acceptably  by  the  Rev.  Frank  A.  Juhan;  that  Laurens  and  New- 
berry, which  were  also  vacant,  are  now  under  the  charge  of  the  Rev. 
W.  S.  Holmes;  that  Rev.  Ambler  M.  Blackford,  my  personal  friend  and 
former  coworker,  has  taken  charge  of  the  Church  of  the  Resurrection, 
Greenwood,  and  ministers  also  to  Trinity  Church,  Abbeville,  and  to  the 
mission  at  Ninety-Six.  St.  Andrew's  and  St.  James'  Churches,  Green- 
ville, are  expecting  a  rector  in  the  near  future.  On  the  other  hand,  the 
important  position  of  Chaplain  at  Clemson  College  has  been  made  vacant 
by  the  resignation  of  the  Rev.  R.  Maynard  Marshall,  who  has  gone  to  fill  a 
similar  postion  at  Chapel  Hill,  North  Carolina.  This  position  held  by  Mr. 
Marshall  is  one  of  the  most  important  in  the. Diocese  and  demands  more 
than  convocational  support.  Sixty  or  seventy  of  the  boys  at  Clemson 
College  are  members  of  the  Episcopal  Church  or  prefer  to  worship  at 
that  church,  yet  we  have  no  adequate  facilities  for  meeting  the  needs 
of  the  students  fresh  from  one  of  the  best  and  most  highly  equipped 
institutions  in  the  State.  Trinity  Church,  Fort  Hill,  was  the  first 
church  on  the  ground,  yet  it  has  not  known  the  day  of  its  visitation,  or 
rather,  standing  alone  as  a  kind  of  outpost,  unsupported  by  the  General 
Church,  it  has  been  unable  to  advance  with  the  movement  of  the  times; 
so  that  while  Presbyterian,  Baptist  and  Methodist  churches,  all  younger 
than  Trinity  Church,  have  splendid  brick  buildings,  with  adequate 
facilities  for  Sunday  School  work,  Trinity  Church  still  stands  a  weather- 
beaten  wood  structure,  absolutely  without  equipment  for  educational 
work.  When  the  rectorship  is  filled,  as  we  trust  it  will  be  in  the  near 
future,  it  will  be  an  opportune  time  for  the  whole  Church  to  remedy 
this  long-standing  neglect  and  to  give  to  the  rector  at  Clemson  College 
tools  to  work  with.  The  Diocese  of  Virginia  a  few  years  ago  inaugu- 
rated a  movement  to  raise  $100,000  to  build  a  church  at  the  University 
of  Virginia,  although  there'  was  already  a  strong  Parish  Church  in 
Charlottesville.  The  church  has  been  partly  built  and  one  of  the  most 
brilliant  young  men  of  the  State  is  in  charge  of  it.  This  is  a  strategic 
position  and  it  cannot  be  expected  to  support  itself.  The  rector  has  a 
unique  opportunity  to  reach  and  affect  the  lives  of  eight  hundred  young 
men,  many  of  whom  are  already  members  of  the  Episcopal  Church 
and  many  more  of  whom  would  attend  the  services  were  there  a  church 
of  such  solidity  and  beauty  as  to  give  the  impression  that  the  Episcopal 
Church  really  valued  the  opportunity  presented  by  this  institution. 
In  these  critical  times  when  the  food  supply  is  likely  to  be  the  controlling 
factor  in  this  world  war  the  position  of  Clemson  becomes  even  more 
important,  the  number  of  students  in  the  agricultural  department  will 
doubtless  increase  and  their  influence  will  be  felt  throughout  the  State. 
It  may  not  be  known  to  some  members  of  the  Council  that  the  rector 
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of  Trinity  Church  is  partly  supported  by  an  appropriation  of  $500.00 
from  the  college.  This  is  true  of  all  four  pastors  who  hav3  churches 
there.  It  would  seem  then  that  we  owe  something  more  than  has  yet 
been  done  to  this  institution.  We  owe  it  the  best  man  we  can  secure 
and  the  best  equipment  that  can  be  provided.  No  Sunday  School  or 
Bible  Class;  work  can  ever  be  successful  in  a  one-room  church,  for  boys 
who  come  straight  from  the  splendid  equipment  of  a  State  supported 
institution  like  Clemson.  I  trust  that  the  Church  of  the  Diocese  will  take 
the  situation  at  Clemson  seriously  and  will  take  steps  wisely  to  provide 
for  all  classes  of  this  most  important  work. 

At  my  last  report  I  referred  to  the  plan  of  organizing  a  band  of  lay 
readers  within  the  convocation.  The  first  step  in  that  direction  was  taken 
at  the  convocational  meeting  at  Spartanburg  last  fall,  when  Mr.  J. 
Anderson  Clarkson,  of  Columbia,  came  up  and  spoke  on  the  subject.  We 
failed  to  effect  a  permanent  organization,  but  I  trust  that  the  seed  has 
been  sown.  The  plan  will  be  followed  relentlessly,  for  I  am  more  and 
more  convinced  that  the  church  can  never  live  and  grow  until  its  services 
are  maintained  regularly  Sunday  after  Sunday,  and  many  of  the  smaller 
churches  of  this  convocation,  which  contains  a  large  part  of  the  mis- 
sionary work  of  the  Diocese,  have  only  fortnightly,  or  even  less  frequent, 
services.  Over  against  this  we  have  a  band  of  laymen,  educated,  culti- 
vated, leaders  in  all  kinds  of  movements  in  the  State,  who,  if  they  could 
be  induced  to  enter  into  an  organization  of  this  sort  and  train  them- 
selves for  lay  readers  and  lay  preachers,  would  be  abundantly  able  to 
take  the  place  of  the  rector  whenever  he  could  not  be  present.  It  is  a 
field  full  of  undeveloped  resources.  Many  of  the  able  men  of  this  con- 
vocation have  a  distinct  message  for  the  church  and  even  if  the  rectors 
were  present  it  would  be  an  excellent  privilege  to  have  them  occasionally 
deliver  such  messages.  Many  of  them  are  men  of  such  ability  as  to 
rank  in  all  save  technical  preparation  with  the  rectors  whom  they  assist, 
and  some  have  exceptional  gifts  as  speakers.  It  is  a  great  mistake  that 
this  splendid  power  should  be  left  to  go  to  waste  and  the  church  receive 
no  benefit  from  it.  It  is  more  and  more  my  conviction  that  not  until 
we  harness  our  laymen  and  secure  their  unfailing  co-operation  and  give 
them  work  to  perform  compatible  with  their  dignity  and  ability  shall 
the  church  ever  reach  the  commanding  position  which  is  her  natural 
heritage.  It  may  be  difficult  for  some  time  to  arouse  these  laymen 
because  of  the  experience  of  generations  which  has  drawn  a  sharp  line 
between  things  temporal  and  things  religious,  so-called,  as  far  as  the 
laymen  are  concerned,  but  once  they  catch  the  vision  of  what  a  great 
layman  may  do  for  the  Church  and  his  Master  a  new  day  will  dawn 
in  South  Carolina. 

The  splendid  work  of  the  Church  of  our  Saviour  at  Rock  Hill  is  reach- 
ing a  large  number  of  girls  in  Winthrop  College.  This,  too,  Is  a 
strategic  point  and  should  be  developed  more  fully  in  the  near  future, 
but  with  their  band  of  consecrated  and  able  workers  the  congregation  of 
that  church  is  better  able  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  situation  than  is  the 
little  church  at  Clemson. 

I  will  not  speak  of  the  orphanage,  though  it  is  situated  within  the 
bounds  of  our  convocation,  because  its  position  as  a  Diocesan  institution 
is  thoroughly  recognized  throughout  the  State.  I  only  record  the  great 
privilege  we  esteem  it  that  we  have  this  beautiful  work  within  our 
boundaries.  It  is  an  illustration  of  what  happens  when  the  people  of  a 
community  see  the  church  doing  a  work  that  is  really  worth  while.  The 
influence  of  the  Episcopal  Church  in  the  town  of  York  has  probably 
been  quadrupled  by  the  presence  of  the  orphanage  there. 

We  are  still  pursuing  the  general  plan  of  two  annual  meetings  of  the 
convocation,  making  the  spring  meeting  more  and  more  of  a  Sunday 
School  institute  and  the  fall  meeting  more  and  more  a  missionary  insti- 
tute.   Of  these  plans  I  need  not  speak  at  present. 
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I  beg  to  call  attention  again  to  the  wonderful  opportunity  presented 
to  the  Church  in  Greenville  Convocation,  as  in  other  parts  of  the  State, 
by  the  presence  of  the  great  mill  population.  Not  long  ago  I  wrote 
to  The  Diocese  an  article  in  which  I  took  the  position  that  there  was 
presented  to  us  now  a  golden  opportunity,  to  be  seized  or  to  be  lost 
for  all  time.  The  authorities  of  the  mills  recognizing  the  value  of  trained 
Christian  workers  among  their  people,  are  glad  to  lend  their  assistance 
in  every  way  possible  and  to  give  financial  support.  The  president  of 
one  of  the  largest  mills  in  Spartanburg  county  has  recently  stated  to 
me  that  he  preferred  to  do  all  of  his  welfare  work  through  the  avenue 
of  the  churches,  and  that  if  they  would  supply  qualified  workers  he 
would  be  glad  to  furnish  a  share  of  the  support.  It  is  natural  that  it 
should  be  easier  for  the  mills  to  furnish  a  part  of  the  salary,  rather  than 
the  whole  salary,  but  there  is  a  deeper  reason  than  this,  which  these 
men,  accustomed  to  do  things  in  a  large  way,  do  not  overlook,  and  this 
reason  is  that  one  in  no  way  connected  with  the  mills  has  a  finer  head 
for  religious  work  than  one  who  is  a  part  of  the  mills'  employed  force, 
yet  so  greatly  do  the  officials  of  the  mills  value  the  trained  workers 
that  if  no  church  offers  a  worker  they  employ  one  at  from  sixty  to  sixty- 
five  dollars  per  month,  furnish  a  house  and  facilities  for  work.  The 
field  for  the  church  in  that  community  is  practically  closed  and  an 
important  source  of  support  is  lost.  The  workers  in  the  mills  are,  as  we 
are  fond  of  saying,  our  own  people,  of  our  very  blood  and  of  the  purest 
Anglo-Saxon  strain.  The  mills  have  presented  to  them  the  door  of  oppor- 
tunity. They  have  been  hidden  and  lost  in  the  coves  of  the  mountains 
for  one  hundred  and  fifty  years;  now  the  blast  of  the  mill  whistle  has 
called  them  out  of  the  isolation  of  their  mountain  homes  into  a  life  which 
is  a  marvelous  development  compared  to  what  they  have  known  before. 
But  hand  in  hand  with  opportunity  comes  responsibility;  side  by  side 
with  privilege  stands  the  danger  of  new  conditions  and  surroundings, 
and  unless  Christ  and  His  Church  lay  hold  upon  these  people  their 
development  must  be  along  lines  that  bode  no  good  for  the  future  of  the 
community  and  the  Church.  Already  teachers  and  ministers  have  risen 
from  between  the  looms  and  consecrated  their  lives  to  the  service  of  their 
people.  In  both  Houses  of  the  State  Legislature  the  representatives  of 
the  mills  are  making  laws  for  the  commonwealth.  In  a  decade  there 
will  be  doctors,  lawyers,  congressmen,  governors  and,  in  time,  United 
States  senators  from  the  mills.  It  is  not  so  much  what  we  are  going  to 
do  with  them  as  what  they  are  going  to  do  with  us.  I  trust  that  the  day 
is  at  hand  when  not  only  in  this  convocation,  but  throughout  the  South, 
the  challenge  of  the  mills  will  be  accepted  as  a  God-given  opportunity 
as  the  highest  and  most  real  kind  of  service. 

In  the  article  referred  to  I  state  also  the  fact  that  Miss  Mary  E. 
Frayser,  Superintendent  of  State  Extension  Work  at  Winthrop  College, 
is  generally  able  to  furnish  workers  for  the  Church  and  is  a  most  pleas- 
ant and  capable  supervisor  of  this  work.  Under  the  terms  of  the  Lever 
Fund,  under  which  Miss  Frayser  works,  Christian  workers  who  comply 
with  the  standards  and  requirements  fixed  by  the  State  are  eligible  to 
receive  from  this  fund  financial  assistance  which  is  often  a  distinct  help 
in  supporting  workers.  From  personal  experience  I  can  say  that  Miss 
Frayser's  visits  in  supervising  the  work  do  not  in  any  way  interfere 
with  the  direction  of  it  by  the  rector  and  are  a  source  of  pleasure  to 
the  rector  and  the  workers  and  a  stimulus  in  carrying  on  the  work.  We 
are  fortunate  enough  to  have  at  Spartanburg  two  workers  now  engaged 
in  the  work  in  Spartan  Mills  and  Arkwright  Mills,  respectively,  and  we 
feel  that  we  are  really  serving  the  community  as  well  as  serving  the 
Church.  Our  relations  with  the  mill  officials  are  most  cordial  and  satis- 
factory. Miss  Frayser's  visits  are  a  pleasure  and  inspiration  and  there 
is  no  conflict  of  authority  whatever.  We  cannot  stress  too  strongly  the 
great  importance  of  this  work. 
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Second  Convocation — Rev.  K.  G.  Finlay,  Dean. 

I  herewith  beg  to  submit  my  report  as  Dean  of  the  Columbia  Convoca- 
tion. 

As  usual  the  information  contained  herein  is  not  complete.  This, 
however,  arises  from  the  fact  that  some  of  the  clergy  of  the  convocation 
have  failed  to  answer  the  circular  letter  sent  out  requesting  information. 
Whether  it  be  from  undue  modesty  or  from  some  other  cause  I  am 
unable  to  say,  but  the  fact  remains  that  it  is  never  possible  to  submit  a 
complete  report  because  of  the  failure  of  the  brethren  to  give  the  needed 
information. 

A  rather  small,  but  interesting,  meeting  of  the  convocation  was  held 
at  St.  Thaddaeus'  Church,  Aiken.  The  Woman's  Auxiliary  of  the  con- 
vocation held  its  session  at  the  same  time  and  place,  and  added  much  to 
the  interest  and  profit  of  the  occasion.  In  passing  let  me  remark  that 
the  small  attendance  of  the  clergy  at  our  convocations  makes  it  impossi- 
ble for  us  to  accomplish  what  we  otherwise  might.  We  hold  only  one 
meeting  a  year,  and  it  would  seem  as  if  the  brethren  could  make  a  special 
effort  to  be  present, — not  only  to  receive  the  benefit,  but  also  to  confer 
a  benefit  upon  the  other  members  of  the  convocation  by  the  contribu- 
tion that  they  could  make  to  the  various  discussions. 

Rev.  W.  H.  Barnwell,  from  Stateburg,  reports  great  improvements 
made  upon  the  church  at  that  place  at  a  cost  of  $1,800.00;  also  new 
life  in  the  Sunday  School  at  that  point.  Considerable  repairs  were  made 
to  the  church  of  the  Ascension,  Hagood,  during  the  year  1915,  which 
were  not  included  in  last  year's  report.  I,  therefore,  make  mention  of 
them  in  this  report. 

Rev.  J.  Bentham  Walker,  Church  of  the  Holy  Comforter,  Sumter, 
reports  improvements  to  the  Sunday  School  building,  and  the  organiza- 
tion of  a  Bible  Class. 

Rev.  John  London,  from  Orangeburg,  reports  improvements  made 
upon  the  church,  including  painting  of  the  interior  and  exterior,  laying 
of  brick  walk  around  the  church,  new  pews  in  the  church  and  choir  stalls, 
installation  of  furnace  and  electric  fixtures;  also  electric  blower  for 
the  organ,  prayer  desk,  clergy  stall,  lecturn;  and  beautiful  memorial 
window. 

Rev.  T.  P.  Baker  reports  work  in  progress  on  the  church  at  Dillon, 
which  should  be  completed  by  August  15th. 

Rev.  R.  G.  Shannonhouse,  from  Trinity,  Edgefield,  reports  electric 
lights  in  church  and  rectory,  concrete  walk  in  front  of  church,  cement 
walk  from  the  street  to  the  church  door.  This  has  been  done  by  the 
Guild  of  the  parish.  The  church  at  Ridge  Spring  has  given  during  the 
year  $109.00  to  missions,  which,  we  are  informed,  is  more  per  capita 
than  any  church  in  the  Diocese. 

Rev.  A.  S.  Thomas,  from  St.  David's,  Cheraw,  reports  that  during  the 
year  the  new  church  and  parish  house  have  been  occupied.  A  number 
of  memorials  have  been  placed  in  the  church.  Junior  Auxiliary  and 
vested  choir  have  been  organized.  A  successful  Every  Member  Canvass, 
resulting  in  the  introduction  of  the  Duplex  Envelope  System  was  con- 
ducted. 

Rev.  A.  B.  Bennett,  of  St.  John's,  Shandon,  Columbia,  reports  the 
organization  of  a  Men's  Bible  Class. 

St.  Timothy's,  Columbia,  is  at  present  without  a  minister.  Services 
are  conducted  by  lay  readers  and  the  other  clergy  of  the  city.  An 
enthusiastic  and  successful  Every  Member  Canvass  has  been  conducted. 
The  Sundav  School  is  doing  splendid  work.  Special  mention  should  be 
made  of  the  Adult  Bible  Class. 

Trinity  Mission,  Columbia,  is  also  without  a  rector.  Services  are  being 
supplied  by  the  Dean.  A  staff  of  three  devoted  women  are  working  at 
the  Mission  House.    Miss  Elizabeth  O.  Robinson  has  made  two  very 
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successful  visits  to  the  North  to  raise  funds  for  the  prosecution  of  the 
work. 

The  work  at  Trinity  Church,  Columbia,  represents  no  new  features, 
except  the  organization  of  an  Athletic  Association  amongst  the  boys  and 
girls.  This  has  aroused  much  enthusiasm.  The  Easter  Offering  of  the 
Sunday  School  is  worthy  of  mention.  It  amounted  to  over  $400.00. 
Also  the  interest  in  Mission  Study  during  the  past  Lent  was  most  grati- 
fying. 

•  Amongst  the  various  activities  of  the  Church  of  the  Good  Shepherd, 
Columbia,  mention  should  be  made  of  the  Men's  Bible  Class.  This  has 
proven  to  be  a  most  valuable  feature  in  the  life  of  the  parish.  The 
evening  service  on  the  fifth  Sunday  in  the  month  is  in  charge  of  the  lay- 
men of  the  parish.  This  has  been  a  very  interesting  and  successful 
innovation. 

With  sincere  regrets  for  the  inadequacy  of  this  report,  for  which, 
however,  as  already  mentioned,  the  Dean  is  not  responsible,  I  beg  to 
submit  this  record  of  our  activities  for  the  past  year. 

Third  Convocation — Rev.  John  Kershaw,  D.  D.,  Dean. 

The  Dean  of  the  Third  Convocation  begs  leave  to  report: 

That  this  convocation  has  held  but  one  meeting  since  the  Council  of  1916. 
This  meeting  was  held  at  the  Church  of  the  Holy  Apostles,  Barnwell, 
the  Rev.  A.  E.  Evison,  rector,  November  21-23,  1916.  There  was  the 
usual  scarcity  of  clergy  at  the  meeting,  about  one-third  only  of  those 
entitled  being  present.  There  was  also  the  usual  absence  of  laity,  only 
the  representatives  of  the  local  church  being  in  attendance.  There 
were  also  the  usual  counter  attractions  running,  viz.,  a  street  carnival 
and  a  county  fair.  Nevertheless,  those  who  were  present  contrived  to 
supply,  in  some  measure,  the  places  of  those  on  the  program  who  were 
absent,  and  the  little  flock  at  Barnwell,  supplemented  by  others  from 
neighboring  missions,  attended  well  the  several  sessions  and  services 
held  by  the  convocation,  and  entertained  the  members  with  abounding 
hospitality,  for  which  proper  acknowledgment  was  made. 

The  outstanding  event  in  the  history  of  the  convocation  since  my  last 
report  has  been  the  activity  of  Archdeacon  Mitchell  in  his  extensive 
field,  but  since  he  will  himself  have  opportunity  to  tell  in  detail  of  his 
work,  I  will  not  now  attempt  to  forestall  his  report,  but  leave  him  to 
speak  for  himself  with  his  native  modesty.  Representing  the  mind  of 
the  convocation,  as  also  that  of  the  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church 
— see  their  report  for  1916, — the  Dean  would  emphasize  the  value  of 
having  an  Archdeacon  in  each  of  the  other  convocations  of  the  Diocese, 
as  soon  as  is  practicable.  This  has  long  been  the  declared  policy  of  the 
Diocese,  but  so  far  acted  on  only  in  the  one  instance  now  under  consider- 
ation.   The  wisdom  of  this  policy  has  been  amply  justified  already. 

The  men  in  this  convocation,  who  are  engaged  in  mission  work,  have 
been  diligent  and  faithful  in  their  several  fields,  as  their  reports  evince. 
There  is  little  that  is  sensational  to  tell  of  results  achieved,  but  much 
that  reveals  steady  and  steadfast  devotion  to  duty,  considerable  self- 
denial,  and  courage  in  the  midst  of  discouragement.  It  is  a  good  field 
in  which  to  learn  to  endure  hardness,  but  it  is  also  a  great  work  they 
are  doing  in  ministering  to  the  scattered  members  of  the  flock  who  are 
too  remote  from  the  larger  centers  of  church  life  to  feel  the  inspiration 
of  numbers.  Laymen,  two  in  particular,  Messrs.  W.  G.  Mazyck  and  J.  C. 
Bissell,  have  been  active  in  rendering  acceptable  services  at  several 
such  points  in  the  bounds  of  this  convocation.  There  is  room  for  others 
to  go  and  do  likewise,  here  and  elsewhere. 

The  Dean  is  happy  to  report  that  there  are  no  vacancies  in  the  ranks 
of  the  clergy  in  this  convocation.

Joseph  Rogers  Walker  and  Mortimer  Worth  Glover,  Jr.,  dispensing 
the  former  from  the  study  of  Logic  and  Psychology  until  he  be  ordered 
Deacon. 

Priesthood. 

Oliver  James  Hart  and  Julian  Clyde  Perry,  the  former  to  be  ordained 
on  or  after  May  20th,  1917,  and  the  latter  on  or  after  June  28th,  1917. 

Your  committee  has  also  given  its  consent  to  the  consecration  of  the 
following: 

The  Rev.  Irving  Peake  Johnson,  D.  D.,  as  Bishop  Coadjutor  of  the 
Diocese  of  Colorado. 

The  Rev.  Granville  Hudson  Sherwood  to  be  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  of 
Springfield. 

Your  committee  has  also  concurred  in  and  consented  to  the  election  of: 
The  Rt.  Rev.  Sheldon  Munson  Griswold,  D.  D.,  Bishop  of  the  Mission- 
ary District  of  Salina,  to  be  Suffragan  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  of  Chicago. 

And  has  also  consented  that  the  Dioceses  of  Iowa  and  Newark  proceed 
to  the  election  of  Bishops  Coadjutor  for  the  said  respective  Dioceses. 
All  of  which  is  respectfully'  submitted.

Annual  Report  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church 
in  South  Carolina 

In  accordance  with  Canon  XIX  the  trustees  herewith  submit  their 
annual  report  of  their  acts  and  doings  during  the  past  year: 

The  financial  statement  of  the  Secretary  and  Treasurer,  appended  to 
this  report,  shows  the  income  receipts  during  the  past  year  from  the 
invested  funds  and  securities  in  the  hands  of  the  trustees  and  the  dis- 
bursements in  detail  made  by  them,  with  the  balance  of  cash  on  hand 
in  the  bank  of  deposit.  The  statement  also  shows  in  detail  the  assets 
on  hand  and  how  invested,  and  the  liabilities  consisting  of  the  amount 
of  the  principal  of  the  various  funds. 

As  shown  by  the  statement,  the  total  of  the  securities  and  cash  now 
in  the  hands  of  the  trustees  amount  to  $100,083.34.  The  average  per  cent, 
of  income  on  the  invested  funds  is  6y2%,  with  the  exception  of  $3,000.00 
in  city  of  Union  coupon  bonds,  all  of  the  investments  made  by  the  trustees 
are  secured  by  first  mortgages  of  improved  real  estate  in  amounts  not 
more  than  two-thirds  of  the  appraised  value  thereof.  All  interest  up 
to  May  1,  1917,  has  been  collected  in  full. 

The  usual  appropriations  have  been  made  from  the  current  income 
of  the  various  funds  in  accordance  with  the  standing  resolutions  of  the 
trustees,  and  all  of  these  appropriations  have  been  paid  over  to  the 
persons  authorized  to  receive  them.  The  Finance  Committee  appointed 
annually  by  the  President  consists  of  Messrs.  W.  S.  Manning,  F.  H. 
Weston  and  John  P.  Thomas,  Jr. 

St.  Andrew's  Church,  St.  Andrew's  Parish,  has  been  thoroughly 
repaired  and  put  in  good  condition  at  a  total  cost  of  $1,400.00.  This 
fund  was  contributed  as  follows: 

Surviving  Vestrymen  of  St.  Andrew's,  $588.43;  Shuler  Fund,  $114.00; 
amount  raised  by  Bishop  Guerry,  $697.57. 

The  trustees  have  leased  the  Glebe  lands  for  agricultural  purposes 
to  J.  M.  Harrison  for  $100.00  a  year,  the  rental  to  be  used  for  the  upkeep 
of  the  church  building  and  insurance  thereon.  The  trustees  have  insured 
the  church  building  against  loss  by  fire  in  the  sum  of  $2,500.00. 

On  May  29,  1916,  the  rectory  and  lot  of  All  Saints',  Yamessee,  was 
sold  for  $335.00.  The  net  amount,  after  deducting  the  expenses  and  com- 
missions of  the  selling  agent,  was  directed  by  the  trustees  to  be  added 
to  the  principal  of  the  Shuler  Fund.  At  their  meeting  in  May,  1916, 
the  trustees  passed  a  resolution  that  four  per  cent,  of  the  net  annual 
income  from  the  various  funds  in  the  hands  of  the  trustees  be  set  aside 
for  the  payment  of  the  expenses  of  the  trustees  in  the  administration  of 
the  trust  funds,  and  that  out  of  this  expense  fund  the  Secretary  and 
Treasurer  be  allowed  the  sum  of  $200  per  year  for  office  expenses  and 
clerical  services. 

On  June  1,  1916,  the  house  and  lot  of  St.  Barnabas'  Mission,  Summer- 
ville,  at  the  corner  of  Main  street  and  North  Sixth  street,  was  leased  to 
the  Layman's  Brotherhood  of  Summerville,  S.  C,  for  one  year,  with 
option  to  renew  from  year  to  year  for  five  years,  at  a  yearly  rental  of 
$60.00,  the  property  to  be  used  for  an  infirmary  and  hospital. 

On  May  5,  1913,  the  trustees  passed  a  resolution  providing  for  the 
transfer  of  the  property  of  the  Holy  Cross,  on  Sullivan's  Island,  to  a 
corporation  known  as  "The  Chapel  of  the  Holy  Cross,  Moultrieville, 
S.  C.,"  to  be  held  by  that  corporation  upon  the  same  trusts  as  the  prop- 
erty had  been  held  by  the  trustees.    Acting  upon  this  resolution  a  deed 
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of  this  property  has  been  executed  to  above  named  corporation,  dated 
April  14,  1917,  and  deliverd  to  Mr.  Wm.  G.  Mazyck,  Warden. 

The  Bishop  reported  that  he  had  requested  an  estimate  to  be  made  of 
the  amount  necessary  to  make  such  repairs  upon  the  old  Church  of  St. 
Paul's,  Stono,  as  would  preserve  it,  and  that  the  estimate  was  $500.00. 
The  Bishop  reported  to  the  trustees  as  to  certain  trust  funds,  one  in  the 
sum  of  $1,000.00  and  one  in  the  sum  of  $916.40,  which,  in  his  opinion, 
should  be  paid  over  to  the  trustees,  and  the  Secretary  and  Treasurer  was 
directed  to  collect  the  same. 

In  accordance  with  Canon  50  of  the  General  Convocation,  the 
Treasurer's  books  of  account  and  the  securities  in  his  hands  have  been 
audited  by  certified  public  accountant,  whose  report  is  appended  to  the 
Treasurer's  report.  Wm.  A.  Guerry,  President. 

Note. — In  the  annual  report  of  the  trustees  made  to  the  One  Hundred 
and  Twenty-sixth  Council  on  May  15,  1916,  reference  was  made  to  the 
action  of  the  two  surviving  members  and  vestrymen  of  St.  Andrew's 
Church,  St.  Andrew's  Parish,  in  delivering  over  to  the  trustees  the 
possession  of  St.  Andrew's  Church  and  its  funds  and  property.  By  a 
typographical  error  the  name  of  one  of  these  vestrymen  was  given  as 
"C.  N.  Drayton,"  instead  of  "C.  N.  Hastie."  The  error  appears  on  line 
10  of  page  101  of  the  Journal  of  1916,  where  the  correction  should  be 
made.

JAMES  W.  SPAKKS 

PRIEST 


He  was  born  in  Monmouthshire,  England,  seventy-one  years  ago, 
and  was  a  graduate  of  St.  Alban's  Hall,  Oxford,  and  the  General 
Theological  Seminary. 

Made  Deacon  in  1870  and  Priest  in  1871  by  Bishop  Horatio  Potter, 
he  spent  the  early  years  of  his  ministry  in  the  State  of  New  York, 
but  became  Rector  of  St.  Mark's  Church,  Waterville,  Maine,  in  1887, 
and  remained  there  until  1897.  He  was  Rector  of  Christ  Church, 
Toms  River,  N.  J.,  from  1898  to  April,  1906,  going  thence  to  St. 
Helena's  Church,  Beaufort,  S.  C.  Rector  Christ  Church,  Mt.  Pleas- 
ant, December  1,  1909,  and  Missionary.  Rector  St.  John's,  Berke- 
ley, 1911,  and  Missionary.  Rector  St.  Thomas'  and  St.  Dennis', 
1912.  Retired  1915  as  Rector  Emeritus  of  last  two  Parishes.  Died 
July  19,  1916,  at  Columbus,  Ga.

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APPENDIX  IX 


Standing  Resolutions 

1.  Resolved,  That  when  notice  of  the  Easter  elections  is  to  be  given  by 
the  Clergy,  or,  in  the  case  of  vacant  Parishes,  by  the  Wardens  and 
Vestrymen,  the  article  of  the  Constitution  requiring  that  members  of 
this  Council  be  communicants  shall  be  read  to  the  congregation;  or,  if 
the  Parish  be  vacant,  shall  be  fixed  to  the  public  notice  of  election. 

2.  Resolved,  That  a  salary  of  two  hundred  dollars  be  paid  to  the  Sec- 
retary of  the  Council.    (Passed  1870.) 

3.  Resolved,  That  three  dollars  per  day  be  paid  to  the  organist  officiat- 
ing during  the  sessions  of  Council.    (Passed  1856.) 

4.  Resolved,  That  a  like  sum  be  paid  the  sexton  acting  for  the  same 
period.    (Passed  1856.) 

5.  Resolved,  That  it  is  inexpedient  and  unnecessary  to  return  thanks 
for  sermons  preached  before  this  body.    (Passed  1850.) 

6.  Resolved,  That  when  any  Clergyman  of  the  Diocese  shall  depart  this 
life,  his  record  shall  be  inscribed  on  a  memorial  page  of  the  Journal. 
(Passed  1872.) 

7.  Resolved,  That  it  be  recommended  to  the  Vestries  of  all  the 
Churches  in  this  Diocese  to  discourage,  and,  if  possible,  to  interdict  the 
use  of  Churches  under  their  care  for  all  unhallowed,  worldly  and,  common 
purposes.    (Passed  1828.) 

8.  Resolved,  That  it  be  respectfully  recommended  to  members  of  the 
Church  in  this  Diocese,  in  the  choice  of  Sponsors  in  Baptism,  that  they 
should  select  persons  who  are  regular  communicants  of  the  Church. 
(Passed  1870.) 

9.  Resolved,  That  in  a  vote  by  Orders,  the  Secretary  shall  call  the 
names  of  Deputies,  and,  if  desired  by  any  Deputy,  record  the  Clergy- 
men and  laymen  voting  affirmatively  and  negatively.  (Passed  1877, 
revised  1914.) 

10.  Resolved,  That  a  Committee  of  Three  be  appointed  by  the  Chair, 
whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  make  arrangements  for  the  transportation  of 
members  to  and  from  the  Council.    (Passed  1882.) 

11.  Resolved,  That  the  assessment  for  the  Bishop's  Fund  be  payable 
on  the  first  day  of  October,  1914,  and  on  the  same  day  in  each  year 
thereafter,  and  that  the  Treasurer  of  the  Bishop's  Fund  do  notify  the 
several  Clergymen,  Parishes  and  Missions  of  the  amount  payable,  not 
later  than  September  15th.    (Passed  1890,  revised  1914.)' 

12.  Resolved,,  That  the  Rectors  and  Missionaries  of  this  Diocese  be 
requested  to  interest  the  children  of  their  respective  Parishes  and  Mis- 
sions during  the  season  of  Advent,  in  raising  a  Special  Missionary  Fund, 
to  be  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  Board  of  Missions  for  Missionary  work 
in  this  Diocese.    (Passed  1894.) 

13.  Resolved,  The  Secretary  of  the  Council  is  instructed  to  publish  the 
statistics  and  reports  of  each  Parish  and  Mission  separately,  as  in 
former  times.  He  may  make  a  table,  such  as  has  been  done  for  some 
time,  if  he  desires,  but  a  summary  is  deemed  sufficient.  These  reports  to 
be  printed  alphabetically,  according  to  the  name  of  Church  or  Mission. 
The  Secretary  is  also  instructed  to  request  of  the  Bishop  previously  to 
each  Annual  Council,  he  having  no  objection  thereto,  a  copy  of  his 
address  prepared  for  presentation  at  Council,  and  to  have  the  same 
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printed  and  ready  for  distribution  immediately  after  its  delivery.  The 
Secretary  is  authorized  to  draw  on  the  Treasurer  for  the  expense  attend- 
ing the  printing  of  500  copies  of  the  address  in  pamphlet  form.  (Passed 
1895,  amended  1915.) 

14.  Resolved,  Before  publishing  the  Journal  of  the  Diocese,  the  Secre- 
tary is  directed  to  procure  from  the  Bishop  the  report  of  each  and 
every  Parish  and  Mission  in  the  Diocese,  whether  the  same  be  in  union 
with  this  Council  or  not,  in  order  that  accurate  and  correct  state  of  the 
Church  may  be  known.    (Passed  1895.) 

15.  Resolved,  That  on  and  after  this  date  the  fund  known  as  the 
Bishop's  Common  Fund  and  the  income  of  the  Bishop's  Permanent  Fund 
be  collected  by  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese,  and  distributed  without 
compensation,  under  the  order  of  the  Council.    (Passed  1899.) 

16.  Resolved,  That  the  Rector  in  whose  Parish  the  Council  is  held  be 
authorized  to  secure  a  reporter  at  the  rate  of  three  ($3)  dollars  per 
diem,  who  will  report  the  proceedings  of  the  Council  for  the  principal 
daily  papers  in  this  State.    (Passed  1901.) 

17.  Resolved,  That  the  Treasurer  of  the  Council  be  instructed  to  pay 
the  traveling  expenses  of  the  members  of  the  Standing  Committee  of 
the  Diocese,  this  resolution  to  cover  the  year  ending  May  1,  1903,  and 
the  future.    (Passed  1903.) 

18.  Resolved,  That  one  copy  of  the  Journals  of  the  Councils  of  the 
Diocese  be  mailed  to  each  and  every  Deputy  separately  by  the  Secre- 
tary as  soon  as  such  Journals  may  be  printed  and  ready  for  distribu- 
tion.   (Passed  1913.) 

19.  Resolved,  First,  that  in  the  arrangement  of  program  for  next  year, 
provision  be  made  for  a  meeting  of  the  Treasurers  on  Tuesday  night; 
and  second,  that  the  council  requests  the  Parishes  and  Missions  to  send 
their  Treasurer  to  the  next  Council  for  a  Treasurers'  Conference  with 
the  Finance  Committee  and  the  Treasurer  of  the  Council,  and  that  the 
above  be  a  standing  resolution  of  the  Council.    (Passed  1915.) 

20.  Resolved,  That  in  response  to  the  petition  of  the  Federation  of 
Parish  Orphanage  Committees,  this  Council  appoint  the  second  Sunday 
in  May  for  a  special  offering  for  the  Church  Home  Orphanage. 
(Passed  1915.) 

21.  Resolved,  That  the  Secretary  be,  and  is  hereby,  instructed  to  have 
printed  one  thousand  copies  of  the  Journal  of  this  Council,  and  that  the 
Constitution,  Canons  and  Rules  of  Order  be  included  and  that  this  be 
a  standing  resolution  of  Council.    (Passed  1916.)

OF  THE

Including  all  Amendments  to  Date,  Also  the 
Rules  of  Order 


CONSTITUTION 


ARTICLE  L 

The  Church  of  the  Diocese  of  South  Carolina  accedes  to  and  adopts 
the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the 
United  States  of  America  and  acknowledges  their  authority  accordingly. 

ARTICLE  II. 

Of  Diocesan  Council  Meetings. 

Section  1.  A  Diocesan  Council  shall  be  held  annually,  at  such  time  and 
place  as  shall  have  been  determined  upon  by  the  preceding  Council;  or, 
on  failure  of  the  Council  so  to  determine,  at  such  place  as  the  Ecclesias- 
tical authority  shall  appoint. 

Sec.  2.  The  Ecclesiastical  authority  of  the  Diocese  shall  have  power 
to  call  a  special  meeting  of  the  Council,  and  such  meeting  shall  be  held 
when  and  where  the  authority  so  calling  it  shall  determine,  and  at  such 
meeting  no  other  business  shall  be  transacted  than  that  specified  in  the 
notice  so  calling  said  meeting:  Provided,  That  whenever  a  special  meet- 
ing of  Council  is  called  for  the  purpose,  in  whole  or  in  part,  of  electing  a 
Bishop  or  Bishop-Coadjutor,  Lay  Deputies  from  the  several  congrega- 
tions and  organized  missions  in  union  with  the  Council  shall  be  elected 
after  the  call  has  been  issued  for  such  special  meeting. 

Sec  3.  In  case  there  be  an  epidemic  disease,  or  other  cause  deemed 
sufficient  in  the  judgment  of  the  Ecclesiastical  authority,  to  require  a 
change  of  time  or  place  for  the  meeting  of  a  Council,  either  annual  or 
special,  the  said  authority  may  designate  another  time  or  place  of  hold- 
ing such  meeting,  to  be  held  within  not  less  than  a  month  after  such 
designation. 

ARTICLE  III. 

Of  Diocesan  Council  Members. 

Section  1.  The  Council  shall  be  composed  of  Clergymen  and  Laymen, 
as  hereinafter  provided. 

Sec  2.  The  Bishop,  the  Bishop-Coadjutor,  when  there  is  one,  the 
Archdeacon,  when  there  is  one,  the  Rector  of  the  Porter  Academy,  when 
a  Clergyman,  and  every  Minister  who  has  been  actually  as  well  as 
canonically  resident  within  the  Diocese  for  the  space  of  six  calendar 
months  next  before  the  meeting  of  the  Council,  and  has  for  the  same 
period  been  discharging  the  duties  of  his  station  as  Rector,  Minister 
or  Assistant  Minister  of  an  organized  Parish  or  organized  Mission, 
that  is  or  has  been  or  hereafter  may  be  in  union  with  the  Council;  or 
who,  after  a  continued  membership  of  at  least  twenty  years  in  Council, 
is  incapacitated  by  the  infirmities  of  health  or  age  from  further  active 
duties  of  the  ministry,  shall  be  entitled  to  all  the  privileges  as  a  member 
of  the  Council,  and  every  other  Clergyman  possessed  of  all  the  afore- 
said qualifications,  prescribed  in  the  case  of  the  Presbyters  (excepting 
actual  residence  within  the  Diocese),  shall  be  entitled  to  a  seat  and  voice 
in  the  Council,  but  not  to  vote. 

Sec  3.  Lay  Deputies,  not  exceeding  four  in  number  for  each  Parish 
and  two  for  each  organized  Mission  in  union  with  the  Council,  shall  be 
elected  by  ballot  from  among  the  male  communicants  thereof,  to  repre- 
sent it  in  the  Council.  The  election  of  said  Lay  Deputies  shall  take 
place  on  Easter  Monday,  or  on  such  other  day  thereafter  as  may  be 
appointed  by  the  Parish  at  a  meeting  of  the  members  thereof;  or,  in

default  of  any  such  election  by  the  Parish,  the  Wardens  and  Vestry 
of  the  same  may  elect  said  Deputies.  An  equal  number  of  Lay  Deputies 
may  be  elected  at  any  such  election  to  serve  as  alternate  or  substitutes 
for  such  Lay  Deputies  elected  as  above,  who  may  not,  from  any  cause, 
attend  the  Council  when  it  assembles,  or  who  may  not  remain  in  such 
attendance. 

Sec.  4.  The  terms  of  office  of  Deputies  so  elected  shall  continue  until 
the  next  election,  and  they  shall,  before  they  are  permitted  to  take  their 
seats,  produce  written  testimonials  of  their  election. 

Sec.  5.  No  Deputy  shall  hereafter  represent  two  distinct  churches,  or 
shall,  in  any  case,  have  more  than  one  vote. 

Sec.  6.  A  Lay  Member  having  a  seat  in  the  Council  as  a  Deputy  from 
any  church  shall  not,  without  the  unanimous  consent  of  the  Council,  be 
permitted  to  relinquish  the  seat  so  taken  and  take  a  seat  as  Deputy  of 
another  church. 

Sec  7.  No  lay  vote  shall  be  received  from  any  Parish  or  church  which 
has  not  paid,  on  or  before  April  30th  preceding  the  Council  in  which 
such  vote  is  offered,  all  assessments  laid  by  the  previous  Council  or 
Councils,  and  due  therefrom,  except  by  unanimous  consent:  Provided, 
however,  That  no  church  or  Parish  shall  be  deprived  of  a  seat  or  seats 
of  its  Deputy  or  Deputies  in  any  Council  by  reason  of  any  nonpayment 
of  assessments  or  dues. 

Sec  8.  When  the  Council  shall  have  been  called  to  order,  the  Secretary 
shall  proceed  to  call  the  names  of  the  Clergy,  and  then  of  Parishes  and 
Deputies;  after  which,  if  a  quorum  be  found  present,  the  President  shall 
declare  the  Council  duly  organized. 

Sec.  9.  The  list  of  the  Clergy,  prepared  by  the  Bishop  or  Standing 
Committee,  shall  be  laid  before  the  Council  immediately  after  it  shall 
have  been  organized,  and  the  names  of  the  Clerical  members  shall  be 
called  therefrom,  and  the  same  shall  be  taken  as  presumptive  evidence  of 
their  privilege  in  the  Council:  Provided,  That  if  a  question  be  made,  the 
right  of  any  Clergyman  or  Lay  Deputy  shall  be  determined  according  to 
the  provisions  of  the  Constitution  by  the  Council  itself. 

ARTICLE  IV. 
Of  a  Quorum. 

Fifteen  members  of  the  Clerical  Order  and  Lay  Representatives  of 
fifteen  churches  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business 
generally;  but  any  number  of  either  Order  that  shall  assemble  may 
adjourn  from  day  to  day  until  a  quorum  is  formed. 

ARTICLE  V. 

Of  the  President. 

The  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  shall  be  ex  officio  President  of  the  Council, 
and  in  his  absence  the  Bishop-Coadjutor,  if  there  be  one.  But  in  case 
neither  of  them  be  present,  the  President  of  the  Standing  Committee 
shall  be  the  President  of  the  Council;  and  if  he  be  not  present,  a  presid- 
ing officer  shall  be  elected  from  among  the  attending  Presbyters. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

Of  the  Other  Officers  of  the  Diocese. 

Section  1.  The  other  officers  of  the  Diocese  shall  be  a  Chancellor,  a 
Secretary,  a  Treasurer,  a  Historiographer,  and  a  Registrar. 

Sec  2.  The  Chancellor  shall  be  chosen  in  the  Council  by  ballot  from 
the  communicants  of  the  Church,  skilled  in  civil  and  ecclesiastical  law, 
and  shall  be  nominated  by  the  Bishop.    He  shall  serve  for  three  years, 
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or  until  his  successor  is  elected.  He  shall  be  the  legal  officer  of  the 
Diocese  to  whom  shall  be  referred  all  questions  of  law  (civil  or  ecclesias- 
tical) affecting  the  interests  of  the  Church  in  the  Diocese.  He  shall,  at 
all  times,  afford  the  Bishop  or  Ecclesiastical  authority  of  the  Diocese 
such  advice,  confidential  or  open,  as  shall  be  required  or  desired.  He 
shall  also  be  the  legal  adviser  of  all  special  committees  appointed  by  the 
Council  desiring  counsel,  and  perform  all  other  duties  germane  to  his 
profession,  which  may  be  required  by  Canon  or  Resolution  of  the 
Council.  He  shall  be  ex  officio  a  member  of  the  Council  without  the 
right  to  vote,  unless  a  Deputy  from  a  Parish  in  union  with  the  Council. 

Sec.  3.  The  Secretary  shall  be  elected  at  each  Annual  Council  by 
ballot  (unless  the  ballot  be  unanimously  dispensed  with),  and  shall 
continue  in  office  until  his  successor  be  appointed.  His  duties  shall  be 
as  prescribed  by  the  Canons,  Resolutions,  and  Rules  of  Order  of  the 
Council,  and  required  by  the  Regulations  of  the  General  Convention. 

Sec.  4.  The  Treasurer  shall  be  elected  in  like  manner.  His  duties  shall 
be  those  prescribed  and  required  as  above,  and  he  also  shall  continue  in 
office  until  his  successor  be  appointed. 

Sec  5.  The  Registrar  (and  the  Historiographer)  shall  be  appointed 
by  the  Bishop,  to  serve  for  three  years,  and  until  his  successor  be 
appointed.    Their  duties  shall  be  prescribed  by  Canon. 

ARTICLE  VII. 

Of  Deliberating  and  Voting  in  Council. 

Section  1.  On  all  questions,  unless  otherwise  provided  by  the  Consti- 
tution, the  members  shall  deliberate  and  vote  as  one  body;  but  at  any 
time,  before  the  result  of  the  vote  as  taken  is  finally  announced  by  the 
President,  any  two  Clergymen,  or  the  Deputies  from  any  two  churches, 
may  call  for  a  separate  vote  of  each  Order,  when  the  Clergy  shall  vote 
individually  and  the  Lay  Deputies  by  churches  (a  majority  from  each 
church  having  one  vote),  and  a  majority  in  both  Orders  shall,  in  each 
case,  be  necessary  to  a  decision. 

Sec  2.  In  the  election  of  a  Bishop  or  Bishop-Coadjutor,  the  vote  shall 
be  by  ballot,  and  by  Orders,  a  concurrent  majority  of  the  two  Orders 
being  necessary  to  a  choice:  Provided,  That  two-thirds  of  all  the  Clergy 
entitled  to  vote,  and  two-thirds  of  the  churches  entitled  to  representa- 
tion, be  present;  otherwise,  two-thirds  of  the  vote  of  each  Order  present 
shall  be  necessary  to  determine  a  choice. 

ARTICLE  VIII. 

Of  Admitting  Parishes  or  Churches  Into  the  Council. 

Section  1.  New  Parishes  or  churches  having  not  less  than  six  male 
adult  members  and  fifteen  communicants,  and  organized  Missions  having 
not  less  than  two  male  communicants,  may  be  admitted  into  union  with 
the  Council  in  the  following  manner:  Application  shall  be  made  in 
writing  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Council,  presenting  therewith  a  certificate 
from  the  Bishop,  or,  if  there  be  no  Bishop,  from  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee, that  he  or  they  approve  the  organization  of  their  church,  and 
stating  the  fact  of  such  organization  in  accordance  with  the  Constitution 
and  Canons  of  the  Church,  together  with  the  certified  copy  of  the  Articles 
of  Association;  the  election  of  Wardens  and  Vestrymen;  their  means 
or  prospects  for  the  support  of  a  minister,  and  their  willingness  to 
conform  to  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  the  General  Convention, 
and  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  the  Council  of  this  Diocese,  which 
are  now,  or  hereafter  may  be,  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same.  And 
at  the  Council  next  succeeding  the  receipt  of  such  application,  the  Secre- 
tary shall  communicate  the  same. to  the  Council  on  the  first  day  of  its 
session;  whereupon  the  Council  shall  take  such  order,  upon  said  applica- 
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tion  as  it  may  deem  proper.  In  case  the  congregation  so  applying  be 
within  the  limits  of  one  or  more  existing  churches,  they  shall  state  also 
the  reason  for  their  organization,  the  distance  of  their  place  of  worship 
from  the  other,  or  from  each  of  the  others,  together  with  whatever  addi- 
tional facts  may  throw  light  upon  their  relation  to  the  existing  church 
or  churches.  Should  the  Council  make  a  favorable  decision,  this  said 
congregation  shall  then  be  considered  in  union  with  the  Council  of  the 
Church  in  this  Diocese:  Provided,  always,  That  the  Deputies  of  the 
church  or  Parish  newly  admitted,  though  entitled  to  a  seat,  shall  not  be 
allowed  to  vote  at  that  meeting  of  the  Council:  Provided,  further,  That 
organized  Missions  shall  not  be  required  to  present  a  certified  copy  of 
Articles  of  Association,  or  of  the  election  of  Wardens  and  Vestry,  but 
shall  fulfill  the  other  requirements  of  this  article  of  the  Constitution. 

ARTICLE  IX. 

Of  the  Standing  Committee. 

Section  1.  A  Standing  Committee,  consisting  of  five  Presbyters  of  the 
Diocese  and  five  Laymen,  taken  indiscriminately  from  among  the  actual 
communicants  of  the  Church  of  the  Diocese,  shall  be  elected  by  ballot  at 
every  regular  meeting  of  the  Council,  for  the  purpose  expressed  in  the 
Constitutions  and  Canons  of  the  General  and  Diocesan  Conventions,  who 
shall  continue  in  office  until  another  committee  be  elected. 

Sec.  2.  At  their  first  meeting  after  their  appointment  they  shall 
choose  one  of  the  Presbyters  of  their  body  to  be  their  President,  and 
another  of  their  body  to  be  their  Secretary,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to 
keep  regular  minutes  of  all  the  proceedings  and  business  of  the  com- 
mittee; to  preserve  them  carefully  recorded  in  a  book  prepared  for  that 
purpose  alone;  to  preserve  the  originals  of  all  letters  and  papers 
addressed  to  the  Standing  Committee;  to  attest  their  public  acts;  to 
perform  such  other  duties  as  they  may  require,  and  faithfully  to*  deliver 
into  the  hands  of  his  successors  all  books  and  papers  relative  to  the  con- 
cerns of  the  Standing  Committee  which  may  have  been  entrusted  to  him. 

Sec  3.  They  shall  present  to  each  Annual  Council  an  abstract  of  the 
minutes  of  their  proceedings  since  the  former  Council. 

Sec  4.  Vacancies  in  this  committee,  caused  by  death,  resignation  or 
otherwise,  shall  be  filled  by  the  suffrages  of  the  remaining  members,  a 
majority  of  the  whole  committee  being  necessary  to  constitute  a  choice. 

ARTICLE  X. 

Of  Deputies  to  the  General  Convention. 

Section  1.  At  every  Annual  Council  next  preceding  a  meeting  of  the 
General  Convention,  four  Presbyters  and  four  Laymen  shall  be  chosen 
by  ballot  to  represent  this  Diocese  in  General  Convention.  Immediately 
afterwards,  four  other  Presbyters  and  four  other  Laymen  shall  also  be 
chosen  by  ballot,  as  substitutes  for  the  first  chosen.  Such  representa- 
tives and  substitutes  to  serve  until  their  successors  are  appointed. 

Sec  2.  In  case  any  Deputy  of  those  first  chosen  shall  decline  such 
appointment,  or  be  unable  to  attend,  he  shall  forthwith  inform  the 
Ecclesiastical  authority  of  the  Diocese,  and  the  said  Ecclesiastical 
authority  shall  thereupon  summon  to  the  General  Convention  one  of  the 
substitutes,  in  the  order  in  which  their  names  are  on  the  Journal,  which 
order  shall  be  the  order  of  their  election;  or  when  two  or  more  are 
elected  at  one  balloting,  shall  be  determined  by  the  aggregate  vote 
received. 

ARTICLE  XI. 

Of  the  Trial  of  a  Clergyman. 

A  Clergyman  shall  be  subject  to  a  trial  for  offenses  enumerated  in  the 
Canon  of  the  General  Convention,  "Of  Offenses  for  Which  Ministers 
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Shall  Be  Tried  and  Punished,"  and  in  the  Canons  of  this  Council.  The 
trial  shall  be  conducted  according  to  the  mode  provided  for  by  the 
Canons  of  this  Council. 

ARTICLE  XII. 

Of  Altering  the  Constitution. 

No  one  of  these  articles  shall  be  altered  or  repealed,  nor  shall  any 
article  be  adopted,  unless  such  alteration,  repeal  or  new  article  be 
proposed,  considered  and  concurred  in  by  a  majority  at  one  Council,  and 
adopted  by  two-thirds  of  both  Orders  present  at  a  subsequent  Council. 


CANONS 


I.  Of  the  Organized  Bodies  and  Officers  of  the  Church 

CANON  L 
Of  the  Clergy. 

Section  1.  Within  one  week  before  the  meeting  of  every  Council  of 
this  Diocese,  the  Bishop,  or  if  there  be  no  Bishop,  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee, shall  prepare,  or  cause  to  be  prepared,  a  list  of  the  Clergymen 
canonically  resident  in  the  Diocese,  annexing  the  names  of  their  respective 
Parishes  or  cures,  or  of  their  stations  as  missionairies,  or  of  the  institu- 
tions of  learning,  constituted  by  civil  or  Ecclesiastical  authority,  in  which 
they  are  engaged;  or  in  regard  to  those  not  engaged  in  Parishes,  Mis- 
sions or  institutions  of  learning,  as  above,  their  places  of  residence  only; 
designating  those  who  are  entitled  to  all  the  privileges  of  the  Council, 
and  those  who  are  entitled  to  seats  but  not  votes,  and  those  who  are 
entitled  to  neither  seats  nor  votes. 

Sec  2.  No  Clergyman,  while  suspended  from  the  ministry,  shall  have 
a  place  on  the  list. 

Sec.  3.  The  Bishop  shall  take  such  measures  for  notifying  the  admis- 
sion of  Ministers  into  the  Diocese  as  may  prevent  unwary'  and  ignorant 
people  from  being  imposed  upon  by  persons  pretending  to  be  authorized 
Ministers  of  the  Church;  and  his  certificate  shall  be  evidence  of  such 
admission. 

CANON  It 
Of  the  Organization  of  Missions. 

Whenever  any  number  of  persons  residing  in  any  neighborhood  not 
included  within  the  limits  of  a  Mission  or  Parish  already  organized  desire 
to  be  organized  and  recognized  as  Missions,  they  shall  make  appli- 
cation to  the  Bishop  in  writing,  expressing  their  desire,  and  promising 
conformity  to  the  Constitution  and  Canons,  doctrine,  discipline  and 
worship  of  the  Church  in  the  United  States  and  in  this  Diocese,  and  to 
the  rules  regulating  such  Missions.  They  may  propose  a  name  for  the 
Mission,  and  shall  state  the  minimum  amount  they  will  give  to  the 
Board  of  Missions  for  its  support. 

If  the  Bishop  thinks  such  organization  expedient,  he,  or  a  Presbyter 
under  his  direction,  shall  appoint  a  Warden,  who  shall  always  be  a 
communicant,  and  a  Clerk  and  Treasurer;  and  these  officers  shall  be 
appointed  annually  thereafter,  on  the  Monday,  or  any  other  day  during 
Easter  week,  and  shall  hold  until  their  successors  are  appointed. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Warden  to  procure  a  suitable  place  for 
public  worship,  and  provide  things  necessary  for  the  decent  and  orderly 
performance  of  Church  services. 
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It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer  to  collect  or  receive  all  contribu- 
tions, and  remit  or  disburse  them,  under  the  direction  of  the  Board  of 
Missions. 

Missions  so  organized  shall  report  annually  to  the  Bishop,  at  the 
Council,  through  the  Missionary,  or,  if  there  be  none,  through  the 
Warden,  in  like  form  as  Parishes. 

CANON  III. 

Of  the  Organization  of  Churches. 

Section  1.  Whenever  any  organized  Mission  shall  contain  at  least  six 
male  adults,  and  fifteen  communicants,  at  least  two  of  whom  shall  be 
males,  and  can  provide  for  the  support  of  a  Minister,  or  whenever  any 
other  persons,  under  the  same  conditions,  desire  to  organize  a  church 
they  shall  lay  before  the  Ecclesiastical  authority  of  the  Diocese  a  state- 
ment of  their  condition  and  prospect  for  maintaining  such  organization; 
and  having  obtained  his  consent,  and  assumed  some  name  by  which  their 
church  may  be  desigated,  shall  adopt  Articles  of  Association,  in  the 
following  form: 

"We,  the  undersigned,  assembled  for  the  purpose  of  organizing  a  con- 
gregation of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  at  ,  County  of 

 ,  in  the  Diocese  of  South  Carolina,  after  due  notice  given, 

do  hereby  agree  to  organize  a  congregation,  to  be  known  by  the  name  of 

  Church  ;  and  as  such  do  hereby  acknowledge, 

accede  to  and  adopt  the  doctrine,  discipline  and  worship,  the  Constitution 
and  Canons  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States  of 
America,  and  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  the  same  Church  in  the 
Diocese  of  South  Carolina,  and  do  accordingly  appoint  A.  B.  and  C.  D. 
to  be   Wardens;   E.   P.,   F.    H.,  J.   K.,   etc.,   to   be   Vestrymen  of 

 Church;  to  continue  in  office  until  Easter  Monday 

A.  D  ,  and  until  others  be  chosen  in  their  places.  Witness 

our  hands,  this    day  of  ,  in  the  year  of  our 

Lord  " 

A  certified  copy  of  these  Articles  of  Association  shall  be  laid  before 
the  Ecclesiastical  authority,  by  every  congregation  desiring  to  be  recog- 
nized as  part  of  the  Church  in  this  Diocese,  and  subject  to  the  Ecclesi- 
astical jurisdiction  thereof.  And  any  church  so  organized  and  recog- 
nized shall  be  an  integral  part  of  the  Church  in  the  Diocese,  whether 
admitted  into  union  with  the  Council  or  not. 

Sec.  2.  Whenever  such  organization  is  proposed  within  the  bounds  of 
any  existing  Parish  or  Parishes,  they  shall  give  due  notice  to  the  Minis- 
ters thereof;  or,  if  the  Parish  or  Parishes  be  without  a  Minister,  then 
to  the  Vestry  or  Vestries  of  the  same. 

Sec  3.  In  forwarding  to  the  Ecclesiastical  authority  their  application 
for  permission  to  organize  a  new  Parish  they  shall  enclose  the  written 
approval  or  disapproval  of  the  Minister  or  Ministers,  the  Vestry  or 
Vestries  aforesaid;  and,  if  he  or  they  fail  to  give  either,  a  certificate  of 
the  fact. 

CANON  IV. 
Of  Parishes  and  Churches  in  Union  With  Council. 

Section  1.  Whenever  any  church  shall  apply  to  be  admitted  into  union 
with  the  Council,  in  addition  to  the  constitutional  requirements,  they 
shall  present  a  certified  copy  of  their  Articles  of  Association,  together 
with  their  application  for  admission. 

Sec  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  Parish  or  church  in  union  with 
the  Council  to  send  Deputies — one  at  least — to  every  Council. 

Sec  3.  Such  Deputies  shall  present  a  certificate,  signed  by  either  the 
Rector,  the  Secretary  of  the  Vestry,  or  one  of  the  Wardens,  in  the  fol- 
lowing form:

In  Parishes  where  the  congregation  elect  Deputies,  a  similar  certificate 
of  election  shall  be  required. 

Sec.  4.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  Vestry  to  forward  to  the  Secre- 
tary of  the  Council,  at  least  one  week  before  the  meeting  of  the  Council, 
a  certified  list  of  the  Deputies  appointed  to  represent  their  church,  in 
order  to  aid  in  preparing  a  list  of  members  of  the  Council. 

CANON  V. 
Of  Dormant  Parishes  and  Churches. 

Section  1.  Whenever  it  shall  occur  that  an  organized  Parish  can  no 
longer  provide  for  the  support  of  a  Minister,  it  shall  be  competent  for 
the  Bishop  to  provide  for  services  in  the  said  Parish. 

Sec  2.  If  any  Parish  or  church  shall  have  failed  for  three  successive 
years  to  elect  a  Vestry,  or  to  send  Deputies  to  the  Council,  or  to  make 
the  reports  required  by  Section  1  of  Canon  XVII,  Title  I  of  the  Gen- 
eral Convention,  or  to  pay  the  assessments  made  by  the  Council,  such 
Parish  or  church  shall  be  considered  dormant. 

Sec  3.  Parishes  or  churches  may  be  restored  to  union  with  the  Council 
by  complying  with  the  provisions  of  the  Constitution  and  of  Canons  III 
and  IV  of  this  Diocese. 

Sec  4.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Ecclesiastical  authority  to  adopt  the 
measures  necessary  to  preserve  the  property  of  such  Parishes  or  churches 
as  may  be  dormant  or  virtually  extinct. 

CANON  VI. 
Of  Annual  Parish  Meetings. 

There  shall  be  an  annual  meeting  of  the  members  of  every  Parish  or 
church  in  this  Diocese  on  Easter  Monday,  or  some  other  day  legally 
appointed,  for  the  purpose  of  electing  Wardens  and  Vestrymen,  and  of 
transacting  such  other  business  as  may  come  before  said  meeting,  due 
notice  of  which  meeting  shall  be  given  by  the  Minister  or  Vestry. 

At  these  meetings  the  Rector  shall  preside ;  but  if  there  be  no  Rector, 
or  he  be  absent,  then  a  presiding  officer  shall  be  chosen,  and  a  Secretary 
be  appointed. 

The  election  of  the  Wardens  and  Vestrymen  shall  be  by  ballot,  and  the 
qualifications  of  those  who  may  vote  shall  be  prescribed  by  the  By-Laws 
of  the  Parish  or  church:  Provided,  That  at  such  meetings  and  elections 
none  shall  vote  except  members  of  the  age  of  twenty-one  years. 

The  Vestry  shall  make  to  this  meeting  an  annual  report  of  their  official 
acts  during  the  year. 
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CANON  VII. 
Of  Vestries. 

Section  1.  In  every  Parish  there  shall  be  an  annual  election  on  Easter 
Monday,  or  on  such  day  thereafter  as  may  be  appointed,  of  two  church 
Wardens,  and  not  less  than  three  nor  more  than  seven  Vestrymen,  to 
continue  in  office  for  one  year,  and  until  their  successors  are  appointed. 
The  Wardens  shall  always  be  communicants. 

Sec.  2.  The  election  shall  always  be  by  ballot,  and  its  details,  and  also 
the  qualifications  of  those  elected,  shall  be  regulated  by  the  Articles  of 
Association,  or  By-Laws  of  the  Parish.  , 

Sec  3.  The  church  Wardens  and  Vestrymen  thus  elected,  together 
with  the  Rector,  if  there  be  one,  and  if  not,  then  themselves,  shall  con- 
stitute the  Vestry,  and  shall  be  the  official  representatives  of  the  Parish 
or  church.  The  Rector  shall  preside  at  all  meetings,  and  in  case  of  his 
absence  one  of  the  Wardens  shall  preside:  Provided,  That  the  provisions 
of  this  section  shall  not  interfere  with  existing  laws  and  usages  of  estab- 
lished churches. 

Sec  4.  The  Vestry  shall  have  charge  of  the  temporalities  of  the 
church,  and  it  shall  be  their  duty  to  provide  for  all  repairs,  salaries 
and  current  expenses,  and  to  take  all  necessary  steps  to  raise  the  funds 
required,  and  to  keep  a  proper  account  of  the  same.  They  shall  also 
execute  all  duties  which  are  now,  or  may  hereafter  be,  imposed  upon 
them  by  any  General  Convention  or  Council  of  the  Diocese. 

Sec  5.  It  shall  be  the  especial  duty  of  the  Wardens  to  provide  what- 
ever may  be  necessary  for  the  due  celebration  of  divine  worship  (as 
books,  vestments,  etc.)  ;  also  for  the  decency  and  comfort  of  the  church 
building  and  furniture,  books  for  church  records,  and  the  elements  of 
the  Lord's  Supper,  and  to  put  down  all  disorder  during  public  worship. 
They  shall  be  ready  to  collect  "the  alms  and  other  devotions  of  the 
people,"  and  in  case  the  Parish  or  church  is  without  a  minister,  shall 
disburse  them;  and  also  provide  for  public  worship  by  occasional  Clerical 
services,  or  by  lay  reading,  as  circumstances  will  permit.  They  shall 
also,  during  such  vacancy,  take  charge  of  the  church  plate,  records, 
etc.,  and  shall  present  to  the  Bishop,  at  each  Annual  Council,  a  report 
of  the  Parish.  It  shall  also  be  their  further  duty  to  aid  the  Rector  or 
Minister  in  all  agencies  and  efforts  for  the  advancement  of  the  Church — 
as  Sunday  Schools,  etc. — and  they  may  report  to  the  Bishop  any  irregu- 
larities in  the  mode  of  conducting  public  worship,  and  all  offenses  by 
their  Minister,  or  by  any  other  officiating  for  him,  against  Rubrics  or 
Canons,  faith  or  morals. 

Sec  6.  The  pastoral  connection  shall  not  be  dissolved  except  as  pro- 
vided for  by  Canon  IV,  Title  II  of  the  General  Digest. 

Sec  7.  When  a  Parish  is  vacant,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Vestry  to 
notify  the  Bishop  of  the  fact,  and  also  to  elect  and  invite  a  Rector;  but 
not  without  due  regard  to  the  ascertained  wishes  of  the  congregation, 
and  the  opinion  and  advice  of  the  Bishop. 

CANON  VIII. 

Of  the  Calling  and  Organization  of  Councils. 

Section  1.  Notice  of  the  meeting  of  any  Council  shall  be  given  by  the 
Secretary,  in  a  printed  letter,  transmitted  by  mail,  to  every  Clergyman 
and  Parish  in  the  Diocese.  These  letters  shall  contain  a  notice  of  the 
time  and  place  of  holding  the  Council,  and,  if  it  be  a  Special  Council, 
called  as  provided  in  the  Constitution,  for  a  particular  purpose,  they 
shall  specify  that  purpose.  Those  to  the  Clergy  shall  also  contain  the 
form  of  parochial  reports,  and  those  to  the  Parishes  the  form  of  certifi- 
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cate  for  Deputies,  and  such  extracts  from  the  Constitution,  Canons  and 
Standing  Resolutions  as  relate  to  their  appointment. 

Sec.  2.  The  organization  of  the  Council,  thus  summoned,  shall  be  pre- 
ceded by  the  celebration  of  the  Holy  Communion,  with  such  further 
services  as  the  Bishop  may  direct.  And  if  he  sees  fit  to  have  a  sermon 
preached  by  another  than  himself,  he  shall  appoint  the  preacher,  and 
an  alternate. 

Sec  3.  Immediately  after  Council  is  duly  organized,  two  Committees 
on  Credentials  shall  be  appointed.  The  first,  consisting  of  three  Clergy- 
men, to  whom  the  roll  of  the  Clergy  shall  be  referred;  the  other, 
of  three  laymen,  to  whom  shall  be  referred  the  roll  of  Deputies, 
together  with  the  certificates  of  their  appointment,  and  the  list  of  the 
Treasurer,  required  by  Canon  X,  Section  2.  And  these  committees, 
severally,  shall  examine  forthwith  and  report  to  the  Council  upon  the 
lists  so  referred;  the  latter  specifying  in  their  report  which  Parishes  are 
entitled  to  all  the  privileges  of  the  Council,  and  which  are,  by  Article 
III  of  the  Constitution,  debarred  from  voting,  until  admitted  by  a  vote 
of  the  Council.  Should  the  committee  have  considered  any  certificates 
unsatisfactory,  these  shall  be  then  taken  up,  and  the  question  of  their 
sufficiency  settled. 

CANON  IX. 
Of  the  Secretary. 

Section  1.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  to  keep  a  correct 
Journal  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Council,  to  attest  its  public  acts,  pre- 
serve its  records,  and  to  deliver  to  his  successor  all  books  and  papers 
belonging  to  it,  or  appertaining  to  its  business.  He  shall  also  give 
notice,  at  least  six  weeks  beforehand,  to  each  Minister  and  Vestry,  or 
congregation,  of  the  time  and  place  of  any  stated  or  special  meeting  of 
the  Council. 

Sec.  2.  He  shall  transmit  to  each  Bishop  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
Church  in  the  United  States,  to  the  Secretary  of  the  House  of  Deputies 
of  the  General  Convention,  and  the  Secretary  of  every  Diocesan  Con- 
vention, a  copy  of  all  Journals  of  the  Councils  of  this  Diocese,  and  to 
every  General  Convention  a  certified  list  of  the  Clergy  of  the  Diocese, 
a  certificate  of  the  appointment  of  Deputies  thereto,  and  a  duplicate 
of  the  same  to  the  Deputies  themselves;  he  shall  also  furnish  to  the 
Secretary  of  the  House  of  Deputies  a  list  of  persons  nominated  as 
Trustees  of  the  General  Theological  Seminary,  together  with  all  other 
documents  required  by  the  Canons  and  Regulations  of  that  Body,  and 
shall  perform  all  other  duties  devolved  upon  him  by  said  Canons  and 
Regulations. 

Sec.  3.  Whenever  there  is  a  vacancy  in  the  office  of  Secretary,  its  duties 
shall  devolve  upon  the  Assistant  Secretary,  if  there  be  one,  and  if  not, 
then  upon  the  Secretary  of  the  Standing  Committee. 

CANON  X. 

Of  the  Treasurer. 

Section  1.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer  to  collect  and  disburse 
all  moneys  collected  under  the  authority  of  the  Council,  and  of  which 
the  collection  and  distribution  is  not  otherwise  regulated.  He  shall  keep 
regular  accounts  of  all  transactions,  to  be  annually  laid  before  the 
Council,  and  shall  faithfully  deliver  into  the  hands  of  his  successor  all 
books,  papers  and  funds  relative  or  belonging  to  the  Council,  which  may 
be  in  his  charge. 

Sec.  2.  He  shall,  at  the  opening  of  every  Annual  Council,  lay  upon 
the  Secretary's  table  a  list  of  Parishes  or  churches  which  have  failed 
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to  make  the  contributions  required  of  them,  specifying  those  which  have 
for  three  successive  years  neglected  toj  pay  their  quotas  to  the  Council. 

Sec.  3.  He  shall,  at  or  before  the  meeting  of  every  General  Conven- 
tion, pay  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  same  the  quotas  of  this  Diocese  towards 
defraying  the  expenses  of  that  body. 

Sec.  4.  If  the  office  of  Treasurer  should  become  vacant,  the  Standing 
Committee  shall  appoint  a  Treasurer,  to  serve  until  the  next  regular 
appointment  by  the  Council. 

CANON  XI. 
Of  the  Registrar. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Registrar  to  collect  and  take  charge  of  all 
documents  and  papers  pertaining  to  the  history  of  the  Church  in  this 
Diocese  or  in  any  one  of  the  Parishes;  also  to  collect  and  keep  for  refer- 
ence a  set  of  Journals  of  this  Diocese,  and  of  General  Convention,  and  to 
report  annually  to  this  Council. 

CANON  XII. 
Of  the  Missions  of  the  Diocese. 

Section  1.  The  Missionary  work  of  the  Diocese  being  under  the  super- 
vision and  control  of  the  Bishop,  he  shall  appoint  all  Missionaries,  and 
may,  at  his  discretion,  suspend  or  remove  them. 

Sec  2.  There  shall  be  a  Board  of  Missions  for  the  Diocese,  to  consist 
of  the  Bishop,  as  President  ex  officio,  and  of  one  Presbyter  and  one 
Layman,  who  shall  be  a  communicant  of  the  Church,  from  each  Mission- 
ary District,  to  be  nominated  by  each  Convocation,  and  chosen  at  each 
Annual  Council;  and  of  the  Secretary  and  Treasurer,  as  hereinafter 
provided.  In  case  of  a  vacancy  in  the  Board  between  the  meetings  of 
the  Annual  Council,  the  Board  shall  have  power  to  fill  said  vacancy. 

Sec.  3.  This  Board  shall  meet  for  organization  at  the  place  where 
the  Council  is  held,  at  such  time  as  the  Bishop  may  designate.  They 
shall  appoint  a  Secretary  and  Treasurer,  who,  if  not  already,  shall  be 
ex  officio  a  member  of  the  Board;  and  they  may  adopt  rules  and  regula- 
tions for  their  government,  not  inconsistent  with  the  Constitution  and 
Canons  of  the  Church.  They  shall  hold  such  other  meetings  during  the 
year  as  they,  or  the  Bishop,  may  appoint.  They  shall  be  a  Council  of 
Advice  to  the  Bishop  in  the  designation  of  stations  and  appointments 
of  Missionairies;  and  they  shall  devise  means  of  securing  funds  for  Mis- 
sionary purposes,  and  make  a  full  report,  in  writing,  to  each  Annual 
Council  of  receipts  and  expenditures,  of  stations  and  Missionaries  aided, 
of  churches  and  individuals  contributing,  and  whatever  may  throw  light 
upon  the  Missionary  work  of  the  Diocese.  At  any  meeting  of  the  Board 
five  members  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business. 

Sec  4.  For  the  purpose  of  furthering  Mission  work,  the  Diocese  shall 
be  divided  into  districts,  the  number  and  boundaries  of  which  shall  be 
fixed,  and  may  be  changed,  from  time  to  time,  by  the  Bishop,  with  the 
advice  and  consent  of  the  Board  of  Missions. 

Sec  5.  In  each  District  the  Bishop  shall  appoint  a  Presbyter — a 
member  of  the  Board  of  Missions  or  otherwise — whose  title  shall  be 
Dean,  to  have  general  charge,  under  the  Bishop,  of  Mission  work  in  that 
district.  He  shall  also,  whenever  it  is  practicable,  appoint  a  Missionary 
for  the  district,  to  be  engaged  in  aggressive  Missionary  work,  and  in 
supply  services  to  vacant  and  feeble  stations.  Such  Missionary  shall  be 
detached  from  any  parochial  cure,  and  shall  be  amenable  to  the  Bishop, 
through  the  Archdeacon,  in  all  acts  and  appointments.  His  term  of 
office  shall  be  three  years,  unless  removed  by  the  Bishop. 
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Sec.  6.  In  each  district  there  shall  be  a  Convocation,  to  consist  of  the 
Clergy  within  its  limits,  who  are  discharging  the  functions  of  their  office, 
and  of  one  or  more  lay  communicants  from  each  Parish  or  Mission,  to 
be  chosen  according  to  rules  which  may  be  adopted  by  the  Convocation. 
They  shall  meet  once  in  each  year,  in  furtherance  of  the  Missionary 
work  in  the  district;  and  may  hold  other  meetings  at  their  discretion. 
At  all  these  meetings,  in  the  absence  of  the  Bishop,  the  Dean  shall  pre- 
side. He  shall  report,  in  writing,  to  the  Council,  at  each  annual  session, 
concerning  the  Missionary  work  in  his  district. 

Each  Convocation  may  prescribe  rules  for  its  government,  or  adopt 
measures  to  promote  its  efficiency,  not  inconsistent  with  the  Constitution 
and  Canons  of  the  Church. 

Sec  7.  At  each  Annual  Council  the  Missionary  work  of  the  Diocese 
shall  be  considered  on  the  evening  of  the  second  day's  session,  immedi- 
ately after  such  service  as  may  be  appointed  by  the  Bishop.  At  this 
session  all  reports  concerning  the  work  shall  be  made,  and  members  of 
the  Board  of  Missions  for  the  ensuing  year  elected. 

Sec.  8.  No  organized  Parish  shall  receive  aid  from  the  Board  of  Mis- 
sions except  on  written  application,  approved  by  the  Bishop,  and  on 
condition  that  the  Rector  will  perform  such  work  outside  of  the  Parish 
as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  Bishop. 

Sec  9.  All  Clergy  receiving  stipends  from  the  Board  shall  make 
quarterly  reports  through  the  Secretary  and  Treasurer,  in  which  shall 
be  included  a  statement  of  the  amount  of  salary  actually  paid  by  the 
Parish  or  Mission  which  they  serve;  and  the  Treasurer  shall  not  remit 
their  stipends  until  such  report  is  received. 

Sec  10.  The  traveling  expenses  of  Missionaries,  and  of  members  of 
the  Board  of  Missions,  shall  be  paid  by  the  Treasurer,  if  possible. 

,Sec  11.  The  Bishop  may  appoint  a  Clergyman,  to  be  called  the  Arch- 
deacon, and  who  shall  be,  and  perform  the  duties  heretofore  assigned  to 
the  General  Missionary  of  the  Diocese,  whose  duties  shall  be  to  assist 
the  Bishop  in  caring  for  the  Missionary  work  of  the  Church,  especially 
the  work  of  gathering  together  the  scattered  of  the  fold  and  extending 
the  Church  in  such  places  as,  in  the  judgment  of  the  Bishop,  offer 
opportunities.  His  salary  shall  be  fixed  and  paid  in  the  same  manner 
as  that  of  any  other  Missionary. 

Sec  12.  That  in  the  case  of  Missionaries  to  congregations  of  white 
persons  appointed  by  the  Bishop,  their  salaries  should  not  be  less  than 
nine  hundred  dollars  per  annum,  besides  a  residenc;  or,  where  a  resi- 
dence is  not  provided  for  them,  not  less  than  one  thousand  dollars  per 
annum. 


II.  Of  Ministers  and  Their  Duties 

CANON  XIII. 
Of  the  Parish  Register  and'  Reports. 

Section  1.  Each  Clergyman  shall  keep  a  register  of  all  baptisms,  mar- 
riages and  burials  solemnized  by  him,  or  in  his  Parish  by  another  Min- 
ister; and  if  he  have  cure  of  souls,  a  list  of  persons  confirmed  in  his 
Parish  or  congregation,  and  of  communicants,  and  baptized  persons  not 
communicants  belonging  to  same. 

Sec  2.  The  register  so  kept  shall  specify  the  name  and  date  of  birth 
of  the  person  baptized,  the  name  of  the  parents  and  sponsors — in  the 
case  of  an  adult  the  name,  and  those  of  the  witnesses — the  names  of 
persons  married  and  buried,  with  the  date  of  every  rite  performed. 

Sec  3.  In  every  Parish  these  entries  shall  be  made  by  the  Minister,  in 
a  book  provided  by  the  Church  Wardens  for  that  purpose — and  in  case 
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there  be  no  Minister,  the  Wardens  themselves  shall  see  that  such  registry 
be  made— which  book  shall  be  known  as  the  Parish  register,  and  pre- 
served as  a  part  of  the  records  of  the  Church.  And  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  every  Minister,  in  case  of  removal  from  a  Parish,  to  deposit  this  reg- 
ister with  the  Church  Wardens. 

Sec.  4.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  Minister  of  this  Church  in  charge 
of  a  Parish  or  congregation,  or,  if  there  be  no  Minister  in  charge,  of  the 
Church  Wardens,  or  other  proper  officer,  to  prepare  upon  the  blank  form 
adopted  by  the  General  Convention  a  report  for  the  year  ending 
December  31st  preceding,  and  to  deliver  the  same  on  or  before  the  first 
day  of  every  annual  Convention  to  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  or  Mission- 
ary District,  or  where  there  is  no  Bishop,  to  the  presiding  officer  of  the 
Convention.  This  report  shall  include  the  following  information:  (1) 
The  number  of  baptisms,  confirmations,  marriages,  and  burials  during 
the  year;  the  total  number  of  baptized  persons  and  communicants  at 
the  time  of  the  report;  (2)  a  summary  of  all  receipts  and  expenditures, 
from  whatever  source  derived,  and  for  whatever  purpose  used;  and 
(3)  a  statement  of  the  property  held  by  the  Parish,  whether  real  or 
personal,  with  an  appraisal  of  its  value,  together  with  a  statement  of 
the  indebtedness  of  the  Parish,  if  any,  and  of  the  amount  of  insurance 
carried.  And  every  Minister  not  in  charge  of  any  Parish  or  congre- 
gation shall  also  report  his  occasional  services,  and  if  there  have  been 
none,  the  causes  or  reasons  which  have  prevented  the  same.  And  these 
reports,  or  such  parts  of  them  as  the  Bishop  may  deem  proper,  shall  be 
entered  in  the  Journal. 

Sec.  5.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Convention  of 
every  Diocese  and  of  the  Convocation  of  every  Missionary  District  to 
forward  to  the  Secretary  of  the  House  of  Deputies  immediately  upon 
publication  the  Journals  of  the  Convention  of  the  Diocese  or  Convocation 
of  the  Missionary  District,  together  with  Episcopal  charges,  statements 
and  such  other  papers  as  may  show  the  state  of  the  Church  in  his  Diocese 
or  Missionary  District.  It  shall  also  be  his  duty  to  prepare,  immediately 
after  the  adjournment  of  the  Diocesan  Convention  or  the  Convocation 
of  a  Missionary  District  next  preceding  the  regular  meeting  of  every 
General  Convention,  and  forward  forthwith  to  the  Secretary  of  the 
House  of  Deputies,  upon  the  blank  provided  for  that  purpose,  a 
condensed  summary  of  the  statistics  contained  in  the  Parochial  reports 
and  Bishops'  statements,  with  information  as  to  all  institutions  in  any 
way  connected  with  the  Church  within  the  Diocese  or  Missionary 
District,  and  also  as  to  the  condition  of  all  invested  funds  and  the 
amount  of  all  contributions  received  and  expended  by  the  Bishops,  or 
otherwise  within  the  Diocese  or  District.  The  Secretary  of  the  House  of 
Deputies  shall,  as  soon  as  may  be,  present  these  papers  to  the  House, 
and  a  committee  shall  be  appointed  to  prepare  and  present  to  the 
house  a  report  on  the  state  of  the  Church,  which  report,  when  agreed 
to  by  the  said  House,  shall  be  sent  to  the  House  of  Bishops. 

Sec.  6.  The  fiscal  year  shall  begin  January  1. 

Sec  7.  In  each  case  the  white  and  colored  persons  shall  be  reported 
separately,  and  all  reports  shall  be  in  the  form  of  a  schedule,  prepared 
by  the  Secretary,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  Canon.  And 
the  failure  of  any  person  to  make  out  his  parochial  report,  according  to 
this  form,  shall  be  deemed  a  sufficient  cause  for  the  exclusion  of  such 
report  from  the  pages  of  the  Journal. 

CANON  XIV. 

Candidates  for  Orders,  Ineligible,  Etc. 

No  person  who  is  a  candidate  for  Orders  shall  be  admitted  to  a  seat 
in  this  Council  as  a  Lay  Deputy  from  any  Parish  or  church. 
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III.  Of  Discipline 

CANON  XV. 
Of  the  Trial  of  a  Clergyman. 

Section  It  In  order  to  bring  a  Minister  to  trial  before  the  Ecclesi- 
astical Court,  a  charge  shall  be  made,  in  the  first  place,  to  the  Standing 
Committee,  in  writing,  under  the  proper  signature  of  at  least  two  per- 
sons, one  of  whom  shall  be  a  Presbyter  of  this  Diocese,  setting  forth  the 
facts  alleged,  and  the  names  of  the  witnesses  who  will  prove  the  same, 
with  copies  of,  or  proper  reference  to,  any  other  evidence  required. 
If  the  Standing  Committee  shall  be  of  opinion  that  the  facts  charged 
will  constitute  any  one  or  more  of  the  offenses  enumerated  in  Constitu- 
tion and  Canons  of  this  Diocese,  or  the  General  Convention,  and  that 
it  would  be  for  the  good  of  the  Church  that  further  proceedings  should 
be  had,  they  shall  ascertain  whether  there  is  proof  sufficient  to  put  the 
accused  upon  his  trial,  and  if  satisfied  they  shall  thereupon  cause  a  pre- 
sentment to  be  made  to  the  Bishop,  charging  the  accused  with  the  offense 
or  offenses  which  they  deem  to  be  contained  in  the  evidence,  ana 
specifying  facts  with  such  reasonable  certainty  as  to  time,  place  and  cir- 
cumstances, as  shall  be  sufficient  for  a  judicial  investigation. 

Sec.  2.  The  presentment  having  been  made,  the  Bishop  shall  forthwith 
cause  to  be  placed  in  a  box  the  names  of  all  the  Presbyters  of  this 
Diocese,  who,  for  the  time  being,  are  actually  engaged  in  duty  therein 
(excepting  the  accused,  the  presenting  Presbyters,  and  those  on  the 
Standing  Committee) ;  he  shall  then  cause  twelve  of  the  said  names  to 
be  drawn  out  by  a  child  under  ten  years  of  age,  and  the  said  twelve 
names  shall  be  inscribed  on  a  list.  The  Bishop  shall  immediately  cause 
a  copy  of  the  said  list,  and  of  the  presentment,  to  be  served  on  the 
accused,  or  to  be  left  at  his  usual  place  of  residence.  Within  thirty 
days  thereafter  the  accused  shall  strike  off  the  names  of  three  of  the 
Presbyters  on  the  said  list,  and  give  notice  thereof  to  the  Bishop;  and 
the  Bishop  shall  thereupon  send  a  list  of  the  remaining  Presbyters  to 
the  President  of  the  Standing  Committee,  who  shall,  within  fifteen  days 
thereafter,  strike  off  the  names  of  two  more,  and  give  notice  thereof 
to  the  Bishop.  If  either  party  shall  fail  to  notify  the  Bishop  as  afore- 
said, it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Bishop  to  strike  off  so  many  names  as 
the  party  failing  was  required  to  strike  off;  and  in  such  case  the  seven 
remaining  Presbyters,  or  any  five  of  them,  selected  by  lot,  when  previous 
to,  or  during  the  course  of  the  trial,  the  entire  seven  cannot  be  present, 
shall  constitute  a  Court  for  the  trial  of  the  accused. 

Sec.  3.  The  Court  shall  hold  its  session  at  such  time  and  place  as  the 
Bishop  may  appoint;  and  its  session  shall  be  open  only  to  members  in 
actual  communion  with  the  Church.  It  shall  have  power  to  adjourn 
from  time  to  time,  and,  upon  good  cause  shown  in  behalf  of  either  of  the 
accused  or  the  prosecution,  or  on  their  own  motion,  to  another  place 
within  the  Diocese.  If  it  failed  to  meet  on  the  day  appointed,  it  shall 
stand  adjourned  to  the  next  day,  and  from  day  to  day,  for  the  space 
of  three  days,  if  it  be  not  sooner  formed;  and  if  the  whole  number  do 
not  attend,  and  if  it  appears  probable  that  a  full  attendance  cannot  be 
had,  those  of  the  Court  who  may  be  present,  being  no  less  than  five,  shall 
organize  and  appoint  a  President  and  Secretary — the  first  from  their 
own  body  or  otherwise — and  before  proceeding  to  trial  shall  ordain  and 
declare  the  rules  by  which  the  trial  shall  be  conducted.  It  shall  cause 
the  oral  testimony  for  and  against  the  accused  to  be  written  down  by 
the  Secretary,  and  along  with  the  deposition  and  other  evidences  read 
upon  the  trial,  to  be  carefully  preserved;  and  shall  cause  a  journal  to 
be  kept  of  its  proceedings.  Some  officer  authorized  by  law  to  administer 
oaths  may  be  called  upon  by  the  Court  to  administer  an  oath  of  affirma- 
tion to  the  witnesses;  and  upon  all  questions  the  common  law  shall 
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furnish  the  rule,  and  the  concurrence  of  a  majority  of  the  members 
present  shall  be  sufficient  for  a  decision. 

Sec.  4.  The  Court,  after  it  shall  be  organized,  may  appoint  one  or  more 
of  the  profession  of  the  law  to  be  advisers,  who  may  be  present  at  all 
its  proceedings.  It  shall  be  their  duty  to  give  the  Court  an  opinion 
on  any  question  which  may  arise,  upon  which  the  Court,  or  any  member 
thereof,  or  the  prosecuting,  or  accused  party,  shall  desire  an  opinion, 
but  without  any  voice  in  the  discussion  of  any  question. 

Sec  5.  A  written  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  meeting  of  the  Court 
shall  be  served  upon  the  accused,  or  left  at  his  usual  place  of  abode, 
at  least  thirty  days  before  such  meeting,  and  the  like  notice  shall  be 
given  to  the  Standing  Committee,  who,  by  the  President,  or  some  one 
whom  they  may  appoint  to  perform  that  office,  shall  collect  and  present 
the  evidence,  and  otherwise  appear  in  behalf  of  the  prosecution.  The 
accused  shall  also  be  allowed  the  privilege  of  counsel,  under  such  regula- 
tions as  the  Court  may  see  fit  to  prescribe.  AH  counsel  must  be  com- 
municants of  the  Church. 

Sec.  6.  If  the  accused  do  not  appear,  the  Court  may  proceed  to  trial 
in  his  absence,  or,  for  good  cause  shown,  may  adjourn  the  trial  to 
another  day;  and  if  he  then  fail  to  appear,  the  Court  shall  report  him 
to  the  Bishop  for  contumacy,  who  thereupon  shall  pass  upon  him  sen- 
tence of  suspension  from  the  Ministry;  but  such  sentence  may  be  revised 
by  the  Bishop  if  the  accused,  within  three  calendar  months,  shall  report 
to  him  that  he  is  prepared  to  undergo  his  trial,  and  shall  appear  for  that 
end  before  the  Court;  and  if  he  does  not  so  report  and  appear,  the 
Bishop,  in  view  of  the  charge  in  the  presentment,  may  pass  against  him 
sentence  of  degradation  from  the  Ministry. 

Sec  7.  Upon  the  application  of  the  President  of  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee or  the  accused  to  the  Bishop,  setting  forth  that  the  attendance  of 
a  material  witness  cannot  be  had,  he  shall  appoint  a  Commissioner  to 
take  the  deposition  of  such  witness;  and  the  party  applying  shall  give 
to  the  other  party  five  days'  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  taking 
the  deposition,  and  of  the  principal  points  upon  which  the  witness  is  to 
be  examined.  If  the  party  to  whom  such  notice  is  to  be  given  resides 
more  than  forty  miles  from  the  place  appointed  for  taking  the  deposi- 
tion, an  additional  day,  exclusive  of  Sunday,  shall  be  allowed  for  every 
twenty  miles.  The  deposition  shall  be  signed  by  the  witness,  and  certi- 
fied by  the  Commissioner,  under  seal,  to  the  Court. 

Sec  8.  When  the  trial  shall  be  gone  through,  the  Court  shall  declare, 
in  writing,  to  be  signed  by  the  several  members,  or  a  majority  of  them, 
their  decision  on  the  charges  contained  in  the  presentments,  distinctly 
stating  whether  they  find  the  accused  guilty  or  not  guilty;  and  if  guilty 
of  disorderly  conduct,  or  of  violation  of  the  Constitution  or  Canons  of 
this  Church,  or  of  this  Diocese,  suggesting  what  sentence,  in  their  opinion, 
ought  to  be  pronounced.  If  guilty  of  any  other  of  the  offenses  enu- 
merated in  Section  1,  Canon  II,  Title  II  of  the  General  Canons  of  this 
Church,  the  sentence  shall  be  degradation.  They  shall  forward  the 
decision,  together  with  the  evidence  and  proceedings,  to  the  Bishop; 
whereupon,  if  the  accused  be  found  guilty,  the  Bishop  shall  pronounce 
such  sentence  as  shall  to  him  appear  proper,  not  exceeding  that  sug- 
gested by  the  Court,  except  when  the  same  is  fixed  as  above,  and  such 
sentence  shall  be  final.  But  if  in  such  case,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Bishop, 
the  accused  ought  to  have  a  new  trial,  he  shall  have  power  to  award  it; 
in  which  case  a  new  Court  shall  be  constituted,  as  hereinbefore  provided 
(excluding  the  members  of  the  former  Court),  before  which  the  proceed- 
ings shall  be  conducted  as  before  provided. 

Sec  9.  If  the  accused  shall  confess  the  truth  of  the  charges,  the 
Bishop  (such  confession  being  made  to  him,  or  being  certified  to  him  by 
the  Court)  shall  proceed  to  pass  sentence;  and  if,  when  put  upon  his 
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trial  before  the  Court,  the  accused  shall  neither  admit  nor  deny  the 
charges,  he  shall  be  regarded  as  pleading  not  guilty. 

Sec  10.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Bishop  to  report  to  the  Council  at 
its  next  session  after  the  trial  of  a  Minister,  as  herein  provided,  the 
finding  of  the  Court,  and  his  sentence  thereupon. 

Sec.  11.  Nothing  herein  contained  shall  be  regarded  as  interfering 
with  the  duty  of  the  Bishop,  or  of  the  Clerical  members  of  the  Standing 
Committee,  to  institute  an  inquiry  according  to  the  provisions  of  Section 
2,  Canon  II,  Title  II  of  the  General  Convention.  And  whenever,  upon 
such  inquiry,  the  Bishop,  or  if  there  be  no  Bishop,  the  Clerical  members 
of  the  Standing  Committee,  shall  be  of  the  opinion  that  there  is  just 
ground  for  the  public  rumors  mentioned  in  the  said  Canon,  he  or  they 
shall  inform  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  facts  and  of  the  evidence 
to  establish  the  same,  and  thereupon  such  further  proceedings  shall  be 
had  as  herein  directed,  after  a  charge  shall  have  been  made  to  the 
Standing  Committee. 

Sec.  12.  The  expense  incident  to  the  trial  of  any  Minister,  as  herein 
provided,  shall  be  certified  by  the  President  of  the  Standing  Committee, 
and  paid  by  the  Treasurer  of  the  Council.  And  in  case  the  Treasurer 
shall  not  have  a  sufficient  amount  in  his  hands  for  the  purpose,  the  same 
shall  be  raised  by  assessments  on  the  several  Parishes  in  the  Diocese,  in 
the  same  ratio  in  which  they  are  required  to  contribute  to  the  expenses 
of  the  Council  by  Canon  XVII. 


IV.  Miscellaneous 

CANON  XVI. 

Of  the  State  of  the  Church. 

At  every  Annual  Council  there  shall  be  referred  to  the  committee  on 
the  State  of  the  Church  the  address  of  the  Bishop,  the  parochial  reports 
and  all  other  reports  made  in  pursuance  of  the  direction  of  any  Canon. 
From  these  materials  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  to  prepare 
a  report  of  the  condition  and  progress  of  the  Church  in  the  Diocese,  and 
to  suggest  such  measures  as  they  may  deem  important  to  its  future 
progress  and  welfare. 

CANON  XVII. 
Of  Expenses  and  Assessments. 

The  Council  at  each  annual  meeting  shall  have  power  to  levy  upon 
each  Church  and  Mission  in  union  therewith  an  assessment  sufficient  to 
defray  such  appropriations  as  Council  may  make,  and  also  an  assessment 
upon  all  Churches  and  Missions,  whether  in  union  with  the  Council  or 
not,  for  the  support  of  the  Episcopate:  Provided,  That  these  assessments 
shall  not  exceed  ten  per  cent,  of  the  reported  current  expenses  of  each 
Church  and  Mission:  Provided,  further,  That  the  Council  shall  have 
power  to  levy  additional  assessment  upon  each  Church  and  Mission 
for  the  Pension  Fund  not  exceeding  seven  and  one-half  per  cent,  of  the 
current  expenses  of  said  Churches  and  Missions. 

The  amount  of  said  assessment  shall  be  determined  by  each  Annual 
Council,  and  upon  the  report  of  the  Finance  Committee. 

For  these  assessments,  the  Parish  shall  be  responsible. 

CANON  XVIII. 

Of  the  Enactment,  Alteration  and  Repeal  of  Canons. 

Section  1.  These  Canons  shall  not  be  altered  or  amended,  nor  shall 
any  new  Canon  be  enacted,  except  at  a  stated  Council.    Nor  shall  any 
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Canon,  or  alteration  or  amendment  of  Canon,  be  passed  at  the  same 
Council  in  which  it  was  proposed,  except  by  the  concurrent  vote  of  two- 
thirds  of  both  Orders,  after  reference  to  the  Committee  on  the  Consti- 
tution and  Canons.  But  if  approved  by  a  majority  of  the  Council,  it 
shall  lie  over  for  the  consideration  and  final  action  of  the  next  Annual 
Council. 

Sec.  2.  In  all  cases  of  future  enactment,  the  same,  if  by  way  of 
amendment,  shall  be  in  the  following  form:  "Canon — (or  section  of 
Canon) — is  hereby  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows:" 

Sec  3.  All  former  Canons  of  this  Council  not  included  in  these  Canons, 
are  hereby  repealed. 

CANON  XIX. 
Trustees  of  the  Diocese. 

In  pursuance  of  the  Act  of  the  General  Assembly  providing  for  the 
substitution  of  a  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Diocese,  in  the  place  and 
stead  of  the  Bishop  and  Standing  Committee  of  the  same,  as  Trustees 
under  a  former  Act,  approved  on  the  20th  day  of  February,  1901. 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  a  Board  of  Trustees,  to  consist  of  the 
Bishop,  ex  officio,  and  eight  communicants  of  the  Diocese,  that  is  to  say, 
three  Presbyters  and  five  Laymen,  to  be  elected  by  ballot  of  both  Orders 
immediately  upon  the  adoption  of  this  Canon;  of  which  one  Presbyter 
and  one  Layman  shall  hold  office  for  two  years;  one  Presbyter  and  one 
Layman  for  four  years;  one  Presbyter  and  one  Layman  for  six  years, 
and  two  Laymen  for  eight  years.  The  respective  terms  of  the  members 
of  the  said  Board  so  elected  to  be  determined  by  lots  at  the  first  meeting 
of  the  said  Board  after  the  said  election;  which  meeting  for  organization 
shall  take  place  at  such  time  and  place  as  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese 
shall  determine,  who  shall  summon  the  members  of  the  same  for  that 
purpose. 

Sec  2.  The  members  of  the  said  Board  shall  hold  office  until  their 
successors,  respectively,  shall  be  elected  under  this  Canon.  When  the 
term  for  which  any  Trustee  shall  have  been  elected  shall  be  about  to 
expire,  the  next  Annual  Council  sitting  prior  to  such  expiration  shall 
elect  their  successors,  who  shall  hold  their  offices  for  the  term  of  eight 
years,  so  that  two  members  of  the  said  Board  shall  be  elected  at  each 
Annual  Council.  In  case  of  a  vacancy  occurring  in  the  said  Board  by 
reason  of  the  death  or  resignation  of  any  member  of  the  same,  the 
Board  shall  choose  some  communicant  of  the  Church,  Presbyter  or  Lay- 
man, as  the  case  may  be,  to  fill  said  vacancy,  and  the  person  so  chosen 
shall  hold  office  for  the  unexpired  term  of  the  person  so  vacating  the 
same,  or  until  his  successor  be  elected  by  the  Council. 

Sec  3.  The  Board  shall  elect  a  Secretary  and  Treasurer,  either  from 
their  own  number  or  some  other  communicant  of  the  Church  in  the 
Diocese,  who  shall  be  required  to  give  bonds  amounting  to  three-fourths 
of  all  bonds,  stocks,  securities  or  money  which  may  be  entrusted  to  his 
keeping,  unless  the  same  shall  be  reduced  by  resolution  adopted  by  two- 
thirds  of  all  the  members  of  the  Board,  and  shall  receive  a  salary  of  not 
more  than  five  per  cent,  of  the  net  income  of  the  property  in  his  care 
and  custody. 

Sec  4.  The  Board  shall  make  a  report  to  each  Annual  Council  of  the 
Diocese  upon  the  first  day  of  its  meeting,  of  all  their  actings  and  doings, 
with  a  detailed  statement  of  all  funds  in  their  hands,  the  investment 
thereof,  and  of  all  changes  made  by  them  in  investments  during  the 
preceding  year. 

Sec  5.  The  Board  shall  determine  and  appoint  times  for  regular 
meetings  of  the  same,  and  shall  provide  for  the  calling  of  extra  meet- 
ings, and  of  the  notification  of  the  same. 
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Sec.  6.  Five  members  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of 
the  business  of  the  said  Board. 

CANON  XX. 
Of  the  Church  Home  and  Orphanage. 

Section  1.  The  institution  known  as  the  Church  Home  is  hereby 
recognized  and  adopted  as  the  institution  of  the  Diocese  for  the  purpose 
of  caring  for  aged  women  and  orphans  or  destitute  children. 

Sec.  2.  There  shall  be  annually  elected  by  Council  twelve  Trustees  of 
the  said  "The  Church  Home  Orphanage"  (five  from  among  the  Clergy 
and  seven  communicants  from  among  the  Laity),  who  shall  hold  office 
until  their  successors  are  duly  elected  and  qualify,  and  who  shall  control 
and  manage  the  Home  and  Orphanage.  The  Bishop  shall  be  ex  officio 
a  member  and  President  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  which  Board  shall 
annually  report  to  the  Council. 

CANON  XXI. 
Of  the  Committee  on  Finance. 

Section  1.  At  every  Annual  Council  the  Bishop  shall  appoint  five  (5) 
Laymen,  communicants  of  the  Church,  who,  with  the  Treasurer  of  the 
Council  and  the  Treasurer  of  the  Board  of  Missions,  shall  constitute  the 
Committee  on  Finance  of  the  Diocese.  Said  Committee  shall  be  a  Board 
of  Advice  to  the  Bishop  in  all  financial  matters. 

Sec.  2.  At  the  first  meeting  of  the  Committee  it  shall  organize  by 
electing  a  Chairman  and  a  Secretary. 

Sec.  3.  The  Committee  shall  hold  quarterly  meetings  for  the  purpose 
of  receiving  quarterly  reports  from  the  Treasurer  of  the  Council,  the 
Treasurer  of  the  Board  of  Missions  and  from  such  other  persons  as 
shall  be  charged  with  the  receipt  and  custody  of  funds  for  any  Diocesan 
purposes.  It  may  hold  such  other  meetings  as  may  be  called  by  the 
Bishop,  the  Chairman,  or  any  two  members  of  the  Committee,  upon 
written  request. 

Sec.  4.  The  last  regular  meeting  of  the  Committee  in  each  fiscal  year 
shall  be  held  on  the  Tuesday  after  the  first  Sunday  in  April,  at  which 
meeting  it  shall  prepare  its  annual  report  to  Council.  It  shall  submit  to 
Council  a  table  of  assessments  upon  the  Parishes  and  Missions  of  the 
Diocese,  for  the  purpose  of  providing  for  the  support  of  the  Episcopate 
and  defraying  the  expenses  of  the  Council  for  the  ensuing  fiscal  year  as 
provided  by  Canon  XVII.  It  shall  also,  in  conference  with  the  Board  of 
Missions  of  the  Diocese,  make  provision  for  the  necessary  funds  to  carry 
on  the  Missionary  work  of  the  Diocese.  Immediately  after  this  meeting 
notice  shall  be  given  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Committee  to  each  Parish 
and  Mission  of  the  amount  of  its  apportionment  and  that  such  appor- 
tionment shall  be  recommended  to  Council  for  adoption. 

Sec.  5.  It  shall  also  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee,  by  and  with  consent 
and  advice  of  the  Bishop,  to  raise  funds  for  Church  extension  in  the 
Diocese,  to  be  used  in  strengthening  weak  points  and  establishing  the 
Church  in  new  fields.  All  moneys  donated  or  collected  for  this  work 
shall  be  paid  over  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Council  and  kept  by  him  as 
a  separate  fund,  to  be  disbursed  by  direction  of  the  Committee  upon  the 
written  order  of  the  Chairman. 

Sec  6.  The  Committee  shall  have  power,  by  and  with  the  consent  of 
the  Bishop,  to  adopt  for  its  government  and  for  the  conduct  of  its  work 
such  rules  and  regulations  as  it  may  deem  advisable,  and  shall  have 
power  to  order  the  payment  of  its  necessary  expenses  and  the  necessary 
expenses  of  its  members  upon  their  attendance  upon  the  meetings  of  the 
Committee. 
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Sec.  7.  The  Committee  shall  have  the  power*  to  appoint  a  financial 
agent  whenever,  and  for  period  of  time,  as  it  may  deem  necessary.  It 
shall  be  his  duty,  under  the  direction  of  the  Committee,  to  canvass  the 
Diocese  for  subscriptions  and  donations  to  the  special  fund  for  Church 
Extension  and  for  such  other  Church  purposes  as  the  Committee  may 
direct. 

CANON  XXII. 
Of  the  Commission  on  Missions. 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  a  Diocesan  Commission  on  Missions,  subject 
to  Council,  the  duty  of  which  shall  be  to  promote  the  Forward  Move- 
ment recommended  by  the  General  Board  of  Missions,  especially  by 
endeavoring  to  secure  the  introduction  in  every  Parish  and  Mission  of 
the  Every  Member  Canvass  for  Missions,  and  the  Duplex  Envelope 
System;  and,  also,  the  prompt  payment  in  full  of  the  Apportionment 
for  Missions  for  this  Diocese. 

Sec  2.  The  members  of  the  Commission  shall  be,  the  Bishop  of  the 
Diocese,  President,  ex  o-fficio,  and  six  Clergymen  and  Six  Laymen,  two  of 
each  Order  from  each  Convocational  District,  who  shall  be  appointed  by 
the  Bishop  upon  the  nomination  of  their  respective  Convocations,  and 
who  shall  hold  office  for  one  year,  or  until  their  successors  are  appointed. 
Membership  shall  be  limited  to  those  who  themselves  heartily  approve 
of  the  plan,  are  willing  to  inform  themselves  thoroughly  with  regard 
to  it,  and  to  visit  Parishes  and  Missions  when  invited  to  do  so  in  the 
effort  to  further  the  adoption  of  the  plan  by  such  Parishes  and  Missions 
and  the  payment  of  the  apportionment.  Any  member  who  fails  without 
sufficient  cause  to  discharge  these  duties  shall  be  dropped  and  the 
vacancy  filled  by  the  Commission.  The  Commission  shall  elect  its  own 
officers. 

Sec  3.  The  Commission  shall  hold  at  least  one  meeting  each  year,  and 
in  addition,  the  members  from  each  Convocational  District  shall  meet  at 
the  time  their  Convocation  meets,  and,  together  with  any  other  members 
of  the  Commission  willing  to  attend,  hold  an  open  meeting  to  set  for- 
ward the  work  in  their  respective  Convocations. 

Sec  4.  In  addition  to  these  meetings  the  Commission  may  hold  Mis- 
sionary Conventions  at  such  times  and  places  as  they  see  fit. 

Sec  5.  The  Commission  shall  present  a  report  to  each  Council,  together 
with  an  estimate  of  the  funds  needed  for  its  work  for  the  ensuing  year, 
and  a  financial  report  showing  the  disposition  of  any  funds  expended 
the  year  before,  which  report  shall  be  audited  as  other  financial  reports 
are. 

CANON  XXIII. 
Of  the  Commission  on  Social  Service. 

Section  1.  That  a  Commission  on  Social  Service,  consisting  of  three 
men  and  two  women,  be  elected  by  the  Diocesan  Council  annually. 

Sec  2.  The  Commission  shall  have  power  to  elect  its  own  officers  and 
to  drop  from  its  membership  any  member  who  declines  to  attend  its 
meetings,  or  ignores  the  summons  sent  him  by  the  Chairman  or  Secre- 
tary, and  to  fill  the  vacancy. 

Sec  3.  The  Commission  shall  have  authority  to  study  social  conditions 
in  the  Diocese  and  to  take  action  with  reference  to  the  same.  The 
specific  functions  of  the  Commission  shall  be: 

(1)  To  organize  and  to  educate  the  various  Parishes  in  the  Diocese 
with  regard  to  local  social  conditions  and  needs,  to  the  end  that  the 
individual  Parishes  may  themselves  become  active  in  relation  to  the  social 
problem. 
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(2)  To  co-operate  in  propaganda  and  active  effort  with  such  recog- 
nized social  agencies,  local  and  State,  in  the  Diocese,  as  shall  be  deter- 
mined by  a  majority  vote  of  the  Commission. 

(3)  To  co-operate,  through  exchange  of  plans  and  joint  action  where 
desirable,  with  the  Social  Service  Commissions  of  other  Dioceses  now  or 
hereafter  to  be  created. 

(4)  To  co-operate  with  the  Joint  Commission  on  Social  Service 
authorized  by  General  Convention  in  1910. 

(5)  To  facilitate  the  work  of  the  Commission,  an  annual  appropria- 
tion shall  be  voted  by  Council. 

Sec  4.  The  Commission  shall  make,  annually,  a  full  report  to  Council 
of  work  accomplished  and  plans  in  view. 

CANON  XXIV. 
Of  the  Pension  Fund. 

Section  1.  In  conformity  with  the  legislation  adopted  by  the  General 
Convention,  setting  forth  the  principles  upon  which  a  pension  system 
for  the  Clergy  of  the  Church  and  their  dependents  should  be  constructed, 
pursuant  to  which  the  corporation,  the  Church  Pension  Fund,  has  been 
created  to  carry  these  principles  into  effect,  the  Diocese  of  South  Caro- 
lina adopts  the  system  of  the  Church  Pension  Fund. 

Sec  2.  The  Bishop  shall  appoint,  annually,  a  Committee  on  the 
Church  Pension  Fund,  to  consist  of  one  Clergyman  and  two  Laymen. 
The  duties  of  the  Committee  shall  be  as  follows: 

(1)  To  furnish  annually  to  the  Church  Pension  Fund  a  list  of  the 
Clergy  canonically  resident  in  this  Diocese,  and  of  the  Clergy  canonically 
resident  in  other  Dioceses  or  Missionary  districts  licensed  to  officiate 
in  this  Diocese,  with  a  statement  of  the  stipends  received  by  each  of 
said  Clergymen  from  any  Parish  or  Mission  in  his  Diocese  or  other 
organization  in  this  Diocese  which  either  is  subject  to  this  Council,  or 
being  engaged  in  religious  work  or  charitable  work  as  a  Church  institu- 
tion elects  to  come  into  the  Church  Pension  Fund.  Said  Committee  shall 
notify  the  Pension  Fund  within  thirty  days  thereof  of  any  Clergyman 
coming  into  the  Diocese,  taking  charge  of  any  Parish  or  Mission  and 
of  any  leaving  the  Diocese. 

(2)  To  receive  from  the  Church  Pension  Fund  annually  a  statement 
of  the  premiums  necessary  to  be  paid  by  each  of  the  said  Parishes, 
Missions,  or  other  organizations,  in  order  that  the  Clergymen  in  receipt 
of  stipends  from  them  may  be  entitled  respectively  to  pensions,  and 
transmit  said  information  to  the  Treasurer  of  Council,  who  shall  pay 
the  premiums. 

(3)  To  inform  the  Church  Pension  Fund  from  time  to  time  of  the 
Clergy  and  the  widows  and  minor  orphans  of  Clergy,  who  may  be 
entitled  in  respect  of  this  Diocese  to  receive  pensions  from  the  Church 
Pension  Fund. 

(4)  In  general,  to  inform  the  Clergy  and  Laity  of  the  Diocese  of  the 
pension  system  created  by  the  General  Convention,  whereby  the  Clergy 
of  the  Church  are  assured  of  pensions,  as  of  right,  to  their  widows  and 
minor  orphans,  and  to  do  all  things  that  may  be  necessary  or  advisable 
in  the  premises  to  the  end  that  the  moneys  necessary  to  be  paid  by  the 
Parishes,  Missions  and  other  Ecclesiastical  organizations  may  be  fully 
and  systematically  paid. 

Sec  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Bishop's  Permanent 
Fund  to  pay  to  the  Treasurer  of  Council  the  premiums  payable  on 
behalf  of  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  and  also  of  the  Coadjutor  Bishop 
and  the  Bishop's  Suffragan,  if  there  be  such. 
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Sec.  4.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  Clergyman  as  aforesaid  receiving 
a  stipend  or  stipends,  and  the  duty  of  every  Parish,  Mission  or  organiza- 
tion as  aforesaid  paying  a  stipend  or  stipends,  to  furnish  a  statement  of 
such  stipend  or  stipends  to  the  Committee  on  Church  Pension  Fund 
whenever  said  Committee  shall,  in  writing,  ask  for  such  statement. 

Sec.  5.  The  Council,  at  every  meeting,  shall  have  power  to  levy 
upon  all  the  Churches  an  assessment  to  provide  for  the  payment  of  all 
pension  premiums  of  Clergymen  of  this  Diocese  members  of  this  Council 
having  cures  in  the  same.  Said  assessments  shall  not  exceed  seven  and 
one-half  per  cent,  of  the  current  expenses  of  the  respective  Churches. 
The  amount  of  said  assessment  shall  be  determined  by  each  Annual 
Council,  and  upon  report  of  the  Finance  Committee. 


RULES  OF  ORDER 


I.  After  the  Council  has  been  declared  duly  organized,  and  the  Com- 
mittee on  Credentials  appointed,  the  order  of  proceedings  for  the  first 
day  shall  be: 

1.  The  election  of  a  Secretary,  who  shall  have  power  to  appoint  an 
Assistant  Secretary. 

2.  The  election  of  a  Treasurer. 

3.  The  appointment  by  the  President  of  five  Standing  Committees, 
viz.:  A  Committee  on  Admission  of  New  Parishes,  to  consist  of  one 
Clergyman  and  two  Laymen;  a  Committee  on  the  Constitution  and 
Canons,  to  consist  of  three  Clergymen  and  two  Laymen;  a  Committee  on 
the  State  of  the  Church,  to  consist  of  one  Clergyman  and  one  Layman 
from  each  Missionary  District;  a  Committee  on  Unfinished  Business,  to 
consist  of  one  Clergyman  and  two  Laymen;  a  Committee  on  Finance,  to 
consist  of  five  Laymen,  communicants  of  the  Church,  the  Treasurer  of 
the  Council,  and  the  Treasurer  of  the  Board  of  Missions. 

4.  The  communication  of  the  application  of  congregations  for  admis- 
sion into  the  Council. 

5.  The  annual  communication  of  the  Standing  Committee  of  the 
Diocese. 

6.  The  annual  report  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese. 

7.  The  annual  report  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Bishop's  Permanent  Fund, 
and  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Council. 

8.  The  appointment  of  special  committees. 

9.  Miscellaneous  business. 

II.  The  services  for  the  opening  of  the  Council  on  every  day  suc- 
ceeding the  first  day  shall  be  at  the  discretion  of  the  Bishop,  and  every 
Jay's  session  shall  be  closed  with  appropriate  Collects,  offered  by  the 
President. 

The  anniversary  sermon  of  the  Society  for  the  Advancement  of 
Christianity  in  South  Carolina  may  be  preached  on  the  second  day  after 
Morning  Prayer. 

When  the  President  shall  have  taken  the  chair,  the  daily  order  of 
proceedings,  after  the  first  day,  shall  be: 

1.  The  reading  and  approval  of  the  Minutes. 

2.  Calling  the  names  of  members  absent  on  the  preceding  day. 
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3.  The  election  of  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  Church. 

4.  The.  election  of  Delegates  to  the  General  Convention,  when  in  order. 

5.  The  election  of  Trustees  of  the  University  of  the  South,  when  in 
order. 

6.  The  election  of  Trustees  of  the  Diocese,  when  in  order. 

7.  The  election  of  Trustees  of  St.  Mary's,  Raleigh,  when  in  order. 

8.  The  election  of  Trustees  of  the  General  Theological  Seminary,  when 
in  order. 

9.  Reports,  to  be  called  for  in  the  following  order: 
Of  Committee  on  Admission  of  New  Parishes. 

Committee  on  Unfinished  Business. 

Committee  on  Finance. 

Committee  on  Constitution  and  Canons. 

Committee  on  State  of  the  Church. 

Trustees  of  the  University  of  the  South. 

Trustees  of  St.  Mary's  School,  Raleigh. 

Trustees  of  the  General  Theological  Seminary. 

Trustees  of  the  Church  Home. 

Committees  appointed  at  preceding  Council. 

Special  committees. 

10.  Miscellaneous  business. 

III.  Before  the  rising  of  the  Council,  the  Minutes  of  the  last  day's 
proceedings  shall  be  read  and  approved. 

IV.  The  Bishop's  Address  shall  be  at  any  time  in  order. 

V.  When  the  President  shall  take  the  chair,  no  member  shall  continue 
standing,  or  shall  afterwards  stand  up,  unless  to  address  the  chair. 

VI.  The  delegation  of  each  church  shall  occupy  one  pew. 

VII.  No  member  shall  absent  himself  from  the  Council  unless  he  hath 
leave  or  be  unable  to  attend. 

VIII.  When  any  member  is  about  to  speak  in  debate,  or  to  deliver  any 
matter  to  the  Council,  he  shall  rise  from  his  seat,  and,  without  advanc- 
ing, shall,  with  due  respect,  address  himself  to  the  President,  confining 
himself  to  the  point  in  debate,  and  avoid  personality. 

IX.  When  two  or  more  members  rise  at  the  same  time,  the  President 
shall  name  the  member  who  is  first  to  speak. 

X.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  twice  on  the  same  question,  with- 
out leave  of  the  Council. 

XI.  A  question  being  once  determined  shall  stand  as  the  judgment  of 
the  Council,  and  shall  not  again  be  drawn  into  debate  during  same 
session,  except  upon  a  motion  to  reconsider,  which  may  be  moved  and 
seconded  by  any  member  who  voted  in  the  majority. 

XII.  When  the  President  is  putting  the  question  no  one  shall  hold 
private  discourse,  stand  up,  walk  into,  out  of  or  across  the  church. 

XIII.  In  voting  by  ballot,  the  Rolls  of  the  Clergy  and  of  the  Churches 
shall  be  called,  and  the  votes  deposited  with  the  Tellers,  as  called  for, 
and  no  votes  shall  be  received  after  the  Tellers  begin  to  count  the 
votes:  Provided,  That  the  Roll  of  the  Clergy  shall  be  called  and  their 
votes  deposited  with  the  Tellers  first,  and  immediately  thereupon  the 
Roll  of  the  Churches  shall  be  called  and  their  votes  deposited  with  the 
Tellers. 

XIV.  No  motion  shall  be  considered  before  the  Council  unless  sec- 
onded and  reduced  to  writing,  if  the  President  or  any  other  member 
require  it.  A  Minister  or  Delegate  may  not  second  a  motion  offered 
by  a  Minister  or  Delegate  of  the  same  church  with  himself. 
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XV.  When  a  question  is  before  the  house,  no  motion  shall  be  received 
but  to  adjourn,  to  lay  on  the  table,  to  postpone  indefinitely,  to  postpone 
to  a  certain  day,  to  commit  or  amend;  which  several  motions  shall  have 
precedence  in  the  order  in  which  they  are  named.  A  motion  to  strike 
out  the  word  "Resolved"  shall  have  precedence  to  a  motion  to  amend, 
and  if  carried  shall  be  equivalent  to  a  rejection  of  the  resolution.  Subject 
to  these  exceptions,  the  question  first  moved  shall  be  first  put. 

XVI.  Motions  to  lay  on  the  table  and  to  postpone  indefinitely  shall 
be  decided  without  debate.  A  motion  to  adjourn  may  interrupt  a 
speech,  or  any  other  business  of  the  Council. 

XVII.  No  leave  of  absence  shall  be  indefinitely  granted  to  any  mem- 
ber unless  full  and  sufficient  reasons  be  given  by  him  to  the  Council. 

XVIII.  All  special  committees  shall  be  appointed  by  the  President, 
unless  otherwise  ordered  by  the  Council. 

XIX.  No  member  shall  vote  on  any  question  in  the  event  of  which  he 
is  immediately  and  personally  interested,  or  in  any  case  where  he  was 
not  present  when  the  question  was  put. 

XX.  If  any  member,  in  speaking  or  otherwise,  transgress  the  rules  of 
the  Council  the  President  shall,  or  any  member  may,  call  to  order;  in 
which  case  the  member  so  called  to  order  shall  immediately  sit  down, 
unless  permitted  to  explain.  All  questions  of  order  shall  be  determined  in 
the  first  instance,  without  debate,  by  the  President;  but  any  member 
may  appeal  from  such  decision  to  the  Council,  and  on  such  appeal  no 
member  shall  speak  more  than  once,  without  leave  of  the  Council. 

XXI.  The  President  shall  have  the  right  to  name  a  member  to  per- 
form the  duties  of  the  chair,  but  the  substitution  shall  not  extend  beyond 
an  adjournment. 

XXII.  None  of  the  Rules  of  Order  shall  be  suspended,  without  the 
concurrence  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  present. 

XXIII.  The  foregoing  Rules  of  Order  may  be  read  at  the  opening  of 
every  Council,  and  shall  be  of  force,  unless  repealed  by  a  vote  of  the 
Council,  and  shall  not  be  altered  but  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  both 
Orders,  after  one  day's  notice  of  the  proposed  alteration.
